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PREFACE. 


The  preceding  volume  of  the  present  Calendar  came  down 
to  a period  at  which  England  and  Holland,  weary  of  a 
war  earned  on  with  such  varied  success  that  neither  party 
was  decidedly  advantaged,  had  become  mutually  desirous 
of  peace.  A maritime  contest,  long  continued,  necessarily 
told  with  sad  effect  on  the  private  interests  of  large 
numbers  of  the  middle  classes,  in  two  essentially  trading 
nations,  and  they  generally  and  heartily  desired  its  ter- 
mination. The  King  had  few  sympathies  with  the  Dutch ; 
he  had  not  forgotten  the  humiliation  which,  in  the  years 
of  his  adversity,  they  had  inflicted  upon  him,  sometimes 
by  a grudgingly  conceded  hospitality,  and  at  others  by  an 
absolute  refusal  to  receive  him  within  their  territories ; 
yet  he  was  heartily  weary  of  a struggle  which  had  ceased 
to  he  popular,  and  wliich,  though  it  had  at  first,  by 
opening  freely  the  parliamentary  purse  strings,  replenished 
his  exhausted  finances,  was  now  become  harassingly  ex- 
pensive. The  strict  supervision  also  which  the  House  of 
Commons  was  disposed  to  exert  over  the  expenditure  of 
the  supplies,  — now  more  grudgingly  granted,  — greatly 
lessened  the  facility  of  diverting  them  from  their  legiti- 
mate purpose  for  Court  extravagances. 

On  both  sides  therefore  the  negotiations  were  entered 
upon  wdth  earnestness  of  purpose,  but  with  this  important 
difference : Holland  was  only  willing  to  consent  to  such 
a peace  as  could  be  effected  without  compromise  of 
honour  or  advantage;  and  therefore,  pending  the  suc- 
cess of  the  treaty,  continued  her  warlike  preparations  as 
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before.  England,  blindly  relying  on  the  conclusion  of 
a peace,  acted  as  though  resolved  that  the  treaty  a/ioiild 
succeed,  and,  witli  fiital  precipitancy,  strove  to  relieve 
herself  of  the  burden  of  war,  before  assured  of  the  cer- 
tainty of  peace. 

The  fleet,  as  mentioned  in  the  preceding  voliune,  had 
been  considerably  weakened  by  the  dismissal  of  a number 
of  vessels,  and  by  the  distribution  of  some  of  those  that 
remained  for  the  protection  of  the  merchant  expeditions.* 
■When  therefore  it  was  rumoured  that  the  Dutch  fleet 
was  ready  to  sail  in  force,  serious  apprehensions  were 
entertained  for  the  safety  of  the  eoasts.  As  early  as 
April  3rd,  1GC7,  Sir  Win.  Coventiy,  the  Duke  of  York’s 
secretary,  in  answer  to  an  application  for  a ship  to  act  as 
convoy,  says  that  “ another  frigate  can  scarcely  be  had, 
the  Dutch  fleet  being  so  suddenly  expected  abroad.”t  The 
Duke  of  Albemarle,  at  request  of  the  Duke  of  York,  pro- 
vided a small  band  of  soldiers  to  send  on  board  the  little 
squadron  of  vessels  under  Sir  John  Harman,  manning  for 
the  Hope,  whither  all  the  mcn-of-war  intended  for  sea 
were  ordered  to  be  sent  when  equipped.^ 

On  April  1st,  a correspondent  from  Aldborough,  in  Suf- 
folk, “ hopes  that  we  shall  be  ready,  and  that  the  Dutch 
may  not  ride  insulting,  as  they  did  last  year,”  adding  that, 
“ there  is  slender  provision  to  oppose  them,  and  30  men 
might  land  and  fire  the  town.”§  The  inliabitants  of  the 
Isle  of  Tlianct  made  an  earnest  appeal,  on  AjirU  3rd,  to 
the  Secretaries  of  State  for  protection.  They  stated  the 
general  belief  that  the  Hollanders  and  French  had  a 
design  to  seize  on  the  Isle  of  Tlmnet.  They  alleged  the 
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facility  of  landing,  and  the  advantage  to  an  enemy  of  its 
occupation,  and  prayed : — First,  tliat  men  might  not  be 
pressed  out  of  the  island  beyond  the  proportions  of  other 
places.  Second,  that  Col.  Titus  might  be  ordered  to 
return  into  the  island  the  soldiers  whom  he  had  re- 
moved contrary  to  liis  promises.  Tliirtl,  that  such  other 
soldiers  as  quartered  there  might  be  equally  quartered  in 
other  places,  as  well  as  in  the  three  port  parishes  of 
the  island.  Fourth,  and  especially,  that  a few  forts,  or 
one  strong  and  tenable  fort  or  castle,  might  be  speedily 
made,  in  some  such  place  of  the  island  as  might  most 
secure  the  same,  and  hinder  the  taking  and  keeping 
thereof  by  the  enemies.  And,  lastly,  that  it  might  be 
considered  what  harbours  could  bo  enlaiged  and  made  in 
and  about  the  said  island  for  great  ships,  and  also  for 
more  fishei-men  and  others,  which,  in  respect  of  the  con- 
veniences thereof,  might  also  bo  of  much  advantage  and 
gain  to  the  nations.* * * § 

Eeports  of  the  enemy’s  preparations  came  in  apace. 
It  was  said  that  in  France  80  men-of-war  and  20  fire-ships 
were  preparing ; that  the  French  had  sent  3,000  seamen 
to  Holland,  and  were  pressing  one  person  in  three  at 
Calais  and  Dunkirk ; and  that  in  Holland  great  prepara- 
tions for  war  were  still  going  on  ;t  that  the  Dutch  had  50 
stout  frigates  under  De  Witt,  and  that  both  were  preparing 
to  block  up  the  Thames  and  other  ports  and  the  “weaker 
sort  ’’  were  startled  by  “ the  great  report  of  the  Dutch 
coming  in  time  of  treaty.’’^ 

The  Dutch  meanwhile  had  given  earnest  of  their  hostile 
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intentions ; a squadron  of  their  vessels  had  created  alarm 
for  several  days  by  their  appearance  on  the  northern  coasts. 
On  April  29,  they  sailed  up  the  Frith  of  Forth,  causing 
great  dismay  in  Edinburgh  and  Leith,  and  IG  of  their 
number  attacked  Burntisland ; they  were  warmly  opposed, 
the  tomi  being  supplied  with  20  pieces  of  cannon ; the 
people  mustered  in  great  force  for  their  defence,  and  were 
strengthened  by  Gen.  Dalziell’s  regiment ; the  tiring  lasted 
the  whole  day,  but  at  its  close,  the  enemy  retired,*  ballled 
in  their  purpose  ; they  hovcre<l  some  time  about  the  coasts 
of  Yorkshire,!  and  Sir  Jeremy  Smith,  though  with  an 
inferior  force,  was  stationed  there  for  defence.! 

On  IMay  10,  it  was  reported  from  Amsterdam  that  tlie 
Dutcli  fleet  of  80  men-of-war  would  be  ready  for  sea  in 
eight  day's,  and  was  preparing  for  the  English  coast.§ 
Some  pi-isoncrs  from  Bochclle,  landing  at  Plymouth,  re- 
ported that  on  the  10th  instant,  Beaufort  with  the  whole 
French  fleet  had  sailed  for  the  Channel. 

Ou  ;itay  23,  the  whole  fleet  of  110  men-of-war  and 
merchantmen  was  said  to  bo  under  saU  between  the 
nie  and  Texcl.||  These  reports  were  so  far  credited  that 
expresses  were  sent  to  several  ports  to  stop  the  departure 
of  vessels  about  to  sail  but  these  orders  emanated  from 
officials  acting  in  their  individual  capacity,  not  directly 
from  government. 

So  gi'eat  was  the  confidence  in  the  conclusion  of  the 
treaty  felt  or  feigned  by  those  at  the  head  of  affiiirs,  that

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on  May  21,  the  King  wrote  to  the  Duke  of^  York,  as 
Lord  Admiral,  to  saylhat  “ as  London  is  now  well  supplied 
“ with  coal,  and  the  merchant  vessels  safely  returned  from 
“ the  Mediterranean,  ho  has  resolved  on  further  diminu- 
“ tion  of  the  fleet,  and  will  not  even  keep  in  pay  tlie 
" thinl-rate  ships,  ordered  to  be  retained  on  Cth  Fob. ; but 
“ that  all  those  requiring  considerable  repairs  are  to  be 
“ discharged,  and  laid  up  in  Portsmouth,  as  soon  as  they 
“ can  be  paid  oil’;  and  only  a squadron  of  small  sliips  re- 
“ tained,  to  distract  the  enemy  and  distiurb  their  trade.”* 

On  May  29,  Sir  AVm.  Coventry  wrote  as  follows  to 
the  Navy  Comrs. ; 

“ Gentlemen, 

“The  fireships  that  lie  in  hariwur  at  Portsmouth,  Dover, 
Harwicli,  and  Cliatliara,  being  intended  only  for  doing  service  near 
those  places,  as  (Mxaision  shall  present,  I desire  you  will  consider 
whether  tho  King's  charge  may  not  bo  eased  by  reducing  their 
compleiueiits  of  men,  leaving  them  only  a sufficient  number  to  do 
service,  or  at  the  most,  so  many  as  may  suffice  to  weigh  their  anchors 
upon  any  occivsion ; and  if  you  find  it  may  be  done,  I desire  you 
will  represent  it  to  his  Royal  Highness,  or  send  mo  word  of  it  that 
1 may  do  it.

A paper  enclosed  gives  a list  of  21  fire-sliips,  of  which 
live  were  at  Sliecrncss,  four  in  the  Downs,  one  at  Dover, 
and  two  at  Ilarwich,  their  crews  varying  from  11  to  15 
men.  These  crews  it  was  actually  proposed  to  reilucc,  in 
the  face  of  a strong  fleet  hovering  upon  tho  very  coasts. 

In  cases  where  the  steps  required  for  protection  involved 
no  outlay  of  money,  a different  course  was  adopted.  On 
tho  vei-y  day  of  Sir  Wm.  Coventry’s  letter,  just  quoted. 
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Lord  Arlington  -wrote  as  follows  to  the  Lord  Lieutenants 
of  the  eastern  and  southern  maritime  counties  : 

“ Mr  Lord,  " Whitehall,  May  29th,  1CG7. 

“ Hia  Majesty  understanding  that  the  Dutch  are  ready  in 
fe-w  days  to  put  to  sea  with  their  fleet,  and  Ijelioving  they  will  not 
fail  to  appear  before  the  coast,  and  to  give  the  alarm  to  the  country, 
and  possibly,  if  they  find  the  occasion  easy,  make  an  attempt  to 
land,  with  design  at  least  to  spoil,  bum,  and  sackage  what  part 
they  can  of  the  country,  his  Majesty,  otit  of  his  gracious  care  for 
the  sirfety  anil  quiet  of  his  subjects,  hath  commanded  me  to  give 
you  this  notice  of  it,  and  to  signify  his  pleasure  to  you  that,  forth- 
with u])on  receipt  hereof,  you  give  oi-der  that  the  militia  of  that 
county  be  in  such  a readiness  that,  ujxin  the  shortest  warning,  they 
may  assemble  and  be  in  amis  for  the  defence  of  the  coast,  in  case 
of  any  attempt  or  P-iipearance  of  the  enemy’s  fleet ; taking  care  in 
the  meantime  that  the  several  Ireacons  upon  and  near  the  coiust  be 
duly  watched,  by  the  respective  hundreds  in  which  they  arc,  for 
the  preventing  any  surprise  or  sudden  descent  of  the  enemy. 

And  his  Majesty  commands  me  particularly  to  mind  you  that, 
in  aU  places  where  you  shall  be  obliged  to  make  head  or  apjiear  to 
the  enemy,  you  make  the  greatest  show  you  can  in  numbers,  .and 
more  especially  of  horse,  even  though  it  be  of  such  as  are  otherwise 
wholly  unfit  and  improper  for  nearer  service,  horse  being  the  force 
that  will  most  discourage  the  enemy  from  handing  for  any  such 
attempt. 

“ The  whole  his  Majesty  commands  me  to  recommend  to  your 
be.st  care  and  vigilance,  leaving  it,  in  the  ])articulnr  circumstances,  to 
your  own  prudence  and  discretion,  as  you  sliall  see  occasion  upon 
the  place,  desiring  from  time  to  time  an  account  from  you  of  what 
shall  happen,  and  of  the  state  of  all  things  relating  to  his  Majesty’s 
service  within  your  lieutenancy.

Meanwhile  the  amlrassadors  of  the  several  European 
powers  were  sitting  in  solemn  conclave  at  | Breda.  Septu 
rate  rooms  were  assigned  to  the  envoys  of  each  power ; 
and  when  their  proposals  took  a definite  shape,  they  were 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Swedish  ambassador,  who  was 
elected  mediator.  To  avoid  disputes  about  precedence,  a 
great  room  was  prepared  for  their  meeting,  with  separate 
doors  of  entrance,  and  a round  table  at  wliich  they  could 
seat  them.sclves  indiscrmunately. 

StUl,  doubts  as  to  the  reality  or  success  of  the  treaty 
were  suggested  from  many  quarters.  A Westmoreland 
correspondent  wishes  the  enemy’s  offers  of  peace  may 
prove  real,  but  hopes,  if  there  be  a design  to  trepan, 
they  will  be  treated  as  they  deserve;  and  suggests  the 
doubling  of  the  train  bands,  as  a measure  less  likely  to 
create  suspicion  among  the  people  than  increasing  the 
standing  army.f  “ The  general  report  here,”  writes  an 
Aldborough  correspondent,  J “ is  very  high,  that  De  Witt 
is  to  be  generalissimo,  to  waive  the  Prince  of  Orange

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“ in  all  things ; no  hindrance  of  fishing  upon  our  seas, 
“ no  striking  flag  to  the  English,  and  to  forget  the 
“ business  of  the  Amboyna ; which,  if  so,  God  bless  all 
“ Englishmen  ! ” In  spite  of  all  misgivings,  the  negotia- 
tions progressed,  diplomatic  papers  were  daily  intcr- 
cliangod,  and,  on  June  7th,  Henry  Coventrj',  one  of  the 
English  plenipotentiaries,  actually  landed  at  Dover,  being 
sent  in  a Dutch  vessel,  with  a white  flag,  bearing  the 
preliminary  articles  of  peace  for  the  King’s  signature.* 
For  some  days  no  authentic  tidings  of  the  hostile  fleets 
came  to  hand,  though  vague  rumours  still  reported  them 
in  the  Channel ; but  as  they  intercepted  all  vessels  hound 
for  England,  it  was  difiieult  to  ascertain  their  whcrealxmts. 
The  first  news  seems  to  have  arrived  via  Ipswich.  At 
10  p.m.,  on  June  2,  the  Earl  of  Suffolk  despatched  an 
express  thence  to  Lord  Arlington,  the  subject  of  which  is 
not  named ; but  at  3 a.m.  the  following  morning,  governor 
Titus,  of  Deal  Castle,  received  a packet  from  Wliitehall, 
informing  liim,  not  only  that  a French  fleet  was  seen 
off  the  Isle  of  Wight,  but  that  the  Dutch,  with  -lO  sail, 
were  making  towards  the  Gunfleet.  All  men  were  struck 
with  anger  and  terror ; trade  was  paralyzed,  and  the  out- 
ward-bound merchant  ships  hastened  back  to  the  Thames, 
Dover,  or  Sandwich  for  shclter.f  Orders  were  issued 
that  no  accounts  should  be  printed  of  tbe  whereabouts 
of  the  King’s  mcn-of-war,  nor  any  news  printed  except 
under  directions  from  Government,  “ such  a course  Ijcing 
“ dangerous  when  the  enemy  are  masters  of  the  seas.”J 
On  June  7th,  the  Dutch  fleet  of  50  or  60  sail,  was  seen  off 
the  North  Forchind,  and  at  8 p.m.  they  came  to  anchor

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in  the  Gimflcet.*  It  now  became  evident  that  they  had 
some  important  dcsippi  in  view.+  Throe  days  more  of 
unaccountnhlc  inactivity  elapsed;  hut,  on  June  10,  the 
steady  a<lvance  of  the  hostile  fleet  roused  the  government 
to  the  necessity  of  action.  Early  that  morning.  Sir  Wm. 
Coventry  thus  writes  to  the  Navy  Comrs. ; — 

“ Gentlemen’, 

" His  Royal  Highness  doth  not  expect  your  attendance  this 
morning,  but  wislies  your  time  employed  in  getting  and  fitting 
fire-ships,  in  which  pray  lose  no  time. 

" 1 wish,  where  you  put  the  fire-ships  to  fit,  you  would  order  all 
other  work  to  he  laid  aside,  and  that  one  of  you  would  be  ])reaent 
to  see  the  work  fallowed ; it  is  of  utmost  importance.  I have 
Avritten  to  the  Tower  to  have  ingredients  ready ; if  you  send  for 
them,  they  will,  I presume,  be  delivered. 

“ If  you  find  fit  men  for  gunners  of  the  six  fire-ships,  and  to  fit 
them,  employ  them,  and  .stay  not  for  warrants  or  ordei's.  The  time 
will  not  permit  the  observation  of  these  forms.  Pray  use  all 
possible  dispatch.

“ I have  yours  of  this  day.  An  order  will  this  night  be  sent 
you  for  delivery  of  the  carvel,  and  her  rigging  and  furniture. 

“ Lest  press  warrants  should  be  wanting,  I send  you  the  enclosed 
blanks,  though  I hope  volunteers  may  be  found  to  do  the  service; 
yet  perhaps  for  rigging  and  labouring,  pressing  may  bo  necessary.

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"Besides  the  six  fire-ships  you  mention,  I heartilj' wisii  you 
could  get  as  many  more  to  be  fitted  in  some  other  place,  as  Block- 
wall,  or  any  private  yards. 

“ The  money  employed  to  hasten  this  work  is  well  bestowed. 
I have  given  Sir  Frescbeville  Holies  two  blank  press  warrants. 

“ Pray  get  more  fire-ships,  if  possible ; it  is  our  greatest  help,  ns 
the  case  now  stands. 

" By  the  morning,  at  farthest,  I will  send  you  blank  commissions 
for  the  commanders  of  the  fire-ships  you  have  named.  If  the 
Dutch  will  not  let  us  pay  our  ships  here,  I wish  we  did  not  neglect 
the  paying  those  at  Portsmouth,  and  think  (pray)  of  discharging 
unnecessary  carpenters,  but  not  so  as  to  lose  time  about  fire-ships, 
which  is  the  most  necessaiy  work  of  all ; and  pray  spare  neither 
cost  [nor]  diligence  to  get  them  dispatched.

‘•The  commission-s,  I have  told  Sir  Frescbeville  Holies,  shall  be 
sent  to  Deptford  (and  the  orders  for  the  Com.  of  fire-ships  obeying 
him),  by  to-morrow  morning.  Pray  keep  my  word  with  him,  and 
send  them  when  they  come  to  you.” 

Meanwhile  the  militia  were  arming  along  the  coast, 
and  the  deputy  lieutenants  of  Kent  and  the  governors  of 
the  several  forts  appointed  a meeting  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  defence.f  The  Earl  of  Oxford,  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant of  Essex,  was  ordered  to  send  to  Lee  such  of  the 
troops  as  were  not  already  dispatched  to  Harwich.  Half 
the  militia  of  Hertfordshire  were  oi’dcred  to  Barnet ; half 
that  of  Surrey  to  Southwark  and  Lambeth,  and  the  other 
half  were  to  be  ready  to  arm  on  the  shortest  notice.  The 
Wiltshire  and  Berkshire  men  were  sent  to  the  Isle  of 
Wight,  the  Dorsetshire  men  to  Portland  and  WcjTnouth, 
600  foot  from  Hampshire  to  Portsmouth,  and  a troop  of 
horse  to  Portsea  island. 
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For  some  time  previously,  it  had  been  uncertain  where 
the  threatened  blow  would  fall,  and  therefore  at  Burling- 
ton, Plymouth,  Portsmouth,  and  other  more  remote  sea 
ports,  fortifications  were  progressing,  chiefly  under  the 
orders  or  inspection  of  the  Duke  of  York  ;•  but  as  it  be- 
came evident  that  the  coasts  of  Essex  and  Kent  were  the 
menaced  points,  the  inhabitants  of  the  coast  towns  were 
courageous  or  desponding,  according  to  their  means  of 
offering  successful  resistance. 

Aldborough  complains  of  having  neither  horse  nor  foot 
in  case  of  an  attempt,  t On  the  actual  approach  of  the 
fleet,  a correspondent  writes  that  he  has  had  much  ado 
to  persuade  the  deputy  lieutenants  that  the  enemy  were 
on  the  coast,  and  only  one  company,  tmder  Sir  Robert 
Brookes,  could  be  obtained  for  defence.  J 

At  Harwich,  preparations  under  Sir  Chas.  Littleton  had 
gone  on  apace,  although  he  had  only  two  companies  under 
his  command ; § and  the  place  was  further  strengthened  by 
the  arrival  of  fresh  troops,  ||  by  a change  in  the  governor 
of  the  fort, — Capt.  Nath.  Darell,  the  late  governor,  being 
suspected  of  a leaning  to  Popery ; — by  payment  of  the 
mariners  in  the  dockyard,  whose  assistance  could  not  else 
be  relied  on  ; and  by  an  order  that  they  should  bo  trained 
and  exercised  for  defence  in  case  of  invasion  ; also  by  a 
visit  from  the  Duke  of  York  to  inspect  the  fortifications, 
&c.^  The  young  Duke  of  Monmouth,  with  a large  train 
of  nobility  and  gentry,  was  sent  thither,  and  a descent 
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■was  for  some  time  expected,  and  even  hoped  for  by  a few ; 
but  the  fleet  passed  onwards,  and  some  people  still  flattered 
themselves  that  the  Dutch  had  no  greater  object  in  view 
than  to  land  and  steal  sheep.* 

At  Margate,  several  companies  of  the  Scotch  regiment 
were  stationed,  and  Col.  Titus  ordered  a meeting  of  the 
trained  bands,  to  see  that  their  arms  were  in  readiness. + 
Tlic  ships  in  the  Medway  had  been  placed  by  the  Duke 
of  York  under  the  special  charge  of  Sir  Edw.  Spragg;  his 
courage  and  experience  had  been  several  times  tested 
during  the  late  war,  but  he  was  disliked  by  the  people,  as 
being  an  " Irish  papist.”  He  was  furnished  with  several 
fire-ships.  Prizes  and  other  useless  vessels  about  Sheer- 
ncss  were  ordered  into  safer  places  ;t  ships  were  stationed 
at  Gillingham,  to  stretch  across  the  river  a strong  chain  § 
to  protect  it,  and  beyond  this,  the  King’s  ships  were 
chiefly  moored.  All  were  now  in  anxious  suspense,  as 
the  majestic  fleet  moved  onwards,  unopposed,  and  letter 
after  letter  was  despatched  to  Court  by  the  coast  residents. 
Carlisle,  a custom-house  officer  at  Dover,  and  a constant 
correspondent  of  Williamson,  writes  thus : — 

“ Sir,  ” Dover,  June  lOtb,  J667. 

“ I need  to  acquaint  you  that  the  Dutch  fleet  is  got  into 
the  Swale,  or  nearer  the  mouth  of  Chatham  river  ; but  what  their 
intentions  arc  we  know  not.  Here  is  come  news  of  a party  of 
Dutch  hinded  in  'Thanet,  as  it  is  said,  about  100,  hut  forceel  to 
retreat  by  the  Scotch  soldiers  there,  with  the  loss  of  some  of  their 
men.  If  this  he  true,  I shall  give  it  you  more  at  largo  in  my 
next

The  landing  on  the  Isle  of  Thanet  proved  to  be  a false 
alarm.  Tlio  following  letter  was  written  the  same  day 
by  one  of  the  deputy  lieutenants  of  Kent : — 

“ Will., 

“ The  alarum  I presume  you  have  hot  enough.  Sir  H.  is 
marched  to  Lee,  and  the  greatest  part  of  his  regiment.  The  enemy 
hath  burnt  bains  and  houses  in  Canvey  Island,  and  tliis  night, 
about  4,  Sir  H.  sent  me  word  that  they  were  fallen  back  to  the 
Buoy  in  the  Nore.  He  presumes  they  wUl  attempt  Wakering  and 
Foulness,  and  other  places. 

“ Sir  Ja.  Altbam  Is  come  hither  this  evening,  and  says  my  Lord's 
regiment  will  be  here  to-morrow:  if  they  come  without  powder,  as 
we  presume  they  will,  this  town  cannot  furnish  them  with  above 
half  a barrel.  You  must  needs  send  with  all  speed  1 0 bands  at  least-

The  following  day,  Juno  11,  the  Isle  of  Sheppey,  with 
Shceme.ss  fort,  was  attacked.  A correspondent  from  Deal 
writes  on  June  12,  to  Williamson: — 

‘‘  Mr.  Secretart, 

“ Yesterday  morning,  letters  to  Govenior  Titus,  from  the 
Isle  of  Sheppey,  and  those  parts,  speak  the  Dutch  landed  an  army 
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in  that  islnn<L  Reports  since  say  'tis  in  the  enemy’s  possession, 
which  has  given  our  whole  country  an  alarum.  The  Shire  foot, 
adjoining  to  the  Ports,  are  marched  away,  and  indeed  wo  left 
alone,  so  that  if  any  attempt  should  be  made,  the  enemies  might 
quickly  obt.ain  their  desires.  Our  company,  under  Col.  Titus,  and 
commanded  by  Capt.  Poole,  watch  30  a night  Our  whole  day's 
work  yesterday  was  to  put  our  handful  of  men  in  the  best  pos- 
ture we  can.  'Tis  hoped  his  M.ajesty  will  be  graciously  pleased 
to  send  some  trained  companies  to  our  assistance,  and  call  back 
our  neighbour’s  trained  bands  I am  commanded  by  you  to  show 
you  the  opinion  and  report  of  the  country,  but  if  I should  write 
all,  I should  first  request  for  a pardon,  for  mouths  arc  now  very 
loose.

A further  account  was  given  by  "Williamson’s  brother, 
who  thus  writes  to  him  from  Rochester,  11th  June  : — 

“ For  news,  all  that  I can  give  you  at  present  is  that  yester- 
night, about  7 o’clock,  the  Dutch,  after  some  small  dispute, 
possessed  themselves  of  Sheerness,  which  is  now  believed  to  be 
burned,  much  smoke  being  seen  all  this  day  that  way.  His  Ex- 
cellency the  Lord  General  was  this  day  at  Chatham,  by  5 o’clock, 
and  hath  put  things  into  the  best  posture,  os  the  time  and 
convenience  would  give  him  leave.  They'  now  lie  with  their 
m,ain  fleet  opposite  to  Queenbury,  which  is  reported  they  are 
possessed  of,  many  of  the  people  of  the  Isle  of  Sheppey  being  come 
from  thence.  Five  of  their  fleet  are  turned  up  within  a league 
of  our  fire-ships  in  Chatham ; it  is  expected  they  will  attempt 
something  to-morrow  by  12  o’clock,  the  tide  then  giving  them  an 
opportunity  of  advantage.

The  next  day  the  same  coiTespondent  sends  a hasty  note, 
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saying  that  he  has  seen  a sad  sight  that  day,  and  fears  it 
will  not  he  otherwise  to-morrow. 

On  Wednesday,  June  12,  a national  disgrace  was  in- 
flicted, wliich  was  remembered  for  years,  with  bitterness 
on  the  one  part,  and  triumph  on  the  other ; even  the  lapse 
of  two  centuries  has  not  effaced  the  recollection  of  it  on 
either  side.  The  Dutch  fleet,  or  rather  a detachment  of  it, 
sailed  up  the  Medway,  forced  the  chain  at  Chatham,  and 
with  little  opposition,  burned  several  of  the  finest  ships  in 
the  British  navy,  and  carried  off  the  largest,  the  Royal 
Charles,  to  be  sent  as  a trophy  to  HoUand. 

The  following  detailed  account  of  the  attack,  taken 
from  the  Dutch  point  of  view,  is  translated  from  a con- 
temporaneous fly-sheet,  printed  at  Amsterdam.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  paper  are  occupied  by  a plan  of  the  river 
from  London  to  Orford,  with  another  on  a larger  scale, 
from  Rochester  to  the  Isle  of  Slicppcy,  representing  the 
scene  of  the  disaster ; — 

" Short  and  reliable  account  of  all  that  has  happened  in  the 
river  of  London,  and  in  the  haven  of  Chatham,  Sheppey,  &c., 
9-13  June  1667.* 

“The  Dutch  fleet  act  sail  1st  June  1CG7,  under  command  of 
Lient-Admiral  de  Ruyter.  On  the  4th,  a heavy  storm  arose  from 
tlie  South  South-west,  by  which  some  shi|»  were  forced  to  cut 
their  anchors ; but  on  the  7th,  they  again  came  safely  to  anchor 
before  the  river  of  Loudon.  On  this  the  admiral  put  out  a signal 
for  all  the  principal  oflicers  to  come  on  board,  and  hold  a council 
of  war,  how  they  might  best  sail  up  the  river  of  London,  with  some 
of  the  lightest  ships,  to  see  whether  they  could  there  take  some 
of  the  King’s  ships. 

“Thereupon  on  the  9th,  17  ships  of  war,  four  advice  boats,  and 
fonr  fire-ships  sallerl  up  the  river  Thames,  under  command  of  Licut- 
Admiral  Van  Ghent,  with  whom  went  De  Witt  as  deputy  of  their 
High  Mightinesses  [the  States  General]  in  the  ship  Agatha.  The

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same  evening  they  arrived  between  Queonborough  and  Gravesend  ; 
but  there  being  nothing  to  be  done  there,  on  the  1 0th  they  came 
back  to  Queenborough,  where  Do  Ruyter  had  sent  Star,  witli  some 
shi|)3  to  support  them.  Having  returned  to  the  river  of  Rochester, 
conquering  the  island  Sheppey,  and  Queenborough,  a stronghold 
lying  thereon,  they  thought  good  to  attack  the  fort  of  Sheemess, 
which  the  English  were  beginning  to  make,  a little  while  before, 
for  defence  of  the  passage  to  Rochester  and  Chatham.  Our  cannons 
so  stormed  the  place  that  the  enemy  left  it,  before  CoL  Dolman, 
who  had  been  sent  for  by  some  messengers,  bad  arrived. 

“ Our  jH3ople  found  there  an  entire  royal  magazine,  with  very 
heavy  anchors  and  cables,  and  hundreds  of  masts.  OiU'  people 
took  on  board  the  ships  as  many  of  the  cables,  masts,  and  round 
woods  as  they  could,  and  they  also  acquired  15  hwivy  pieces,  shoot- 
ing balls  of  18  lbs. ; the  rest  was  destroyed  or  rendered  useless,  and 
the  magazine  burnt.  Tlic  damage  done  to  the  English  at  this 
island  wna  estimated  at  more  than  four  tons  of  gold.  It  is  a 
beautiful  and  fruitful  island.  Every  one  was  strictly  forbidden,  on 
pain  of  heavy  punishment,  to  injure  the  inhabitants,  in  life  or 
goods. 

“ On  the  12th,  the  wind  being  E.  N.  E.,  they  sailed  before  the 
tide  about  four  miles  up  the  river  of  Chatham,  under  command  of 
Tliomas  Tobiajj.  There  they  made  a severe  attack.  Before  their 
coming,  the  Englisli  had  sunk  there  seven  fire-ships,  and  enclosed 
the  river  with  a thick  and  heavy  iron  chain,  running  on  pulleys, 
which  turned  on  wheels.  Six  of  their  ships,  distributed  in  good 
order,  lay  before  the  cliain  ; at  the  one  end  lay  four,  and  at  the  other 
end  two  stout  frigates  wliich  crossed  the  water.  This  notwith- 
standing, the  Dutch,  with  more  than  mortal  boldness,  made  an 
attack  against  all  these  dangers.  Capt.  Brakcl  offered  himself,  and 
attacking  with  his  frigate  an  English  frigate  colled  the  Jonathan, 
of  40  guns,  took  it,  and  burnt  another  English  frigate  by  means  of 
a fire-ship ; then  the  other  four  ships  were  left  by  their  comra^les, 
the  crews  in  confasion  sprang  overboard,  and  our  people  took  the 
ship  Royal  Charles,  fitted  to  hear  100  pieces  of  cannon,  and  with 
32  guns  on  hoard  : it  was  formerly  commanded  by  the  English 
Admiral  Monk.  Nothing  more  costly  has  been  made  in  England, 
and  it  m\ist  have  cost  almost  100,000  dollars  in  the  gilding  alone. 
They  also  took  the  Charles  V’.,  which,  with  two  others  of  the  largest 
ships,  the  ilatthias  and  Castle  of  Honingen,  are  burnt.  The  cliain 
was  burst  into  pieces,  and  'all  within  it  destroyed  and  annihilated  ; 
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so  that  the  English  lose  the  admirals  of  the  Bed  and  White  Flag, 
besides  others  of  their  largest  ships,  as  the  Boyal  Charles,  the  Royal 
Oak,  the  Loyal  London,  the  Boyal  James,  which  they  had  sunk; 
the  Matthias,  the  Charles  V.,  the  Castle  of  Honingen,  and  two  stoat 
fngatcs,  the  one  named  the  Friendship  or  Jonathan  ; besides  two 
other  large  ships,  and  a good  number  of  fire-ships,  which  they  hod 
sunk  to  stop  the  passage. 

“ On  land  our  people  did  not  do  much,  for  all  was  in  commotion, 
and  the  English,  with  1 2,000  men,  came  against  them  in  arms  ; so 
the  Dutch  abandoned  the  places  which  they  had  taken,  and  came 
again,  with  their  ships,  into  the  river  Thames.  Vice-Admiral  Van 
Ghent  was  personally  present  throughout,  and,  with  other  brave 
heroes  of  our  fatherland,  manfully  forwarded  this  great  work.  God 
keep  them  henceforth,  and  give  them  yet  more  success  in  their 
actions,  that  beloved  peace  may  again  descend  from  heaven  upon 
us,  and  pride  be  put  down.  . 

The  merchant’s  ships  they  will  bum  ; oh  tell 
Him  first  he  should  guard  his  own  shores  well  I 
For  mmour  reports,  all  the  country  over, 

That  the  wolf  was  burned  in  his  own  cover.”* 

Thus-  far  the  Dutch  version  of  the  story.  The  most 
detailed  contemporary  English  accounts  are  given  in  the 
following  letters ; the  first  is  a private  letter,  addressed  to 
Lord  Conway : — 

“ London,  15  June  1667. 

“ Bight  Honokable, 

“ Since  my  last,  hero  hath  been  such  an  alarm  that  the 
fear  of  a press  of  horses  hath  emboldened  me  to  send  two  of  mine 
at  your  honour's  stable  for  sis  or  eight  days,  hoping  in  that 
space  I may  remove  them  again  without  any  danger.  In  the 
meantime,  I humbly  beg  your  honour’s  pardon  for  my  boldness 
herein. 

“ Touching  the  Dutch  fleet’s  transactions,  I conceive  you’ll  have 
it  from  a better  hand  than  mine ; nevertheless  wliat  I hear,  shall 
trouble  your  lordship  withall.  After  having  l.>eatcn  off  Sir  Edw. 
Spragg  from  Sheemess  Fort  Tuesday,  which  was  easily  done,  it 
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not  being  in  posture  of  defence,  (for  tbe  which  Sir  Edward  is  much 
blamed,  Ac.,)  the  next  day  they  did  as  easily  force  tlie  chaiu*^ 
(which  some  say  was  fastened  with  cable  yam),  and  came  up,  10 
ingates,  with  as  many  fire'shipe,  and  burnt  the  Unity,  the  Amity, 
and  the  Mathiaa  The  Royal  Charles,  having  80  guns  mounted, 
did  fire  upon  them  as  long  as  they  had  ammunition,  which  was 
soon  spent,  and  so  the  Dutch  became  masters  of  her,  and  put  up 
their  flag.  In  the  meanwhile,  the  general  caused  the  next  ap- 
proaching ships  to  be  sunk,  lo  hinder  further  progress,  viz.,  the 
Royal  James,  the  Royal  Oak,  and  the  London,  with  two  iire'Shi|>s; 
so  they  went  OS'  at  that  time,  endeavouring  to  carry  away  the 
Charles,  but  she  struck,  so  could  not  get  her  off  at  that  tide,  yet 
kept  men  aboard  her. 

“ Thursday  they  came  on  again,  at  the  top  of  tlie  tide,  the 
wind  still  their  great  friend ; and  not  being  able  to  pass  with 
their  frigates  those  ships  that  were  sunk,  they  stayed  till  tbe  tide 
was  half  spent,  and  so  burnt  all  the  upper  part  of  those  three 
ships,  viz.,  Oak,  James,  and  London,  which  'was  all  they  did  at 
that  time,  leaving  still  the  Charles  fast. 

**  Yesterday  they  made  another  attempt,  but  the  general  had  so 
well  provided  by  that  time  that  they  were  beaten  off  without  any 
action,  and  this  morning  the  like  ; so  now  they  have  left  tliat  river, 
and  "tis  said  fired  the  Charles  at  last,  we  having  yet  11  good  ships 
remaining,  which  his  Majesty  gave  all  for  lost,  whoso  auger  and 
discontent  hereupon  1 must  leave  your  lordship  to  judge,  for  he 
told  plainly  to  the  citizens  that  he  was  betrayed,  and  that  none  but 
the  Duke  of  York,  Prince  Rupert,  tlie  Lord  General,  and  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  were  for  the  arming  the  fleet ; and  so  the 
greater  part  of  his  Council  did  over-sway,  much  against  his  own 
opinion,  w'hich  was  to  treat  with  his  sword  in  his  hand.  Some 
considerable  person  standing  by,  endeavouring  to  excuse  it,  and 
that  be  was  also  of  that  opinion,  the  King,  in  great  auger,  gave 
him  the  lie,  and  the  next  day  did  openly  reproach  his  Council  at 
the  council  table.  In  the  meantime,  some  unruly  people  did  cut 
down  most  of  the  young  trees  planted  about  Clarendon  House, 
and  broke  many  of  the  windows.

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" Nothing  but  various  news  of  the  French  all  thus  svliile ; somo 
say  tliey  appeared  about  the  Isle  of  Wight,  but  not  confirmed.' 

" There  is  a Tumour  of  calling  a Parliament,  but  I believe  it 
not.  A commission  is  issued  for  the  raising  of  10,000  foot,  and 
2,500  horse,  of  which  the  Lord  of  Manchester  to  be  general,  Sir 
Wm.  Waller,  Sir  Kobt  Howard,  and  Col.  Inglesby  to  be  some  of 
tho  colonels,  which  startles  some.  Reported  that  the  lord  general 
is  or  is  to  be  created  Lord  High  Constable. 

“ The  Dutch  are  still  at  tho  buoy  and  Ower,  and  some  say 
fortifying  of  the  island  of  Shepjiey ; others  say  they  are  designed 
for  Newcastle,  to  destroy  the  coal  fleet,  which  commodity  is  al- 
ready risen  here  to  61.  per  chaldron.  Wo  are  pretty  quiet  this 
night,  (though  still  in  arms,)  hoping  there  will  be  no  more  hurt 
done  at  Chatham,  in  which  transaction  were  lost  above  500  men. 
There  were  many  English  aboard  the  Dutch  ships,  who  said  they 
came  for  money  for  their  tickets,  &c.,  which  is  what  passed  to  my 
knowledge.  So  with  my  humble  respects  and  service,  I crave 
leave  to  subscribe 

“ Your  Lordship’s 
“ Most  humble  servant"* 

“ To  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Vis- 
count Conway  and  Kilolltagh,  at 
his  house  at  Ragley  in  Warwick- 
shire ; to  be  left  for  conveyance 
with  the  postmaster  at  Coventry.’ 

The  next  extract  is  from  a letter  of  news  addressed  to 
Williamson : — 

" The  enemy  appearing  at  the  Nore  on  the  9th,  stood  up 
towards  the  Hope,  and  on  the  10th  in  the  morning,  fired  eight  or 
nine  inconsiderable  houses  on  Convey  island,  on  Essex  side,  and 
stole  a few  sheep,  and  then  turned  towards  Sheerneas,  the  wind 
being  easterly,  which  they  suddenly  assaulted,  and  in  a di.sputc  of 
about  two  hours,  made  themselves  masters  of  it ; which  when  we 
saw,  we  endeavoured  then,  by  sirrking  ships  in  the  narrowest  part 
of  tho  river,  to  block  it  up ; but  all  was  inefiectual,  for  our  out- 
ward guard  being  worsted  at  Sheemess,  and  unable  to  resist  their 
force,  could  maintain  no  place  good  while  they  came  to  the  chain, 
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wUch,  on  the  12th,  they,  having  got  a considerable  number  of 
men -of- war  and  fire-ships  over  our  sunken  bottoms,  assaulted,  and 
although  as  manfully  resisted  as  any  men  under  the  sun  could  do, 
yet  was  overpowered,  and  all  the  guards  fired  and  destroyed,  and 
the  chain  broke  by  their  number  of  ships  pressing  at  it,  and  then 
they  made  themselves  masters  of  the  Boyal  Charles,  who  now  is 
going  for  Holland. 

“ Yesterday,  at  about  one  of  the  clock,  they  sailed  with  five 
men-of-war  before  Upnor  Castle,  where  they  were  as  well  re- 
ceived by  Major  Scott  and  Captain  Winter,  and  as  warmly  handled 
as  they  could  desire ; but  yet  they  lay  battering,  while  five  fire- 
ships came  up  by  the  men-of-war,  two  of  which,  attempting  the 
firing  of  the  Royal  Oak,  missed  their  design,  and  had  not  a third 
come,  had  been  preserved ; the  other  two  fired  the  Royal  James 
and  Loyal  London,  which  done,  they  retired.*  And  having  had 
tliis  day’s  time  to  provide  for  to-morrow,  I could  wish  now  that 
they  would  dare  to  taste  of  our  provision ; but  their  bellies  are 
full,  1 am  confident ; which  sir,  with  my  very  humble  service,

The  following  letter  was  intercepted  by  a vigilant  post 

office  clerk  because  addressed  to  a “ grand  rebel — 

• ••••• 

The  Dutch  forced  the  chain  below  Cliatham,  sunk  two  ships 
which  were  upon  the  guard  thereof,  took  the  Charles ; though  she 
be  stranded  since,  and  fired  twice  by  our  men,  they  have  carried 
her  off.  They  attempted  all  the  navy,  and  had  it  not  been  for 
Albemarle,  who  went  down  himself  with  forces  from  I^ondon,  and 
came  pat  in  time,  they  had  destroyed  it  quite ; hut  by  means  of 
two  platforms  made  on  a sudden,  on  each  side  the  river,  they  were 
beaten  back  with  great  loss,  as  the  prisoners  say  which  leapt  out 
of  their  stranded  ships;  but  they  forced  us  to  sink  the  James, 
Katherine,  and  Oak  Royal,  and  three  other  great  8hi{>s  we  had 
taken  from  them.  This  is  the  whole  account  of  this  brisk  attempt. 
They  are  now  fallen  down,  and  lie  in  the  Ounfleet.

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“ You  may  wonder  our  blockhouses  did  so  little  service  against 
them  ; but  their  captains,  being  questioned,  are  come  off  well, 
having  made  it  appear  that  they  have  long  since  made  their 
defects  known  to  the  Council ; some  wanted  guns,  some  platforms 
to  mount  them  upon,  and  carriages,  others  bullets,  others  had 
bullets  too  big  for  their  guns.  Their  answer  from  the  Council  was, 
they  needed  not  to  trouble  themselves,  for  the  i>eace  being  as 
good  as  concluded,  they  would  not  order  any  more  money  to  be 
issued.  Albemarle  foresaw  this  long  since,  and  told  the  King  in 
council  that,  whatever  it  should  cost  him  to  set  forth  his  fleet 
once  more,  it  would  be  the  cheapest  way  to  make  peace  with  his 
sword  drawn ; but  it  was  overruled  by  the  good  husbands  of  the 
Council,  at  which  he  storms  very  much  now,  and  hath  made 
the  King  resent  it  too  ; so  that  if  a peace  be  not  presently  clapt 
up,  you  may  hear  more  of  it  hereafter,  to  tho  prejudice  of  some 
grandees. 

“During  this  alarm,  we  had  all  our  trained  bands  together,  and 
the  volunteer  troops  in  better  mien,  and  stronger  than  ever  I 
saw  them,  which  made  me  like  them  very  well,  because  they  put 
me  in  mind  of  my  old  regiment,  who  were  observed  never  to  be 
so  strong  or  handsome  as  when  they  were  going  to  fight ; but 
they  are  all  dismissed,  till  further  orders,  only  some  few  are  kept 
together  for  a while,  ‘poiir  bt&nse<ince,  and  to  cool  the  courages  of 
the  Presbyterians,  who  rejoiced  at  the  business,  and  bragged  (par- 
ticularly in  Okingham),  that  the  Dutch  would  not  acquiesce  till 
they  were  suffered  to  preach  again  publicly,  &c.  * • • • •

Bad  as  the  case  was,  many  tongued  rumour  made  it  far 
worse ; it  was  reported  that  not  only  was  Chatham  burnt, 
but  also  Quoenborough,  Gravesend,  Hanvich,  Colchester, 
and  Dover  ; that  the  King  had  abandoned  the  reins  of 
Government,  and  escaped  no  one  knew  where  ;f  that

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Lord  Douglas  was  dead,  and  the  Lord-General  shot,  and 
rumoiu's  of  treason  were  rife  in  all  quarters. 

Tlie  further  movements  of  the  Dutch  did  not  corre- 
spond ndth  their  vigorous  beginning.  The  fortresses  of 
Gravesend,  Tilbury,  and  the  Tower  alone  lay  Iwtwecn  them 
and  London ; they  were  probably  aware,  from  their  in- 
timate connexion  with  the  discontented  party  in  England, 
that  these  forts  were  ill  supplied  with  ammunition,  and 
out  of  repair,  and  that  their  fleet  could  scarcely  be  inter- 
cepted, had  they  chosen  to  advance  to  the  Metropolis  itself. 
But  the  eager  flocking  of  the  militia  to  defend  the  coasts, 
and  the  popular  enthusiasm  for  defence,  daily  becoming 
more  obvious  and  general,  probably  prevented  any  further 
attempt.  At  the  turn  of  the  tide,  on  June  I tth,  they 
were  expected  to  return,  and  the  more  ardent  Englishmen 
hoped  to  wipe  off  the  late  insult  by  inflicting  a heavy  blow 
upon  the  enemy.*  But  hopes  and  fears  were  alike  dis- 
appointed ; the  fleet  slowly  retired,  and  by  the  ICth,  had 
fallen  down  to  the  Buoy  of  the  Nore.+ 

After  the  first  panic  created  by  the  tidings  of  a dis- 
aster so  tmprecented  had  subsided,  its  causes  became  the 
subject  of  general  discussion. 

The  unprotected  state  of  the  ships  and  forts,  the  feeble 
defence  made  by  Upnor  Castle,  the  dismissal  of  so  many 
ships,  and  the  divided  condition  of  the  rest,  created  the 
painful  certainty  of  gross  mis-management  or  of  fatal 
treachery.  Nor  was  the  general  discontent  diminished 
by  the  fact  that  the  sudden  alarm  of  the  Dutch  landing 
was  made  a pretext  for  raising  a regiment  of  horse, 
in  40  companies  of  80  men  each,  amounting  to  3,200

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men,  under  command  of  Prince  Rupert  ; • and  12  new 
regiments  of  standing  troops,  1,000  men  in  each. 

Tlieso  latter,  the  King,  to  conciliate  the  people,  placed 
under  the  command  of  Lord  Fairfax,  the  Earl  of  Man. 
Chester,  and  others  who  had  formerly  served  in  the 
Parliamentary  army. 

The  people  felt  that  the  navy,  their  great  stronghold 
against  foreign  invasion,  had  been  grossly  neglected,  and 
that  now  they  should  be  called  upon  to  support  troops 
which  might  as  readily  be  turned  against  themselves  as 
against  the  enemy.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  was 
not  always  easy  to  find  men  willing  to  enter  the  ranks. 

The  state  of  general  feeling  is  fairly  depicted  in  the 
following  letters;  they  arc  all  addressed  to  Williamson 
except  the  second,  which  is  to  a lady  not  named : — 

“ Sib, 

I hope  ere  long  to  wait  upon  you,  though  no  business 
more  than  to  see  you  in  this  time  of  affliction.  I know  you 
cannot  but  grieve,  as  all  good  subjects  do,  to  see  bis  Majesty’s 
and  our  enemies  thus  insult  upon  us.  The  generality  of  people 
not  only  grieve,  but  suggest  their  discontent  against  those  that 
counselled  the  King  to  sell  Dunkirk ; that  also  caused  the  strength 
of  Upnor  Castle  to  be  taken  away;  and  in  a grievous  manner, 
against  those  intrusted  for  payment  of  the  seamen ; and  ns  high 
against  those,  whoever  they  were,  that  counselled  the  King  to 
send  his  men-of-war  (for  the  greatest  part)  into  several  parts  of 
the  world,  and  to  leave  himself  naked,  as  to  a fleet,  to  look  his 
enemies  in  the  face,  and  expose  his  principal  ships  for  strength,  to 
the  rage  and  violence  of  his  enemies ; and  they  see  their  ruin  in 
this  transcend  the  ruin  of  the  city  by  fire ; having  at  the  sea  for 
ever  lost  the  honour  of  the  nation,  and  must  now  bow  and 
buckle  to  their  enemies;  whereas  ever  formerly  the  King  and 
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kingdom  stood  and  bad  dominion  over  them.  And  tbeir  great 
fear  is,  if  special  care  be  not  had  and  continued,  that  they  shall 
have  their  throats  cut  here,  by  some  insurrection  arising,  the 
more  encouraged  by  the  power  of  our  enemies  at  sea.  This  kind 
of  discourse  to  all  particulars,  arc  frequent  in  the  mouths  of 
persons  without  number,  in  our  yard,  gate,  or  street  before  us. 
We  are  all  in  the  hands  of  God.  God,  in  mercy  divert  His 
judgments,  preserve  his  Majesty,  and  bless  him  with  all  assistance 
from  Heaven  and  earth,  that  his  enemies  may  yet  dread,  fear, 
and  bow  before  him.  So  tho  Lord  keep  you  is  the  prayer  of

“ The  merchants  are  undone.  Our  great  bankers  of  money 
have  shut  up  their  shops.  People  are  ready  to  tear  their  hair  off 
their  heads.  Great  importunity  hath  been  used  at  Whitehall  for  a 
Parliament,  and  more  particularly  by  Sir  George  Saville,  but 
nothing  will  prevail ; there  is  one  great  gownman  against  it,  and  all 
the  bishops  and  Papists,  and  all  those  wlio  have  cozened  iuid  cheated 
the  King.  News  came  this  day  to  the  King  the  French  are  come 
from  Brest,  and  appear  before  tJie  Isle  of  Wight ; some  at  Court  give 
out  that  they  are  friends  and  not  enemies.  We  expect  the  Dutch  as 
far  as  Woolwich.  People  are  fled  from  Greenwich  and  Blackwall, 
with  their  families  and  children.  We  are  betrayed,  let  it  light 
where  it  will.

” In  obedience  to  your  command,  1 humbly  acquaint  your 
Honour  when  we  heard  the  Dutch  were  gone  up  the  river,  and  some 
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of  our  best  ships  fired  by  them,  and  the  Royal  Charles  in  their 
possession,  and  little  or  no  opposition,  the  common  people,  and 
almost  all  others  ran  ma<l,  some  crying  out  we  were  sold,  others 
that  there  were  traitors  in  the  Council ; then  the  loss  of  Dunkirk, 
the  dividing  of  the  fleet,  the  disbanding  the  army,  the  non-payment 
of  the  seamen,  and  permitting  so  many  merchant  ships  to  go  out  of 
the  land,  and  several  other  things  were  called  in  question.  And  truly, 
had  not  the  news  suddenly  changed,  they  would  undoubtedly  have 
rose  and  attempted  strange  things.  Amongst  the  rest,  great  blame  is 
laid  upon  the  paymasters  of  the  navy;  and  as  our  seamen  say,  (for 
we  have  above  300  in  the  service),  his  Majesty  is  abused,  for  some 
of  our  neighbours  have  stayed  two  years  and  eighteen  montlis  for 
their  pay,  and  yet  have  offered  Hu.  in  the  pound  for  their  tieket 
money,  and  cannot  get  it  As  it  is  at  and  near  Deal,  it  is  all  the 
country  over. 

Yesterday  Col.  Titus  commanded  both  young  and  old  of  Deal  to 
go  and  work  at  Sandown  Castle,  and  there  they  have  made  breast- 
works of  turf  upon  the  stone  walls.  This  day  I was  at  Sandwich  ; 
the  mayor  and  jurats  there  have  commanded  all  to  ri.se  up  and, 
mend  the  de«iyed  turf  walla  round  about  that  town,  themselves 
and  chief  men  a.ssisting  and  directing  ; they  will  want  only  artillery 
and  ammunition.  God  divert  His  judgments  is  the  prayer  of 
Sir,

“ Sib, 

“ Every  moment  is  now  full  of  fears,  and  ex])ectatlon  of 
worse  news  than  what  alarmed  us  at  Kettering  last  Friday.  Lord  ! 
that  it  was  possible  that  after  the  first  tidings  of  the  Dutch  fleet 
coming  out  upon  some  desperate  design,  no  platforms  were  raised, 
nor  sufficient  cannons  mounted,  and  soldiers  sent  to  make  a con- 
siderable defence  ! How  strangely  were  all  our  councillors  lulled 
into  a dead  sleep  of  security,  that  nothing  less  than  so  mortal  a 
blow  and  irreparable  loss  could  awaken  them.  Must  we  be  the 
first  that  are  registered  to  posterity  for  casting  or  giving  away  our 
principal  arras,  both  of  offence  and  defence,  while  we  treat  with  a 
numerous,  malicious,  armed,  and  active  enemy  ? I beseech  you.  Sir, 
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be  pleased  to  give  me,  but  this  oace,  a true  narrative  of  the  whole, 
and  I nasure  you  I shall  not  be  so  bold  with  you  hereafter.  I think 
the  sight  of  a numerous  army  of  invaders,  and  the  standing  in  the 
front  of  a little  handful  of  defenders  of  our  nation  could  not  have 
so  amazed  and  quite  distracted  me,  as  this  last  unpardonable  mis- 
carriage, the  mischievous  consequences  whereof  my  heart  is  not 
large  enough  to  conceive.  Is  there  any  hope  to  regain  our  honour 
abroad  I to  resist  the  force  of  an  invader,  if  we  shall  have  any  1 
to  cover  tlie  shame  from  our  own  eyes,  and  to  stop  the  mouths  and 
manacle  the  hands  of  bad  men  at  home,  who  hivve  ever  maligned 
and  would  fain  be  plucking  down  the  Court  ? 

“ Just  now  I hear  that  one  of  the  gang  that  came  yesterday  from 
London  saitb,  *AU  God’s  judgments  past,  nay,  thb  present  fatal 
loss  and  danger  hath  not  put  a check  to  the  debauchery  and 
drunkenness  of  the  great  ones.’  Yesterday  some  others  of  them  at 
Islip  said  that  this  was  known  and  expected  divers  weeks,  yea 
some  months  since,  and  no  better  could  be  expected,  for  the  Popish 
and  profane  party  were  in  so  great  credit  above  others,  that  they 
would  never  be  quiet  till  they  had  ruined  all  Some  such  expres- 
sions drop  from  some  of  that  gang  that  would  fain  have  the  King 
lower  and  themselves  higher ; and  I the  more  fear,  because  they 
generally  in  word  profess  great  trouble  of  mind  for  this  disaster, 
and  hopes  that  it  is  not  true,  which  is  said  while  they  keep  a fleering 
countenance.  Here  is  not  a man  to  be  got  that  can  furnish  himself 
with  a horse  to  come  as  a soldier  to  London,  whenas  last  year,  in 
three  or  four  days,  I got  many,  and  more  otfered  themselves  than 
could  be  accepted.  They  that  went  last  year  spent  what  they  were 
worth,  many  of  them,  and  brought  home  nothing  but  sickness  and 
poverty,  under  wliich  they  still  languish ; yet,  if  they  could  be  fur- 
nished with  horses,  some  of  them  would  venture,  ard  others  aLso.  If 
^ere  be  need  of  troops,  the  King  must  commissionate  such  persons 
who  live  in  the  country,  and  are  well  known ; though  they  are  not 
yet  so  fit  for  commands  as  old  soldiers,  and  some  courtiers,  yet  they 
may  prove  good  officers,  and  their  credit  with  the  people  will  invite 
them  to  engage  ; and  when  they  are  abroad,  they  may  be  directed 
by  men  of  good  conduct.  I know  you  are  busy,  and  we  are  almost 
mad  ; 1 shall  therefore  only  add  my  humble  service  to  you,  and  rest 
ever,

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“ My  cousin  Syers  will  be  at  home  firom  the  Bath  about  ten  days 
hence.  It’s  said  also  that  there  is  no  ammunition  ’in  the  Tower, 
stores,  and  blockhouses,  but  conveyed  away;  that  at  Boston  in 
Lincolnshire,  not  one  piece  of  cannon  to  keep  off  an  enemy,  and  the 
reporters  l)eing  warned  to  take  heed  what  they  said,  the  authors 
of  the  first  story  said  they  heard  it  openly  enough  affirmed  at 
London,  and  therefore  feared  not.  The  reporter  of  the  latter  was 
an  eye  witness  of  the  weakness  of  the  place,  I mean  Boston,  and 
much  afflicted  at  it.  But  I’ll  trouble  you  with  no  more,  except  I 
light  of  anything  that  strikes  at  the  Government,  or  may  tlisoover 
a wicked  design."  * 


• • * • “ Hull,  16th  June  1667. 

“ We  are  here  much  terrified  at  the  unexpected  news  of  the 
Dutch  firing  four  of  our  great  ships  and  taking  one,  and  10  more 
being  in  great  danger ; and  some  do  not  stick  to  say  things  were 
better  ordered  in  Cromwell’s  time,  for  then  seamen  had  all  their 
pay,  and  were  not  permitted  to  swear,  but  were  elapped  in  the 
bilboes  ; and  if  the  officers  did,  they  were  turned  out,  and  then  God 
gave  a blessing  to  them ; but  now  all  men  are  for  making  them- 
selves great,  and  few  mind  the  King  and  the  nation’s  interest,  but 
mind  plays  and  women,  and  fling  away  much  money  that  would 
serve  to  pay  the  seamen.  ’This  is  the  seamen’s  discourse.  Our 
garrison  is  much  out  of  repair ; very  many  of  our  gun  Ciuriages  are 
very  bad,  and  almost  past  using.  This  all  at  present  from,

" WoBTHY  Sir, 

“ The  sad  news  of  the  enemy’s  success  in  their  last  attempt 
grieves  and  dismays  us  very  much  in  these  parts.  I cannot  inform 
you  what  the  rebellious  and  ill  affected  people  say  or  do,  for  I 
never  associate  myself  with  them ; but  the  moderate  and  sober 
people  think  that  there  was  a great  deal  of  negligence  and 
treachery  in  this  last  business.  One  reason  they  give  is  in  respect 
Sheemess  Foi-t  was  so  ill  manned,  the  enemy  attempting  the  river 
the  day  before,  which  was  time  enough  to  secure  the  fort,  or  to 
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s«nd  the  shipping  higher  into  the  river.  All  the  Dutch  prepa- 
rations must  signify  that  they  liad  some  desperate  designs  afoot, 
which  was  not  unknown  to  all  his  Majesty's  officers  concerned  in 
securing  the  forts  and  shipping  upon  the  river. 

“ It  startles  the  people  the  more,  because  this  act  of  hostility 
should  be  committed  with  that  strength  and  violence,  we  being  upon 
a treaty  of  ijeace  with  them ; and  it  gave  all  the  nation  the  greater 
hopes,  in  regard  his  Majesty  made  little  or  no  preparation  for  war. 
I am  afraid  it  will  tend  more  to  the  dishonour  of  England  than  the 
loss  amounts  to  j I hope  it  is  not  so  great  as  the  malevolent  rumour 
it ; that  Chatham,  Rochester,  and  other  towns  arc  burnt  by  them, 
and  16  great  ships.

" The  success  of  the  Dutch  in  burning  some  of  our  ships 
have  put  these  people  in  great  fears,  and  much  discourse  here  of 
treachery  above,  and  that  some  great  persons  were  guilty  and  fled, 
amongst  whom  they  say  my  Lord  Chancellor ; as  also  they  say  places 
of  trust  put  out  of  faithful  men’s  hands  into  Papists’,  as  that  of 
Col.  Legg  to  bo  governor  of  the  Tower,  and  Sir  J olin  Robinson 
turned  out,  and  20  such  like  stories,  I presume  broached  by  some 
fanatics,  to  amuse  the  people,  and  render  his  Majesty’s  service 
odious. 

Since  Thursday  last,  we  have  not  had  any  soldiers  in  the  town  ; 
seeing  Lowestoft,  Southwold,  Dunwich,  and  Aldborough  without 
any  force,  but  aU  drawn  down  towards  Landguard  fort,  the  people 
have  carried  almost  all  their  goods  out  of  town,  looking  on  them- 
selves ruined  people,  being  not  able  to  moke  little  resistance  [sic]  if 
tlie  Dutch  should  attempt  anything,  which  they  may  easily  do,  and 
bum  the  whole  town,  four  or  five  hours  before  any  help  can  come, 
they  being  so  for  distant  &om  us.  The  last  night  we  could  not  see 
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any  sails  near  us,  or  in  tlie  Gunfleet,  it  being  so  ibick.  Tliis  morn- 
ing it's  not  light  enough  to  discover  anything.  On  Sunday  last, 
towards  night,  a great  Dutch  man-of-war  camo  out  of  the  east  and 
stood  to  the  southward.

" The  ruder  sort  will  now  be  gaping.  None  abuse  their 
judgments  so  much  as  to  blaspheme  his  most  sacred  Majesty,  but 
desperate  outcries  against  some  great  persons  who  they  commonly 
name.  I have  several  times  been  in  great  danger,  desiring  them 
out  of  their  passion.  Most  eminent  people  of  this  place  baye  sent 
their  goods  to  Sandwich  or  Canterbury.  We  had  great  hopes 
the  report  of  three  regiments  of  horse  and  foot  would  have  come 
to  guard  our  ports ; but  as  yet  the  adjacent  regiments  unto  the 
sea  are  not  returned,  so  if  the  enemy  should  come  on  shore,  we 
have  not  300  men  to  go  to  the  three  castles  and  secure  our  coasts. 
We  watch  every  night,  30  at  least.

The  following  is  from  a private  letter  of  a business 
agent  of  Viscount  Conway,  addressed  to  liim  : 

• * • • • "June  29. 

“ Upon  the  first  attempt  of  the  Dutch  at  Chatham,  here 
was  such  an  astonishment  upon  men’s  hearts  that  every  one  went 
to  his  goldsmith  to  recall  his  monies,  but  they  were  all  sent  back 
empty  handed,  and  the  King  was  forced  to  set  forth  a declaration, 
to  save  the  said  goldsmiths  from  being  so  much  persecuted  as  they 
were.  Since  that,  people’s  hearts  are  a little  better  settled,  though 
we  still  lie  under  the  same  prejudice  of  uncertainty  ns  before. 

" As  to  matter  of  peace  from  Breda,  'tis  written  that  the  common 
people  in  Holland  are  so  satisfied,  since  the  late  loss  and  disgrace 
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never  to  be  forgotten  by  us,  that  they  talk  no  more  of  peace,  but 
on  such  bigb  terms  as  I hope  we  are  not  yet  so  low  as  to  submit 
unto  them,  though  I confess  we  are  lower  already  than  I did  ever 
fear  to  see  poor  England,  and  in  such  a strait  as  we  know  not  scarce 
how  to  help  ourselves.  The  calling  of  a Parliament  doth  sufficiently 
testify  the  e-Ktremity  we  are  in,  and  God  grant  that  may  find  some 
means  to  redress  ns. 

“ His  Majesty,  in  order  I suppose  to  a compliance  with  them, 
hath  taken  off  some  of  those  difficulties  which  they  so  much  insisted 
upon  in  the  last  assembly  ; viz.,  the  government  of  Windsor  from 
my  Lord  Mordaunt ; the  commission  of  Sir  Geo.  Carteret  gome  say 
removed  to  my  Lord  of  Anglesey  ; and  the  charter  of  the  Canary 
Company  called  in. 

“The  Duke  of  Buckingham  rendered  himself  yesterday  to  the 
Tower,  in  submission  to  his  Majesty’s  proclamation,  taking  a pre- 
text for  his  long  delay,  that  there  was  no  time  limited  in  the  said 
proclamation  ; but  lie  is  out,  or  is  to  be  out  again  this  day,  and  to 
bo  received  in  Council  again,  and  some  say  my  Lord  of  Bristol 
also. 

“ Sometliing  of  moderation  in  the  Church  government  is  thought 
will  be  ordered  before  this  session ; if  not,  there  will  be  a com- 
pliance to  what  the  Parliament  may  insist  upon  in  that  concern ; and 
'tis  talked  that  the  way  of  raising  a good  sum  of  money  for  the 
present  necessity,  and  for  a continuance  also,  will  be  by  means  of 
an  inland  excise  on  all  that  is  used  by  the  buyer,  viz.,  for  back  or 
belly,  as  it  is  in  HoUand  ; which  will  be  the  least  burdensome,  and 
will  soon  raise  a considerable  sum,  both  to  defend  ourselves  and  to 
offend  our  enemies,  which  at  present  we  are  not  in  a capacity  of 
either ; the  more  is  the  pity  to  say  it. 

“ The  Dutch  fleet  is  still  roving  to  and  fro  from  the  Gimfleet  to 
the  Downs,  and  sometimes  into  this  river.  Two  days  past,  they 
were  120  sail  of  Dutch  vessels  and  Danes  within  five  miles  of 
Gravesend,  which  gave  us  as  bad  an  alarm  as  that  of  Chatham,  but 
it  was  past  without  any  further  attempt,  Woolwich  and  Graves- 
end being  now  well  provided,  which  had  they  had  the  courage  to 
come  on  when  they  got  into  Chatham,  or  two  days  after,  they 
might  have  spoiled  all  that  was  in  this  river  as  far  as  the  Tower,  ao 
that  it  was  a great  providence  that  our  negligent  security  caused 
no  greater  prejudice  ; and  indeed  I am  almost  ashamed  to  say  that 
Woolwich  is  now  in  a very  good  posture  of  defence,  (Sir  Edw. 
Spragg  being  vice-admiral  of  the  squadron  there,)  and  that  there 
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is  such  a breacli  in  tlio  ■walls  ot  our  nation,  that  we  are  forced 
to  make  inner  works ; nerer  was  England  brought  to  such  an 
extremity,  never  so  benumbed  with  such  a lethargy,  that,  seeing 
our  enemies  so  watchful,  so  providing,  and  at  last  so  provided, 
wo  still  were  so  resolvedly  blind  as  not  to  endeavour  the  pre- 
vention of  those  miseries  which  almost  every  eye  could  have  easily 
foreseen ; but  the  observation  of  the  old  heathen  takes  place,  jitos 
Jupiter  v^dt  perdere,  prius  dementat.  However,  after  all  this 
complaint,  I will  yet  hope  that  God  will  have  mercy  ujmn  us,  and 
that  wo  may  once  more  be  in  a capacity  to  defend  ourselves  and  to 
terrify  our  enemies. 

“ The  King  hath  committed  the  care  of  building  a fort  at  Sheer- 
ness Point  to  the  Court  of  Aldermen,  who  have  undertaken  it  with 
much  cheerfulness,  and  will  be  soon  in  a posture.”* 

As  the  tidings  of  the  disaster  at  Chatham  gradually 
spread  into  the  country,  letters  flocked  in  from  William- 
son’s correspondents  in  all  quarters,  expressing  discontent, 
indignation,  alarm,  despair,  or  loyalty,  aceording  to  the 
varying  principles  or  circumstances  of  the  -writers. 

At  Newcastle,  “ people  were  at  their  'wits’  end  at  the 
“ news  of  the  attack  of  the  Dutch,  but  some  say  that  six 
“ fire-ships  have  fired  four  of  the  best  Dutch  ships ; mean- 
“ while  the  town  walls  arc  to  be  repaired,  guns  planted, 
“ a fort  built  at  Tynemouth  castle,  and  the  vessels  drawn 
“ up  the  river  for  safety ; but  the  people  generally  give 
“ up  the  place  for  lost.”t 

At  Whitby  “ people  are  much  perplexed  that  the  Dutch 
“ vapour  so  publicly  in  the  Thames.”  J Burlington  is 
“ sorry  to  hear  of  the  Dutch  insult,  but  hopes,  ere  this, 
“ the  King’s  forces  will  have  repulsed  them,§  and  while 
“ the  sad  news  of  the  South  raised  alarm,  it  caused  the 
“ place  to  be  put  in  a good  posture  of  defence ; the  fort 
“ was  -vigorously  gone  on  with,  Sir  Eobt.  Ilildyard,  the 
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“ governor,  being  daily  present,  and  the  trained  bands 
“ raised  and  quartered  at  the  sea-side.” 

At  Lynn  “ the  news  of  the  burning  of  our  ships  by  the 
“ Hollanders  causes  strange  discourse.”* 

At  Yarmouth,  the  seamen  were  much  enraged,  and 
“ every  one  talks  at  a strange  rate,”  whilst  the  drums  beat 
for  volunteers  to  enlist  under  Lord  Townshend.  t 

At  Lyme,  the  people  were  much  startled,  but  expressed 
great  readiness  to  servo  when  called.  J 

At  Plymouth  “ the  news  of  the  Dutch  fleet  lying  in  the 
“ Thames  makes  many  look  sadly.”  § 

At  Palmouth,  the  alarm  was  increased  by  the  sight  of  a 
fleet  of  50  or  CO  sail  cruising  off  the  Land’s  End,  and  it 
caused  great  murmuring  that  no  preparations  for  resistance 
were  made. 

At  Minehead,  “ tlie  loss  of  the  shipping  in  the  harbour 
“ was  resented  as  the  greatest  dishonour  that  ever  the 
“ King  and  kingdom  lay  under,  especially  when  discourses 
“ and  preparations  were  but  of  peace.”  || 

At  Hull,  the  people  were  “ afflicted  but  not  daunted, 
“ and  care  was  taken  to  suppress  intestine  enemies  and 
“ repulse  invaders.”^ 

Chester,  a stronghold  of  Nonconformity,  was  “much 
“ perplexed.  Some  said  we  were  asleep,  or  shoidd  have 
“ fortified  ourselves,  knowing  the  enemy  near.  All  con- 
“ eluded  that  there  was  treachery  in  the  business,  and 
“ hoped  the  contrivers  would  receive  the  reward  due  to 
“ those  who  betray  King  and  country.”  •• 

In  Dristol,  a place  notoriously  disaffected,  the  mayor 
thought  fit  to  open  such  letters  as  he  found  directed  to 
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suspected  persons,  and  to  forward  them  to  the  Grovomment 
authorities.* * * § 

At  such  a crisis,  the  bankrupt  state  of  the  exchequer, 
and  its  consequent  inability  to  proceed  on  credit,  told 
seriously.  The  utmost  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  ready  money.  The  Ordnance  Commissioners, 
who  had  previously  lent  40,0001.,  to  be  repaid  from 
the  eleven  months’  tax,  consented  to  lend  20,0001.  more.t 
But  everything  connected  with  the  naval  service  was  in 
arrear ; the  dockyards  iU  supplied,  the  men  iU  paid,  or 
rather  unpaid,  for  months  and  even  years. 

Want  of  money  was  the  \mfailing  response  to  any  re- 
quest for  expedition ; ships  could  not  be  despatched  from 
Chatham  unless  money  were  sent,  because  there  was 
nothing  in  store  for  cleaning  them ; t and  the  workmen  in 
the  yard  were  so  discontented  for  want  of  pay  that,  in  the 
crisis  of  actual  danger,  the  Duke  of  Albemarle  could  only 
persuade  tlircc  out  of  1,100  to  face  peril  in  attending  to 
their  business.  § The  certainty  of  a run  upon  the  ex- 
chequer also  led  the  creditors  of  those  who  had  advanced 
money  for  the  King  to  press  upon  them  in  a manner 
calculated  to  weaken  their  credit;  a proclamation  was 
therefore  issued,  declaring  the  King’s  stedfast  resolu- 
tion to  preserve  to  such  of  his  subjects  as  had  lent 
money  on  assignments  on  the  revenue  the  money  thus 
secured  to  them,  and  to  continue  the  same  course  in 
future.  II 

On  June  21st,  the  King  sent  a circular  letter  to  Lord 
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Chancellor  Clarendon,  to  bo  communicated  through  him 
to  the  legal  profession  ; another  to  the  Lord  Lieutenants 
of  counties,  for  the  nobility  and  gentry ; and  a third  to 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  for  the  clergy,  urging  his 
subjects  to  voluntary  loans,  as  follows  : — 

" Right  trusty  and  right  well-beloved  Cousin  and  Counsellor, 
we  greet  you  well.  Whereas  the  insolent  spirit  of  our  enemies 
hath  prevailed  so  far  with  them  as  to  make  an  invasion  upon  this 
our  kingdom,  which  is  in  continual  danger  of  their  attempts  upon 
the  same,  w'e  hold  ourself  obliged  to  use  all  fit  and  proper  means, 
both  for  the  repelling  of  our  said  enemies,  and  the  defence  of  our 
people ; which,  as  it  cannot  be  bettor,  nor  (as  wo  conceive)  other- 
wise done,  than  by  the  speedy  raising  of  a considerable  army,  so 
neither  can  that  be  performed  without  good  sums  of  money  : we 
therefore,  relying  upon  your  wisdom  and  readiness  to  aasist  us  and 
your  country  in  this  exigent,  have  thought  fit  to  recommend  the 
efiectual  consideration  hereof  unto  you,  and  to  rerjuire  your  utmost 
endeavours  forthwith  to  dispose  and  quicken*  the  judgas,  seijcants, 
and  other  professors  of  the  law  in  this  our  kingdom,  to  make  a 
voluntary  liberal  advance  of  what  sums  of  money  they  cjm  afford, 
by  way  of  loan,  towards  the  supply  of  our  present  and  pressing 
occasioits  in  this  time  of  public  danger,  and  to  bo  repaid  them 
again  out  of  the  eleven  months'  assessment  in  course.  We  will  not 
doubt  but  that  your  endeavours,  which  we  assure  ourself  you  will 
engage  to  the  utmost,  will  meet  with  so  much  loyalty  and  pnidence 
in  them,  as  ea.sily  to  produce  what  we  reasonably  expect,  a .speedy 
and  cheerful  compliance  with  our  necessities,  in  this  so  important 
a jrmeture  of  affairs.  And  so  we  bid  you  heartily  farewell.  Given 
at  our  Court  at  Whitehall,  June  21st,  1G67,  in  the  nineteenth 
year  of  our  reign.”  f 

The  letter  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  contains 
the  following  additional  clause  : — 

“ And  we  are  the  rather  induced  to  believe  your  labour  herein 
will  bo  srtccessful,  because  you  are  to  deal  with  a sort  of  persons

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endued  with  discretion  and  ingenuity,  who  cannot  forget  what 
tenderness  we  linve  for  tliem,  wliat  care  to  protect  and  support 
them,  and  how  much  their  interest  and  welfare  is  involved  in 
ours.  But  arguments  and  motives  of  this  nature,  we  leave  to 
your  prudent  management.”* 

Tliis  was  followed,  a few  days  later,  by  an  appeal  to 
tbo  East  India  Company,  as  follows : — 

“ Tbusty  and  Well-beloved, 

“ We  greet  you  well.  The  exigency  of  our  affaira  in  this 
conjuncture  being  such,  and  the  difficulties  of  getting  money  uiwn 
whatsoever  funds  of  credit  for  the  present  so  great,  we  have  been 
obliged  to  betake  ourself  to  several  ways  of  raising  a supply 
for  that  part  of  our  service  which  most  presses ; and  among  others, 
we  have  thought  fit  to  apply  to  you  for  a present  loan  of  20,000t, 
for  the  use  of  our  navy, 'upon  such  full  and  clear  security  as  our 
right  trusty  and  well-beloved,  the  Duke  of  Albemarle,  and  Sir 
Wm.  Coventry  sliall  propose  to  you,  which  we  will  take  care  shall 
be  most  punctually  made  good.  We  remember  well  with  what 
cheerfulness  you  have  heretofore  supplied  us  in  like  occasions ; 
and  we  arc  sorry  the  exigency  of  our  affairs,  which  cannot  but 
be  observed  by  yourselves  at  this  time,  obliges  us  to  repeat  the 
same  desire  to  you  again,  contrary  to  the  resolution  we  have 
taken  to  ourself  of  not  drawing  any  part  of  your  good-will  into  a 
precedent,  to  your  own  inconvenience ; but  such  is  the  importance 
of  this  conjuncture,  that  we  cannot  think  you  will  wonder  if  we 
be  more  than  ordinary  pressing  in  this  desire,  in  which  you  will 
do  us  a very  seasonable  service ; and  we  assure  you  it  shall,  upon 
occasion,  be  readily  remembered  to  the  advantage  of  your  com- 
pany, in  any  its  concerns  wherein  you  shall  have  need  of  our 
royal  favour  and  protection.  And  so  we  bid  you  farewell.  Given 
at  our  Court  at  Whitehall,  the  day  of  July  lG67."f 

The  citizens  of  London,  roused  to  defend  their  trade 
and  even  their  homes,  were  prudent  enough  not  to 
trust  their  safety  to  the  tardy  incoming  of  compulsory 
loans ; they  offered  10,000/.  to  be  expended  entirely  in

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fortifying  Gravesend,  Tilbury,  Woolwich,  Sheemess,  and 
other  places  on  the  river ; and  Prince  Eupert,  assisted  by 
Lord  Craven,  was  commissioned  to  direct  the  proceedings.* 
Ammunition  and  ordnance  stores  were  ordered  off  at  once 
to  Greenwich  and  Blackwall.f  At  Woolwich  the  men. 
worked  night  and  day,  in  fitting  fire-ships,  smocks,  &c., 
as  new  orders  were  constantly  coming  from  Prince  Rupert 
or  Sir  Wm.  Penn ; and  six  ships  were  ordered  to  be 
laden  with  stones  and  sunk.J  One  of  them  was,  in  the 
haste,  Ul-choscn  for  such  a purpose ; it  had  on  board 
6,000f.  or  7,0001.  worth  of  cordage,  which  was  thus  lost 
at  a time  when  all  navy  stores  were  in  requisition.  The 
mischief  that  might  be  done,  should  an  enemy  penetrate 
beyond  Woolwich,  appears  from  the  fact  that  on  June 
18th,  between  that  place  and  London  Bridge,  there  were 
in  the  river,  70  bilanders,  70  or  80  smacks,  and  377  other 
vessels,  “ some  great,  some  less,”  besides  6 ships  on  the 
stocks  ;§  therefore  at  Woolwich  a platform  was  raised,  on 
which  GO  pieces  of  ordnance  were  mounted,  |1  and  8 more 
ships  were  sent  for  to  be  sunk,  to  secure  the  passage  ^ if 
needful. 

Tlie  ships  above  alluded  to  were  ordered  to  bo  pressed 
in  the  river,  whenever  suitable  ones  could  he  met  with, 
but  the  owners  refused  to  let  them  go  without  a month’s 
pay  in  advance,  on  which  Sir  Wm.  Coventry  writes  to  the 
Navy  Comrs. : — 

“ Concerning  the  ships  to  be  taken  up,  I have  acquainted  the 
King  with  what  you  write.  His  Majesty  thinks  it  hard  that  the

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owners  should  press  for  a month’s  imprest  at  this  time,  when  their 
ships  arc  taken  up  for  the  defence  and  security  of  their  own  as 
well  03  others’  interests  in  the  river.  Besides,  the  King  hath 
taken  other  men’s  ships,  and  sunk  them,  and  may  toko  theirs  also 
in  this  case,  as  justly  as  the  others.  The  intention  at  present  is 
only  to  use  them  for  the  safety  of  the  river  of  Thames  ; if  they  be 
used  further,  there  will  be  opportunity  of  timely  notice  of  it,  and 
the  owners  in  that  case  will  have  all  reasonable  satislaction. 
Freight  is  intended  them  while  employed  in  the  river.”* 

On  the  morning  of  June  20th,  the  Dutch  fleet  of  62 
vessels  was  said  to  be  going  homewards,  but  the  noon  of 
the  same  day  brought  accoimts  that  they  were  making 
for  Harwich,  and  that  the  town  was  in  a distracted  con- 
dition, preparing  for  an  immediate  attack. + Suspicions 
had  been'  previously  excited,  because  two  small  Dutch 
vessels  had  been  seen  sounding  below  Landguard  Fort, 
and  therefore  seven  colliers,  and  a ship  of  20  guns,  all 
disguised  as  men-of-war,  with  jack,  ensign,  and  pendant, 
were  laid  across  the  arm  of  the  sea,  from  Landguard 
Fort  to  the  side  beacon,  with  holes  cut,  ready  to  be  sunk 
in  case  of  the  enemy’s  approach.  Also  Lord  Oxford 
ordered  several  troops  of  horse  and  companies  of  militia 
into  the  town . 

The  dismay  spread  to  the  neighbouring  ports.  At 
Ipswich  nine  colliers  were  prepared  to  be  sunk  for 
security  of  the  harbour.  J At  Yarmouth  the  Presbyterian 
party  raised  the  cry  of  treachery,  because  there  had  been 
an  attempt  to  leave  the  place  in  charge  of  Major 
Markham,  who  was  disliked  as  being  a Papist,  and  be- 
cause the  trained  bands  had  been  sent  for  to  Newmarket,

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and  none  others  sent  in  their  room,  and  therefore  the 
town  left  defenceless.* 

The  loyalists,  on  the  other  hand,  were  of  good  courage, 
as  appears  by  the  following  extract  from  a letter  of  Sir 
"Wm.  Doyley,  dated  Yarmouth,  June  22nd,  1 p.m. 

“ We  have  hero  2,000  foot  and  5 trooj>s  of  good  horse ; if  the 
enemy  land,  we  resolve  to  sally  with  1,000  foot  and  4 troops,  to 
try  their  metal  upon  the  Downs.  If  they  attack  us  by  boats,  we 
are  prepared  to  make  our  defence  to  the  utmost.  A good  ship  is 
ready  at  the  boom  to  be  sunk,  if  there  be  occasion  ; two  more 
are  ready  to  be  sunk  at  the  pier  head.  Our  guns  are  fi.ved,  our 
hearts  are  up,  and  I am  confident  there’s  many  of  the  officers  and 
soldiers  wish  the  Dutch  were  in  the  road.  In  my  whole  life 
I never  saw  so  much  ready  resolution  in  men  as  I find  here. 
Here’s  at  least  a thousand  seamen  in  the  port,  some  of  which  are 
designed  and  quartered  at  the  several  guns,  others  are  forming 
into  companies,  under  their  leaders  ; all  things  are  in  good  order. 

" Present  my  humble  duty  to  my  lord-general,  and  to  my  Lord 
Arlington,  and  assure  their  lordships  that  we  are  resolved  to  give 
the  King  a good  account  of  this  place,  or  lay  our  bones  hero. 

" Pray  send  the  enclosed  with  all  speed,  so  soon  as  you  get  to 
London.  About  9 of  the  clock  last  night,  the  Dutch  fleet  were 
between  Southwold  and  Lowestoft,  stood  into  the  se.a,  since  which 
we  have  heard  nothing  from  them.  Let  me  hear  from  you. 

" Yours  most  cordially  to  serve  you, 
WiLLM.  DOYLY.”t 

For  several  days,  the  haziness  of  the  weather  prevented 
the  vigilant  coast-watchers  from  discerning  the  move- 
ments of  the  threatening  fleet.  On  the  23rd  and  21th, 
Sir  Jos.  Jordan  was  sent  out  with  a few  vessels  to  recon- 
noitre, but  he  reported  only  a small  fleet  of  10  or  12 
ships,  with  Dc  Ruyter  amongst  them,  four  or  five  leagues 
distant;  and  this  fleet,  uncertain  in  the  mist  of  the 
number  of  the  opponents,  retired  on  their  approach.  {

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At  9 p.m.  on  the  26th,  the  Wiveuhoe  fishing  vessels  dis- 
covered a very  large  fleet,  standing  towards  the  Buoy  of 
the  Nore ; as  the  number  was  estimated  at  160  or  180 
sail,  the  French  fleet  was  believed  to  have  joined  with 
the  Dutch : an  express  was  sent  to  court,  though 
some  doubts  were  expressed  as  to  the  veracity  of  the 
report.  The  few  succeeding  days  were  passed  in  alter- 
nations of  hope  and  fear.  A Margate  correspondent 
surmises  on  the  28th,  that  the  Dutch  have  no  order  to 
land  any  forces,  but  merely  to  lie  on  the  coast,  hinder 
trading  to  London,  and  prevent  the  English  fleet  abroad 
from  returning;  since  when  the  wind  is  easterly,  they 
lie  in  the  river,  knowing  that  ships  cannot  well  come 
from  north  and  south,  but  when  it  is  westerly,  they  lie 
on  the  sand  between  Ilam-ich  and  North  Foreland,  to 
discover  it.* 

De  Buyter  mcanwliile  sent  a boat  with  a white  flag  to 
Broadstairs,  for  fresh  pro-visions,  for  which  he  promised 
to  pay  well,  but  his  demand  was  not  responded  to,  and 
four  men  who  ventured  on  board  the  Dutch  fleet  were 
sent  to  prison  on  their  retum.f 

The  Dutch  sent  several  vessels  -within  the  Ness,  and 
it  -was  feared  that  they  intended  to  fortify  the  Isle  of 
Bheppey.  Their  doing  so  would  at  once  make  them 
o-wners  of  16,000  or  17,000  head  of  cattle,  then  on  the 
island,  and  by  commanding  the  ferries,  they  would  master 
both  rivers  at  once.  J This  fear  was  soon  dissipated,  by 
their  standing  out  of  the  river.§  By  June  29th,  part  of 
the  fleet  was  as  high  as  the  Hope,  and  a strong  detach- 
ment, rmder  Admiral  Van  Ghent,  had  been  sent  north- 
ward, to  intercept  Sir  Jeremy  Smith’s  fleet  then  on  the 
North-eastern  coast,||  taking  en  route  a Scottish  vessel

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with  200  men,  who,  refusing  quarter,  were  all  sunk,  and 
causing  apprehension  even  as  far  as  Edinburgh.* 

At  Harwich  meanwhile  vigorous  preparations  were 
making.  A correspondent,  writing  on  the  29th,  says  :f — 

*'Thereareno  endeavours  remitted  liere,  eillier  for  fitting  fire- 
ships (of  which  tliere  ore  18  pretty  well  manned  and  provided  with 
nccessarleS})  and  fortifying  this  place  with  batteries ; to  the  former^ 
planted  in  all  the  qua3^s  and  convenient  places  of  tliis  town,  is 
newly  a<Med  one  of  seven  or  eight  guns  upon  the  Beacon  Hill, 
which  may  gall  the  enemies’  shipping  in  their  coming  in,  especially 
if  the  cannon  of  the  fort  should  make  any  of  them  endeavour  their 
entrance  on  this  side  the  river,  where  some  affirm  there  is  a fair 
channel,  though  it  have  not  been  made  use  of. 

" Sir  Joseph  Jordan,  wliose  character  I need  not  give  you, 
appears  very  forward  to  attempt  upon  the  enemy  with  his  fire- 
ships ; but  as  the  winds  are  now  come  about,  there  is  no  possibility 
for  him  to  do  any  exploit  upon  the  enemy,  who  have  secured  the 
back  door,  by  a squadron  of  eight  ships  that  lie  at  anchor  in  the 
Gunfieet,  besides  those  ships  that  ply  up  and  down  in  the  river, 
between  them  and  their  main  fleet. 

" My  lord  lieutenant  hath  drawn  his  own  regiment  of  the 
militia  hither,  to  relieve  Sir  Win.  Ayloff's  (which  is  somewhat 
harassed  with  lying  on  the  ground  without  the  town),  saving  one 
company,  which  mutinied  at  Chelmsford,  and  refused  to  march. 
Since  the  deputy  lieutenants  have  disposed  of  it  very  seasonably  to 
tlie  fort  at  Tilbury,  where  they  were  informed  men  were  wanting. 

**  And  now  I am  speaking  of  the  militia,  it  will  not  be  improper 
to  take  notice  timely  that  the  letter  from  the  Lords  of  the  Council 
of  the  21st, t which  my  lord  received  on  Sunday  from  my  Lord 
Arlington,  is  not  Uke  to  take  any  great  effect,  as  by  the  answer 
sent  already  to  tlicir  lordships  by  the  deputy  lieutenants  frt>m 
Clielmsford,  you  will  be  well  able  to  judge ; so  that  if  a provision 
be  not  made  for  the  maintenance  of  the  militia  forces,  before  the 
end  of  the  next  week,  (at  which  time  the  pay  of  the  country  will 
be  ended,)  it  will  be  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible  work,  to  keep 
them  together.”

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Oa  July  2nd,  at  11  a.m.,  the  Dutch  fleet  was  discovered 
about  Folixstow  cliiT ; by  noon,  it  was  standing  into  Har- 
wich, coming  in  “ close  between  the  sands  from  the  Suffolk 
side,  a way  our  great  ships  never  used  to  venture,”  and  the 
foremost  close  upon  Landguard  Fort ; by  10  o’clock,  47 
vessels  were  at  the  hack  of  the  fort,  five  in  the  Sledway, 
and  eight  or  nine  anchored  in  the  outer  part  of  the  Roll- 
ing Groimds;  1,000  men  were  already  landed,  increased 
later  in  the  day  to  2,000  or  3,000,  with  a very  great  stand 
of  pikes,  whilst  their  landing  was  covered  by  a constant 
firing,  directed  at  the  fort,  and  at  the  vessels  placed  at 
the  entrance  of  the  harbour,  to  be  sunk  for  security, 
which  had  proved  useless,  from  the  fleet  having  slipped 
in  by  an  unexpected  passage.*  The  particulars  of  the 
assault  which  ensued  arc  thus  given  by  an  eye  witness  : — 

“ Harwich,  July  3,  1067, 

* * • * about  11  at  noon. 

" It  was  judged  that  the  eight  Dutch  ships  who  sent  such  clouds 
of  smoke  upon  the  fort  out  of  the  Rolling  Grounds  were  merely  for 
that  purpose.  That  they  landed  about  Filstow  Cliffs  (alias  Felix- 
stow)  above  2,000  men,  I have  reason  to  believe  from  iny  own 
guess.  The  Suffolk  forces  came  to  them  in  inclosures,  about  4 of 
the  clock,  or  5.  They  spared  about  400  or  500,  relieved  from 
the  main  body  (that  stood  near  the  place  they  landed,  with  a 
strong  body  of  pikes,  which  I plainly  saw,)  to  assault  the  forces 
above  on  the  hill,  and  with  them  two  or  three  drakes,  with  which 
they  maintained  the  lanes  and  hedges ; so  that  the  Earl  of  Suffolk 
got  his  ground  of  them  in  a manner  but  by  inches,  because  his  horse 
were  excluded  from  service. 

“In  the  mean,  a party  of  300  or  400,  or  more,  ran  along  the 
beach,  in  the  smoke  that  the  ships  from  the  Rolling  Grounds  had 
made,  up  to  Languard  Fort,  with  scaling  ladders  painted,  of  about 
20  feet  long  or  more,  hand  granadoes,  &c.  They  came  briskly  up, 
with  their  cutlasses  drawn  upon  their  arms,  and  their  muskets,  and 
came  up  close  to  the  fort,  whose  reception  to  them,  when  dis-

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covered,  was  as  brisk.*  This  assault,  with  a continued  playing  of 
small  shot,  histed  about  half  an  hour,  and  then  they  were  repulsed. 
They  had  got  under  the  sand-banks,  which  our  Galliot  lioy  and 
the  Lenox  and  Tnielove  played  upon  from  the  water,  and  waited 
their  motion,  and  they  discerned  them  at  this  assault  about  5 of 
the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  dragging  off  their  dead.  About  an  hour 
after,  they  tried  again,  but  were  presently  discouraged,  and  in  dis- 
order ran  away,  leaving  some  of  their  ladders,  their  hand  granodoes, 
and  a case  of  very  handsome  pistols  ; and  as  the  ships  saw  them 
within  the  fort  in  the  Salt  Road,  they  bestowed  upon  them  a bullet 
welcome. 

“About  9 of  tbe  clock,  all  was  silent,  and  they  drawn  to  their 
body  about  Filstow  Cliff  (their  lx>ata  being  on  ground,  which  caused 
them  to  sland  their  ground  the  longer),  and  being  preased  on  by 
tbe  Earl  of  Suffolk,  had  a much  to  do  to  keep  themselves  from 
disorder,  esj>ecially  could  the  horse  but  have  come  at  them  at  that 
began  in  the  woods  above  the  cliff,  about  11  of  the  clock 
at  night,  and  lasted  till  about  2 in  the  morning ; at  wlmt  time, 
the  water  floating  their  boats,  they  got  off  to  their  sliips,  who 
about  C this  morning,  were  all  under  sail,  and  now  out  of  sight,  by 
reason  they  are  shut  from  us  by  Filstow  Cliff,  being  in  Ousely 
Bay  ; but  yet,  now  and  then,  I think  I hear  some  of  their  guns. 

“Tbe  five  great  Dutch  shij)s  in  the  Sledway  ride  there  stilL 
One  of  the  ships  that  came  yesterday  into  the  Rolling  Grounds  was 
a rear  admiral.  The  particulars  of  the  loss  on  both  sides  is  very 
uncertain,  only  one  man  killed  in  the  fort ; but  what  with  my 
Lord  of  Suffolk,  I know  not,  but  several  are.  Tljey  found  but  four 
Dutch  killed  l>efore  the  fort 

**  This  is  all  I have  at  present,  but  only  that  I am  unwilling  any 
opportunity  should  pass  me  of  letting  you  know  how  much.

The  Earl  of  Oxford,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Essex,  sent  the 
following  account  to  Lord  Arlington  : — 

“ M.Y  I#ORD,  “ Harwich,  July  3rd,  9 in  the  morning. 

" This  night,  with  the  young  flood,  the  enemy  shipped  the 
remainder  of  their  beaten  party,  and  this  morning  the  fleet  have

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turned  their  backs,  and  are  driving  away  as  fast  as  the  dead  calm 
will  sutfcr  them.  I thought  it  necessary  to  inform  your  lordship 
of  it,  though  1 have  nothing  else  to  say  l)ut  that  In  enso  the  deet 
go  quite  off  from  the  coast,  I hope  his  Majesty  will  give  me  leave 
to  do  so  too,  and  attend  him  at  London. 

Tliis  harbour  (with  the  fortification  and  manning  of  the  fort 
of  Landguiird,  and  of  this  town),  adding  our  fire-ships,  is  not  now 
an  enterprise  for  Dutch  courages,  and  truly  the  disreputation  that 
must  follow  such  an  enterprise  as  their  first  appearance  seemed  to 
promise,  does  a little  moderate  my  trouble  for  our  loss  at  Chatham. 

“ Pray  God  send  all  the  King’s  enemies  so  huso  an  end. 

“ My  lord,

**  They  seem  to  go  northward.” 

The  following  day’s  post  brought  accounts  in  more 
circumstantial  detail,  in  a letter  to  Williamsou  : — 

**SlR,  Harwich,  July  4,  1670. 

“ I have  only  this  to  add  to  Tuesday’s  account ; that  Capt 
Darell,  governor  of  the  fort  of  Landguard,  was  wounded  with  a 
musket  shot  in  the  shoulder,  but  not  dangerously.  That  towards 
the  eve^ng,  there  was  sent  over  a strong  party  of  several  hundreds 
of  men  hence  to  the  other  side  of  the  water,  under  the  command  of 
Major  Legg,  who  were  very  welcome  to  tlie  Earl  of  Suffolk,  but 
the  enemy  were  drawn  off  l>efore  they  could  come  to  them.  Several 
boats  laden  with  dead  men  were  seen  by  several  to  be  put  off  from 
the  shore. 

“ A Swede  which  trades  from  Hamburg  was  kept  by  De  Ruyter 
eight  or  nine  days,  and  came  in  yesterday,  and  saitb  that  he  was 
present  when  De  Ruyter  had  an  account  of  many  passages  given 
to  him  ; among  others,  he  saith  that  about  60  or  80,  by  their  own 
confession,  are  slain  ; that  some  commanders  of  quality  are  slain, 
that  a lieuteniint-colonei,  an  Englishman,  tall,  led  the  Dutch  on  to 
the  assault  of  the  fort ; that  two  Englishmen,  pilots,  were  aboard 
De  Ruyter,  one  of  them  was  sent  on  board  that  Vice  Admiral  that 
ran  on  ground  the  point  of  the  Andrews,  which  came  up  with 
those  eight  shiiw  into  the  Rolling  Grounds  ; that  that  accident  was 
a great  hindrance  to  them,  and  long  detained  them ; that  they 
were  divided  into  three  squadrons,  who,  after  the  landing  of  tlie 
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foot,  were  to  be  employed  thufs : the  first  to  lie  near  the  Plattei^ 
and  play  on  the  fort  from  that  side ; another  to  come  into  the 
RoUiog  Grounds,  and  play  upon  the  fort  on  t’other  side ; the 
last  to  come  straight  in. 

They  were  nmch  troubled  to  [by?]  our  ships  that  lay  across  the 
entrance,  not  knowing  whether  tliey  were  men-of-war  or  fire-ships, 
but  wondered  more  to  see  some  of  them  sink.  They  questioned 
not  to  take  the  fort,  or  that  they  would  have  yielded  upon  the  first 
siglit  of  them,  but  say  it  was  a stronger  piece  tlian  ever  they  could 
have  imagined  to  have  found.  They  were  made  believe  that  there 
were  but  80  guns  and  150  men. 

**  Yesterday  in  the  morning  they  sailed  towards  Aldborough,  and 
tliere  we  saw  them  this  morning.  His  Royal  Highness  came  into 
town  here  thi.s  morning  at  7 of  the  clock,  where  he  stays  and  dines, 
and  then  over  to  Landguard. 

“ This  28  all  from,  Sir,

It  is  curious  to  compare  this  account  with  an  inter- 
cepted letter  written  from  a Dutch  point  of  view,  by  an 
English  exile  in  UoUand,  who  was  present  at  the  attack: — 

“ Mr.  Samuel  Coitinoton. 

“Slit,  1667. 

**  Lest  you  should  be  abused  by  the  vapour  of  the  court 
about  the  late  business  at  Harwich,  I thought  good  to  ^ve  you 
this  short  account ; that  after  we  landed  1,200  brave  fellows,  under 
the  command  of  noble  Dolman,  we  did  great  execution  on  shore, 
thougli  wc  were  designed  to  be  cut  off  by  a party  of  horse, 
which  skulked  ns  it  were  in  ambush  ; yet  we  retunied  with  great 
honour  and  l>ooty,  lost  only  7 men  upon  the  j>lace,  and  17  wounded, 
which  w^e  reckon  nothing  in  comparison  of  those  acquired  advan- 
tages, ajnduciug  to  an  honourable  peace. 

“ His  Excellency,  the  Lord  Ruyter,  with  the  main  body,  lies 
before  Harwich,  as  lord  of  the  channel  j that  incomparable,  the 
Loid  of  Ghent,  is  with  a strong  squadron  gone  northward ; the 
rest  cruises  to  and  &o  in  the  channel,  so  that  you  see  the  day  is 
ours,  and  we  reckon  the  sooner  the  King  ratifies  the  conclusion 
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at  Breda,  the  better  for  him  and  the  land,  for  now  we  will  not 
fall  an  nee. 

“Some  melancholy  spirits  are  dejected  at  the  proclamation  to 
convene  the  Parliament,  and  the  little  loss  at  Harwich ; but  we, 
h : bo  [aic],  are  not  at  all  down  at  such  stories,  being  resolved  to 
live  and  die  in  so  honourable  a quarrel.”  * 

On  July  Uh,  the  Dutch  fleet  had  anchored  in  Ald- 
horougli  Hay,  and  leaving  nine  sliips  there,  the  remainder 
had  sailed  southwards.  On  the  5th,  eighteen  were  se.cn 
from  Aldborough ; advices  and  provision  yachts  came  to 
them  daily,  and  they  kindled  false  fires  every  night.  On 
the  morning  of  the  6th,  their  sailing  southward  raised 
apprehensions  of  a further  attempt  up  the  river. 

Meanwhile  the  Duke  of  York  had  hastened  down  to 
nan\nch,  and  hy  his  presence  much  cheered  and  en- 
couraged the  people.  After  remaining  several  days,  the 
joyful  news  of  the  conclusion  of  peace  arrived ; the  Duke 
and  nobility  prepared  to  return  homewards,  and  the  fleet, 
so  long  an  object  of  terror,  dropped  down  the  Long  Sands 
towards  Margate,  hung  out  a white  flag,  and  a train- 
band  officer  who  went  on  board  was  told  that  it  was 
peace ; they  invited  the  Margate  fishermen  to  come  out 
and  fish  as  usual,  and  promised  to  buy  from  them,  but 
the  town  officers  refused  their  consent.f  Gradually,  how- 
ever, the  confidence  in  the  peace  became  more  general, 
and  though  at  first  discontent  was  expressed  at  the  dis- 
missal of  the  troops  whilst  an  enemy,  though  l>earing  a 
white  flag,  was  on  the  coasts,  the  arrival  on  July  11th, 
of  Mr.  Coventry,  the  English  plenipotentiary  at  Hreda, 
brought  joy  and  re-assurance,  in  the  hope  that  the  peace 
was  finally  concluded.  J 
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The  report  of  this  happy  termination  proved  premature. 
Negotiations  were  advancing,  but  not  concluded.  Part 
of  the  Dutch  fleet  rode  about  the  Slcdway  and  Bardsey 
Sands,  and  for  a time  were  “ quiet  neighbours,  though 
“ still  iiaving  an  aching  tooth  against  Harwich,”  • A 
strong  detachment  under  De  Ruyter  himself  appeared 
off  Plymouth,  and  attempted  to  land  to  steal  sheep,  but 
was  forced  to  retire,  the  coasts  being  well  guarded ; they 
then  anchored  in  Bighury  Bay,f  causing  all  the  mUitia 
in  Devonshire  and  Cornwall  to  rise  in  arms  for  defence 
of  the  coast.  Thence  they  made  their  way  eastward,  burn- 
ing two  small  vessels  at  Torquay,  { and  passing  the  Isle  of 
Wight,  where  they  also  caused  great  alarm. § Their  object 
was  to  intercept  a returning  fleet  of  English  merchantmen 
from  Barhadoes,  which  had  run  in  to  the  island,  as  they 
were  informed ; hut  not  finding  them  there,  De  lluyter 
supposed  them  to  have  had  notice  of  his  design,  and  taken 
refuge  in  Plvunouth,  and  sailed  westward  in  search  of 
them.  II 

On  July  23rd,  a Dutch  fleet  was  again  descried  near 
Chatham.  Yeiy  small  was  the  preparation  which  had 
been  made  for  defence,  during  the  six  weeks  that  had 
elapsed  since  the  previous  attack ; for  a correspondent 
writes : — 

“ Tlmt  they  came  not  in  directly  to  Sheemess,  but  arc  at  anchor, 
was  a good  providence,  for  this  morning  they  had  only  one  gun 
mounted,  and  not  any  powder  or  shot ; but,  this  tide,  is  gone  down 
20  barrels  of  powder  and  some  shot,  and  before  night  they  hope  to 
have  12  or  14  guns  mounted  ; and  by  that  time,  the  soldiers  may 
possibly  be  fitted  with  match  and  bullet,  which  it's  said  they  are. 
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in  a manner,  quite  destitute  of ; which  whetlier  it  be  an  infatuation 
or  our  own  supinity,  I cannot  judge.* * * § 

On  the  evening  of  the  21th,  an  engagement  took  place 
between  a squadron  of  the  Dutch  and  Sir  Edw.  Spragg, 
who,  with  a detachment  chiefly  consisting  of  fire-sliips, 
was  cruising  in  the  river,  and  destroyed  several  of  the 
Dutch  fire-sliips ; but  night  coming  on,  they  weighed 
anchor  at  the  tium  of  the  tide,  and  sailed  seawards,  pur- 
sued on  the  2uth  by  Sir  Edw.  Spragg.t 

July  20,  the  Marquis  of  Worcester  thus  writes  to  Lord 
Arlington : — 

" Sheerness,  July  the  26th, 

" Mt  Loan,  “ 1 in  the  morning. 

“ I received  your  lordship’s  this  morning,  between  S 
and  4,  and  acquainted  his  Highness  with  Capt  Shaw’s  being 
sent  to  All-hallows.  Ho  was  pleased  to  show  me  your  lordship’s 
letter,  and  I have  left  him  writing  an  account  of  what  passed 
yesterday  in  our  sight,  which  therefore  I will  not  trouble  your 
lordship  with.  The  enemy,  I believe,  spent  near  a thousand  great 
shot,  hut  with  little  or  no  execution.  Sir  Edw.  Spragg,  who 
followed  them  out  of  the  river  with  his  small  fleet,  hardly  vouch- 
safed them  a shot,  they  being  not  within  the  distance.  Ho  loft 
with  the  turning  of  the  tide.  Sir  Edward  fell  a little  back,  the 
wind  being  in  his  teeth.  The  enemy  did  not  c.ore  to  follow  him, 
though  they  had  both  wind  and  tide.  They  continue  both  in  sight 
one  of  another — we  hoping  for  Su-  Joseph  Jordan,  who,  with  his 
wind,  might  do  great  execution  upon  them  with  his  fire-ships, — 
and  they  expecting  perhaps  De  Ruyter. 

“ I am  sorry  at  this  time  the  House  of  Commons  is  so  ready  to 
discourage  those  that  I am  sure  arc  not  here  found  unnccessary.f  1 
shall  keep  my  men,  however.  In  short  haste,  I am  remaining,  with 
much  respect,

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The  engagement  was  renewed  on  the  26th,  Prince 
Ilujiert  and  the  Earl  of  Craven  having  arrived  from  the 
Mtnlway  with  a few  vessels,  and  Sir  Joseph  Jordan, 
mth  a small  squadron  of  fire-ships,  from  Harwich.  No 
decisive  result  followed,  whereat  some  disappointment 
was  felt,  the  Duteh  fleet  being  now  divided,  and  several 
squadrons  of  English  vessels  bearing  upon  one  portion 
of  it,  and  this  was  expressed  in  the  Gazette,  which  re- 
flected upon  the  commanders,  whereon  Lord  Craven  and 
Sir  Edw.  Spragg  wrote  earnest  letters  of  self-vindication, 
throwing  the  blame  upon  the  high  winds.* 

Their  vindication  is  confirmetl  by  a passage  from  a 
private  contemporary  letter  to  Viscount  Conway,  also 
dated  July  27  ; — 

“ Since  the  .squadron  of  the  Dutch  left  the  river,  having  lost  all 
their  fir<;-shi|w,  Sir  Edw.  Spragg  followed  them  out  with  10  fire- 
ships, and  six  or  seven  inen-of-war,  and  Sir  Joseph  Jordan  from 
Harwich  came  out  with  the  like  number,  intending  to  have  set 
upon  them  on  both  sides  ; but  the  w'ind  was  so  extraordinary 
yesterday  and  the  night  before,  (which  was  the  time  of  their 
undertaking,)  that  they  could  not  make  use  of  their  said  fire-ships; 
and  so  they  came  otf  with  the  loss  of  four  of  the  said  ships,  and 
did  no  execution ; else  had  the  weather  been  favourable,  they 
would  have  destroyed  the  whole  squadron  of  1+  or  16  ships.  And 
1 conceive  this  will  be  the  last  attempt  of  our  insulting  enemies, 
which,  if  anything  makes  me  unwilling  to  go  abroad  again,  ’twill 
be  the  dishonour  we  have  received  by  this  late  great,  and  never  to 
be  rc()aired  ncgligence.”t 

On  the  very  day  of  the  late  engagement,  July  26th, 
Sir  John  Coventry  arrived  at  Dover  with  the  tidings  that 
peace  was  at  length  actually  concluded;  the  Nieuport 
packet  also  bringing  news  of  great  rioting  in  Holland 
and  Zealand  for  joy  of  the  pcace.J 
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The  two  Dutch  squadrons  were  slow  in  withdrawing 
fiwm  the  coasts  of  Kent  and  Devonshire,  and  some  days 
elapsed  before  the  people  were  so  well  informed  and 
confident  of  the  peace  as  to  regard  their  proceedings 
without  apprehension ; but  this  wore  away  in  time,  and 
the  fleets  gradually  disappeared.  On  August  24,  with  all 
formalities  of  heralds  and  trumpeters,  the  peace  with 
Holland,  France,  and  Denmark  was  proclaimed.  It  was 
received  with  general  joy,  more  particularly  at  the  sea- 
ports, where  trade  had  been  seriously  interfered  with,  and 
the  safety  of  the  people  threatened  by  foreign  fleets.* 

At  Weymouth,  “ the  peace,  as  it  were,  raised  the  dead 
" to  life,  and  made  them  rich  in  thought,  though  their 
“ purses  are  empty,  for  the  town  is  exceeding  poor.”t 
At  Lynn,  “ the  bells  have  hardly  lain  stUl  since  the  news 
of  peace.”  t At  Swansea  the  country  was  generally  over- 
joyed. § At  Deal  the  peace  was  proclaimed  with  arms  and 
trumpets,  and  a procession  of  magistrates : the  castle  shot 
off  14  guns,  Walmer  Castle  6,  and  Sandown  3,  whilst 
bonfires  were  prepared,  and  the  day  given  to  rejoicing.  [| 
Similar  solemnities  were  observed  at  Dover,^  Mar- 
gate,**  Lynn,tt  Yarmouth,Jt  Lyme,  and  Bristol. §§  A 
curious  sheet  was  published  at  Amsterdam,  containing 
engravings,  with  letter-press  descriptions,  of  the  principal 
actions  in  the  late  war,  fifom  the  first  naval  battle,  in 
Juno  1665,  and  ending  with  the  conclusion  of  the  peace 
at  Breda,  its  publication,  and  the  fireworks  and  rejoicings 
in  honour  of  it.|U| 

Meanwhile  the  Parliament,  which  had  been  summoned 
for  July  25th,  met,  but  soon  show'ed  a greater  disposition 
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to  guwil  the  kingdom  against  the  encroaclunents  of 
domestic  tyranny  than  against  foreign  invasion,  and 
greater  alarm  at  the  idea  of  a standing  army  in  England, 
than  of  the  Dutch  on  the  coasts.*  A private  corre- 
spondent thus  writes  to  Lord  Conway  ; — 

“ Your  honour  will  hear  that  the  Parliament  asscmhleil  the 
25th,  in  a very  full  body  as  hath  been  since  his  Majesty  came  to 
the  crown,  and  will  be  yet  fuller  on  Monday,  till  when  they  were 
adjourned,  his  Majesty  not  then  appealing;  but  though  the  time 
was  short,  the  Lower  House  jiassed  a vote,  which  was  to  petition 
his  Majesty  to  disband  the  new-raised  or  raising  army,  in  case  [of]  a 
peace ; the  which  I thought,  at  first  hearing,  was  a very  quick  and 
almost  bold  beginning,  but  when  I heard  that  it  was  proposed  by 
Sir  William  Coventry,  I did  imagine  the  less  difliculty,  and  that  it 
may  be  a ground  to  ask  money  to  defray  that  charge,  Ac. 

“ I further  heard  this  day  that  the  judges  have  given  out  that, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  land,  this  Parliament  must  now  sit  till 
October,  and  cannot  be  ]irorogued  without  being  [disjsolved,  but 
this  is  only  our  exchange  news,  and  therefore  I give  it  to  your 
lordship  only  as  the  humour  or  rumour  of  the  j>eople.'’t 

Tlie  King,'  finding  tlie  temper  of  the  Houses,  and 
having  on  July  27th  signed  the  main  articles  of  a peace, 
was  glad  to  dismiss  them  with  as  much  abruptness  as  they 
had  lieen  assembled,  taking  care,  after  observing  the 
natiu-c  of  the  proceedings  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on 
Jidy  25th,  that  they  should  have  no  opportunity  of  passing 
any  votes  on  the  29tli,  to  which  day  thej'  were  prorogued, 
preparatory  to  their  dismissal.  On  the  30th  Sir  Edward 
Harley,  a member  of  the  Lower  House,  thus  writes  to 
Viscount  Conway : — 

“My  Loro,  " July  30,  1CG7. 

“ Though  I made  all  the  haste  I could,  I scarce  arrived  time 
enough  to  take  a seat  in  the  Hou.se  of  Commons.  I know  not  what 
vote  the  Lords  made  ; the  Commons  made  one  the  first  day  of 
meeting,  to  desire  his  Majesty  to  disband  the  new-levied  forces. 
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Both  Houses  were  adjourned  unto  yesterday,  but  the  Speaker  of 
the  Commons  coming  not  before  the  King  was  in  the  Lords’  House, 
there  was  not  room  for  any  other  debate  or  vote;  for  immediately 
the  Black  Hod  summoned  their  attendance  upon  tlio  King,  who 
expressed  himself  shortly,  that  peace  l>eing  agreed,  and  the  exigence 
over  that  occasioned  their  convention,  lie  thought  it  most  conve- 
nient to  dismiss  them  to  their  particular  adairs.  He  wondered  any 
should  suspect  his  intention  to  govern  by  an  army,  for  which 
not  any  action  of  his  government  could  give  occasion.  He  had  lost 
year  raised  troops,  and  when  the  cause  was  over,  disbanded  them, 
and  the  persons  that  commanded  these  forces  were  desirous  to  be 
rid  of  that  trouble.  That  he  ho|>ed  October  10th  tliey  would  meet 
witli  minds  fit  to  servo  the  public.  If  all  are  as  well  pleased  with 
the  dismission  as  I am,  they  are  well  satisfied,  for  I came  not  so 
willingly  from,  as  I shall  return  to,  home. 

“ I am,  my  lord, 

“ Your  lordship’s  most  obedient  servant, 

“ EdW.  HAilLEY.”* 

Tlie  vote  in  Parliament  relative  to  the  disbancUnsr 
of  the  ai-my  had  the  hearty  sympatliy  of  the  country,! 
but  divers  rumours  arose  as  to  the  cause  of  its  speedy 
dismissal ; that  the  King  and  the  Houses  had  had  a dif- 
ference ; that  it  was  about  episcopal  government ; J that 
the  King  feared  the  calling  to  account  of  those  that  had 
the  management  of  tlie  public  treasury,  &c.§ 

Their  re-assembling  was  looked  for\»'ard  to  with  interest 
throughout  the  country,  and  hope  and  fear  induced  those 
likely,  to  be  all'cctcd  by  their  proceedings  to  mako  all 
the  interest  they  could  beforehand.  A private  news-letter 
runs  thus : II — 

“ Sir,  " liondon,  Sept.  1607. 

“ Since  iny  last,  the  Great  Seal  was  taken  from  Lord 
Chancellor  and  given  to  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Chief  President  of

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England,  under  the  name  of  Keeper,  and  that  the  title  of  Chan- 
cellor shall  be  no  more.  The  King  holds  his  resolution  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Parliament  at  the  appointed  time.  It  is  said  that 
[an]  Act  is  preparing,  by  some  of  the  House,  for  the  dispensing  with 
the  Act  of  Uniformity,  which  is  clearly  against  the  bishops’  govern- 
ment ; another  for  the  punishment  of  such  as  have  been  the 
occasions  of  misfortunes  befallen  this  land,  as  also  against  those  that 
counselled  the  dividing  the  fleet ; so  that  all  they  that  find  them- 
selves guilty  do  make  interest  in  the  Parliament  hon.se.  Some 
have  recourse  to  the  Presbyterian  party,  which  they  would  not  do 
if  they  were  not  brought  to  the  utmost  extremity.  It’s  said  my 
Lord  Bristol  wiU  bring  his  accusation  against  the  Chancellor,  and 
aver  it.  The  King’s  treasury  is  in  an  ill  condition,  by  reason  of  the 
great  sums  anticipated  upon  it  by  Act  of  Parliament.  This  day  a 
report  was  that  my  Lord  Arlington  was  also  thrown  out  of  his 
place,  but  it  is  not  true ; only  he  had  high  words  with  Prince 
Rupert  in  the  Council.  • • • • . 

Postscript,  dated  Sept. 

“ The  matters  with  which  the  Chancellor  is  charged  are,  as  some 
say,  to  marry  his  daughter  to  a very  great  person  ; and  that  he  had 
agreed  with  the  farmers  of  the  Customs  for  a great  sum  of  money 
which  he  had  Ij'ing  in  Holland  daring  the  war  ; but  I am  of  opinion 
it  is  only  to  please  the  Parliament,  which  will  meet  October  10th, 
tho  King  having  need  of  money  to  pay  his  debts,  which  are  above 
a million  of  money,  above  what  was  given  him  by  the  Parliament, 
not  daring  to  let  his  ships  come  in  till  ho  have  money  to  pay  them 
off.  The  Duke  hath  put  out  Sir  William  Coventry,  because  the 
Chancellor  will  charge  him  with  several  thinga”* 

Of  the  disgrace  of  Lord  Chancellor  Clarendon  the 
notices  are  provokingly  few  and  unimportant.  On 
June  18th  it  was  reported  that  some  great  persons,  among 
them  the  Lord  Chancellor,  who  had  been  guilty  of 
treachery  in  conniving  at  the  attack  of  the  Dutch,  had 
fled.t  lie  was  severely  reflected  on  in  a pamplilot 
entitled  “ Second  and  Third  Advice  to  a Painter,”  the 
printers  and  circulators  of  which  were  taken  and  exa- 
mined ; and  his  downfal  was  the  subject  of  sundry  scur- 
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rilous  rhymes,  of  which  the  following  is  an  example,  but 
beyond  this,  there  is  no  notice  of  consequence  relating 
to  liim. 

“ Pride,  lust,  ambition,  and  tlie  people’s  hate, 

The  kingdom’s  broker,  the  ruin  of  the  state, 

Dunkirk’s  sad  loss,  divider  of  the  fleet, 

Tangiers’  compounder  for  a barren  sheet. 

The  shrub  of  gentry  married  to  the  crown, 

His  daughter  to  the  heir,  is  tumbled  down  ; 

The  grand  afiront[or]  of  the  noble  lies 
Grovelling  in  dirt  as  a jost  sacrifice 
To  appease  the  injured  King.  Abused  nation. 

Who  could  believe  this  sudden  alteration  1 
God  is  revenged,  too,  for  the  stones  he  took 
From  aged  Paul’s  to  make  a nest  for  the  Rooke. 

More  cormorants  of  state  as  well  as  he, 

We  more  than  hope  in  the  same  plight  to  see. 

Go  on,  great  Prince,  thy  people  do  rejoice  ; 

Methinks  I hear  the  kingdom’s  total  voice 
Applauding  this  day's  action  to  be  such 
As  roasting  of  the  Rump,  or  beating  of  the  Dutch, 

Now  look  upon  thy  withered  cavaliers, 

Tliat  for  reward  have  nothing  had  but  tears  ; 

Thanks  to  this  Wiltshire  hog,  son  of  the  spittle. 

Had  they  been  looked  on,  he  had  had  but  a little. 

Break  up  the  cofiera  of  the  hoarding  thief. 

There  millions  will  be  found  to  make  him  chief. 

I have  said  enough  of  linsey-wolsey  Hide 
His  sacrilege,  ambition,  lust,  and  pride.”* 

Tlic  stihjcct  on  which  public  discontent  was  most  rife, 
was  the  condition  of  the  navy.  It  rose  to  such  a pitch 
that  it  was  hardly  safe  for  Sir  George  Carteret  and  Comr. 
Peter  Pett,  who  were  the  most  blamed,  to  walk  abroad,  t 
It  was  well  known  that  large  sums  were  yearly  expended 
in  the  salaries  of  officers,  &c.,  yet  it  was  evident,  from 
late  events,  that  the  dockyards  were  miserably  unpro- 
vided for  any  emergency;  the  seamen  were  so  ill  paid, 
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or  rather,  found  it  so  difficult  to  obtain  any  pay  at 
all,  in  exchange  for  the  tickets  which  they  received  in 
lieu  of  wages,  that  mutiny,  and  even  desertion  to  the 
ranks  of  the  enemy,  were  of  frequent  occurrence.*  It 
was  said  that  there  were  3,000  English  and  Scotch 
seamen  in  the  Dutch  fleet,  and  that  they  had  so  much 
encourag(.*ment  there,  and  so  little  at  homo,  that  others 
were  daily  cngaging.t  Seamen  arrived  at  Rotterdam, 
declaring  that  they  had  had  no  wages  for  months,  and 
that  they  were  obliged  to  sell  their  tickets  for  a month’s 
wages  for  a shilling,  their  wives  and  children  starving 
for  bread.  Even  English  prisoners  sometimes  refused  to 
be  sent  home,  preferring  to  take  service  in  Holland.  J 

To  remedy  tliis  state  of  tilings,  an  order  in  Council 
was  issued  ai>pointing  the  Duke  of  York  and  12  other 
commissioners  to  receive  the  complaints  of  the  seamen, 
and  of  those  soldiers  who  served  at  sea,  as  to  exactions 
practised  upon  them  by  the  officers  of  the  Xavj',  in  con-

“ Therefore  the  humble  rc(juest  of  your  poor  petitioners  is  that  your 
honours  will  bo  pleased  to  take  the  miKTable  condition  of  themselves,  their 
wives,  and  children,  so  into  consideration  as  to  order  them  their  pay,  that 
their  families  may  not  be  altogether  Btarved  in  the  streets,  and  themselves 
go  like  heathens,  having  nothing  to  cover  their  nakedness. 

“ And  your  poor  petitioners  shall  ever  pray,  &c.”  Vol.CCVII,,  No.GS  i. 
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strainiii"  them  to  spend  part  of  their  wages  in  recovering 
tlie  rest  ;*  an  order  wliicli  excited  an  entluisiasm  of 
delight.  The  men  were  “ as  ma<l  with  joy  as  they  were 
witli  grief  at  our  loss  at  Chatham,”  writes  a Deal  eorrcA- 
pondent,  adding  that  the  King  need  never  want  seamen, 
if  they  do  not  lack  pay.t  Another  step  eq^ually  popular, 
was  the  removal  of  the  obnoxious  Sir  George  Carteret 
from  the  treasurership  of  the  Navy,  and  the  substitution 
of  Aidhur,  Earl  of  Anglesey.  { 

The  necessity  for  better  regulation  of  the  public  service, 
in  order  to  proportion  the  outlay  to  the  claims  of  creditors, 
tradespeople,  workmen,  pensioners,  and  the  numerous 
classes  on  whom  the  poverty  of  the  exchequer  pressed 
hca^'ily,  led  to  the  appointment  of  a Committee  of  the 
Privy  Council,  to  take  into  consideration  the  several 
branches  of  exjx;nse,  and  to  report  where  retrenchments 
coidd  safely  be  made.  The  Treasury  Comrs.  with  the  Earls 
of  Manchester,  Bridgewater,  and  Anglesey,  and  the  two 
Secretaries  of  State,  Lonl  Arlington  and  Sir  Wm.  Morice, 
were  the  commissioners. § They  demanded  and  obt.ained, 
from  the  several  public  departments,  reports  of  their  past 
expenditure,  which  form  together  a scries  of  important 
papers,  and  were  the  basis  upon  which  retrenchments 
were  carried  out  in  every  branch  of  the  service,  especially 
the  King’s  household;  but  these  retrenchments  did  not 
actually  take  place  till  March  16th,  1668,  and  therefore 
do  not  enter  within  the  scope  of  the  present  volume,  j]

On  May  24th,  occurs  a waiTant  for  a grant  extending 
the  powers  of  the  Iloyal  Society ; instead  of  one  vice- 
president,  to  which  they  were  formerly  limited,  the  presi- 
dent is  allowed  to  appoint  as  many  as  he  thinks  fit ; five

Uoblres,  the  irhilosopher,  to  Williamson,  dated 
from  Latimers,  and  tlianking  him  and  Lord  Arlington  for 
their  mediation,  to  which  he  partly  ascribes  his  favourable 
treatment  by  Mr.  Bridgman.  { 

Several  autograph  lettera  of  WiUiam  Penn  also  occur,§ 
but  they  present  no  individuality  of  interest ; they  are  all 
dated  from  Kinsale,  and  addressed  to  the  Jsavj'  Comrs., 
and  relate  to  his  ofiBcial  duties  as  Clerk  of  the  Clieque  at 
Kinsale.  Amongst  autographs  must  also  be  noted  a letter 
of  the  celebrated  George  Villiers,  second  Duke  of  Buck- 
ingham.

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disgrace,  and  warrants  were  issued  for  his  apprehension 
and  conveyance  to  the  Tower,  owing  to  some  offence 
which  he  had  given  by  too  great  leniency  to  the  Non- 
conformists, in  liis  capacity  as  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the 
West  Hiding  of  Yorkshire.* * * §  This  office  was  accordingly 
taken  from  him  and  given  to  Iiord  Burlington,  as  was 
his  post  of  geutlcmau  of  the  bed-chamber  to  Lord 
Eochester.  The  serjeant-at-arms  sent  for  his  apprehen- 
sion failed  to  obtain  admission  to  his  house  at  Stamford, 
though  believing  him  to  be  there,  and  it  was  thouglit  that 
ho  woidd  seek  a private  interview  with  the  King,  and  rely 
upon  the  personal  attachment  of  his  Sovereign  to  procure 
release.! 

On  March  8th,  a proclamation  was  issued  in  strong 
terms  for  iris  apprehension,  accusing  Irim  of  holding  secret 
and  seditious  correspondence,  raising  mutinies  amongst 
tlie  forces,  and  resisting  the  messenger  sent  to  airpreliend 
him.f  He  was  next  reported  to  have  been  seen  at  Sir 
George  Vilhers’  house  in  Leicestcrsliire,  then  to  be  in 
London,  then  to  be  likely  to  escape  abroad  by  way  of 
Dover.

brave  statesman,  and  as  unbiassed  a person  as  any  in 
England.  Meanwhile  two  of  his  horses  were  sent  to  nm  at

Newcastle  races,  and  they  won  the  town’s  plate,  for  no 
other  competitors  appeared.* 

A few  days  later  however,  hearing  that  wi-its  were 
issued  for  calling  a Parliament,  and  knowing  that  ho 
should  be  involved  in  Parliamentary  censure,  he  sur- 
rendered to  Sec.  Morice,  excusing  his  not  having  pre- 
viously done  so  on  the  pretext  that  the  proclamation 
which  summoned  Mm  to  surrender  specified  no  time. 
He  was  committed  to  the  custody  of  Sir  John  llohinson 
in  the  Tower,  with  strict  charge  to  keep  him  safe  till 
delivered  by  course  of  law,  or  till  the  King  shall  declare 
Ms  further  pleasure  concermng  Mm.t 

TIjc  next  day,  the  Duke  wrote  the  following  letter  to 
the  King ; — 

“ Mat  rr  pi.kase  vocn  Majesty, 

‘‘Though  I could  not  but  be  afraid  of  your  Majesty’s  anger, 
yet  I dare  trust  your  kindness ; and  now  I understand  that  your 
Majesty  tliinks  your  honour  is  concerned  in  my  surrender,  I will 
have  no  longer  consideration  of  myself,  since  that  comes  in  question ; 
but  as  soon  ns  I am  in  a posture  fit  to  appear  before  your  M.ajesty, 
1 shall  come  and  tlirow  myself  at  your  feet,  to  be  diajjosed  of  as 
your  Majesty  shall  think  fit ; being  with  great  humility, 

•‘  May  it  please  your  Majesty, 

" Your  Majesty’s  most  dutiful  and 

“ most  obedient  subject  and  servant. 

“ BucKi.vOHAJt”j; 

The  appeal  to  the  King’s  clemency  was  successful ; in 
a short  time  the  Duke  was  not  only  liberated,  hut  restored 
to  his  place  in  the  Council,§  and  Ms  only  penalty  was  the

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loss  of  several  iinportaiit  offices  wldcli,  being  elsewhere 
bestowed,  could  not  bo  restored  to  him. 

Several  more  papers  worthy  of  notice  must  bo  passed 
over  with  merely  an  indication, 

“A  few  words  of  good  counsel  and  advice  unto  the 
King  of  England  from  the  King  of  Heaven,”  an 
earnest  appeal  in  behalf  of  liberty  of  conscience,  founded 
on  the  alleged  advice  as  well  as  experience  of  Charles  I., 
written  by  Charles  Bayly,  a Quaker  prisoner  in  the 
Tower.* 

A letter  from  Wenceslaus  Hollar  to  John  Evelyn, 
accompanied  by  a petition  to  the  King,  urging  assistance 
in  the  completion  of  a plan  of  London,  as  it  existed  before 
the  fire  of  1666,  on  which  he  has  been  labouring  seven 
years,  but  being  heavily  in  debt,  is  unable  to  bring  it 
out  without  assistance.  + 

A patent  to  Matthew  Poole  for  the  solo  printing  for 
14  years,  of  his  “ Synopsis  Criticorura.”!: 

Three  bcences  to  “ moimtcbanks,”  Joannes  Micaphilo, 
John  Russell,  and  Toussain  le  Joud,  aU  practitioners  in

Sixteen  Hol- 
land men-of-war  came  to  the  road  yesternight  at  6 p.m.,  and  two 
hours  after  Capt  White  arrived,  having  sent  George  Strachan  and 
the  other  victualler  safe  into  harbour.  The  Hollanders  never  dis- 
covered any  colours  until  8 p.m.,  wlien  our  tliree  men-of-war  went 
uj)  the  Forth  near  Dungarve.  The  town  of  Leith  was  in  a j>retty 
labyrinth,  but  by  g<K»d  chance,  Gen.  Dalziclls  regiment  came  to  Leith, 
and  Capt  Hamilton's  prize  was  hauled  to  the  mouth  of  the  harbour 
of  Leith  at  2 a.m.  Meantime  the  Hollanders  sent  in  two  small  vessels, 
sounding  about  the  bar  and  beacon.  Shot  some  guns  at  them,  hut 
the  wind  proving  southerly,  they  wont  off  to  the  road.  About  8 a.in, 
the  rest,  about  12  sail,  were  discovered  turning  up  the  Forth, 
but  did  not  come  above  the  Islajid  of  Inchkeith ; the  other  1 6 
Khij>8  went  over  against  the  town  of  Biimiislaud  and  played  their 
cniiDOii  against  the  forts,  the  castle  of  the  town  bravely  answering 
them  with  the  petty  force  they  Imd.  This  continued  from  7 a.m.  until 
6 p.m.  Thiiilu  they  shot  above  700  pieces  of  ordnance,  but  tiie 
damage  is  not  certain  ; some  say  it  i.s  only  the  loss  of  chimneys  and 
holes  shot  into  honest  men's  bouses,  but  no  man  killed.  These 
men-of-war,  seeing  they  could  not  prevail,  set  sail  to  their  con- 
sorts, like  so  many  dogs  that  want  the  tail,  and  are  driving  with 
the  tide  and  wind  down  the  Forth,  wdth  their  foresail  on  the  mast ; 
the  Keiinburgh  merchanis  are  sent  home  to  their  houses  again.

105.  Rob.  Mein  to  Williamson.  Tliirty-two  Dutch  men-of-w'ar 
apj)eare<l  yesterday,  three  of  the  King's  vessels  lay  witliin  two  miles 
of  them  all  night,  the  captains  being  ))itifully  drunk,  and  went  up 
ne.xt  morning  to  Inverkeithing.  The  Dutch  sounded  the  coast,  hut 
Gen.  Dalziell  cut  the  beacon  at  the  extreme  of  Leith  harbour,  so 
that  they  were  confused,  and  bettered  Burnti-sland  w’itli  1,000  shot; 
the  town  retunied  it  from  20  pieces  of  cannon,  and  in  less  than  two 
hours,  10,000  were  in  arms  at  Burntisland,  and  as  many  at  Leith, 
whither  more  than  6,000  citizens  of  Edinburgh  are  gone;  the 
citadel  is  planted  wdth  30  pieces  of  cannon,  which  fired  to  invite 
the  enemy;  the  country  came  up  in  multitudes.  The  magistmtes 
of  Leith  sunk  a sliip  in  the  mouth  of  the  harbour,  and  planted  20 
cannon  on  liigh,  whereby  a fire-ship  that  tried  to  slip  in  was  pru- 
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vcnteU-  They  are  now  gone,  it  is  supposed  for  Shetland.  Sir  Jeremy 
Smith,  who  is  said  to  bo  coming  with  the  King’s  squadron,  is 
earnestly  desired. 

106.  News  that  the  Dutch  ships  firing  all  night  on  Burntisland 
caused  uproar  in  Edinburgh,  druin.s  beating,  hells  ringing,  soldiers 
marching  to  Leith,  and  planting  cannons,  &c. ; the  people  of  Leith 
reinove<l  into  the  city,  and  a ship  is  placed  across  the  harbour,  to  be 
sunk  if  they  attempt  an  entrance,  which  it  is  thought  they  will  do.

The  fleet  lost  the  company 
of  the  Constant  Warwick  through  bad  weather ; they  took  a Holland 
vessel  laden  with  rye  for  PoHugah  Some  ships  from  Spain  and 
Portugal  have  arrived  at  Soutbanxpton.

100.  Rich.  Browno  to  Williamson.  No  sails  have  been  seen  during 
the  storm ; two  French  shallops  are  standing  southward. 

101.  Silas  Taylor  to  Williamson.  A violent  storm  has  endangered 
the  ships,  but  only  one  is  damaged,  which  was  in  Ipswich  water ; 
the  storm  sent  off  a French  sloop  and  Dutch  man-of-war,  seen  about 
Biirdsey. 

102.  Tbos.  Waade  to  Williamson.  Thirty  vessels  have  l>een  lost 
between  Sunderland  and  Scarborough,  and  six  or  seven  near  Whitby, 
in  the  late  tenipe.st,  which  ha.s  been  more  terrible  than  any  known 
for  40  years.  Sir  Jeremy  Smith's  squadron  is  safe  in  Scotland, 
and  is  reported  to  have  taken  some  prizes.  Would  be  glad  of  the 
written  news  by  Tuesday's  post,  but  does  not  wish  for  the  Gazette, 
as  it  is  14  days  old  before  it  arrives. 

103.  John  Man  to  Williamson.  Some  French  privateers  lying

they  are  able  seamen  and  promise  better  obedience.  With  note,  by 
Sir  Charles  Harbord,  recommending  their  liberation  and  payment 
of  their  charges,  as  their  offence  was  caused  by  their  fellows  being 
arrested  for  debt,  for  want  of  their  pay.

Toussaint  Pajme  and  Jean  Tounme  to  Ixiuht  Parant  The 
vessels  have  been  sold,  but  too  dear ; can  do  nothing  now  but  retire 
to  France  ; will  have  to  wait  two  or  tliree  w'eeka  for  a boot  going 
to  Morlaix.  Want  n blank  pas.s,  in  case  they  are  able  to  leave  earlier; 
will  give  an  obligation  for  ex|>cnse,s,  &a,  to  M.  Balszaer.  Pierre 
Poitvein  salutes  him.  [FreiicA] 

107.  Parant,  junior,  to  Louis  Parant.  Hopes  the  mayor  [of 

Exeter]  will  have  dismissed  the  prisonei-s ; the  two  masters  retaken 
cannot  be  released  without  further  order ; they  should  pay  their 
just  debts.  The  ve.ssels  have  sold  too  dear.  Asks  further  orders 
alwut  money  for  the  masters.  [FreucA.] 

108.  Lord  Arlington  to  the  Treasury  Comrs.  Sends  a letter  of 
exchange  drawn  on  himself,  by  the  King’s  order  to  Lord  St  Alban’s, 
which  they  arc  to  accept,  and  comply  with  its  contents  in  due 
time.

138.  I.  M.  Gravier  to  [Lord  Arlington],  B ill  not  complain  of 
his  abode,  but  wants  more  liberty ; can  only  walk  in 
his  room;  his  keejyer  is  kind,  but  cannot  let  him  wadk 
without  order  of  the  governor,  who  is  not  there.  Thinks 
he  has  given  no  cause  of  comjilaint,  nor  of  repentance  for 
the  liberty  granted  him  to  remain  in  London  on  parole; 
knotvs  not  rchy  he  is  put  there,  but  uxints  to  walk  in  the 
village;  vill  write  no  letter  without  sending  it  to  hi.s

The  storm  has  de- 
stroyed many  colliers,  but  it  Is  hoped  that  rnany  who  were  forced 
ashore  all  along  the  sea  shore  may  be  got  off  in  the  spring  tides. 
Came  to  Sunderland  to  meet  the  deputy  lieutenants,  and  has  given 
Lord  Arlington  an  account  of  what  was  done.

147.  Rich.  Browne  to  Williamson.  Two  vessels,  chased  by  a 
galliot  into  Woodbridge,  report  that  60  or  70  men-of-war  are  on  the 
back  of  the  large  Sand  head.  Eight  sail  have  been  seen  to  the  east, 
and  1 2 to  the  south-east,  all  standing  southward,  and  supposed  to  be 
part  of  the  Dutch  fleet,  separated  by  storm.  On  Friday,  40  sail 
were  seen  to  the  south-east,  but  the  hazy  weather  now  prevents 
seeing  any  sails. 

148.  Ri.  Watts  to  Williamson.  A packet  from  Thanet  assured 
Col.  Titus  that  the  Dutch,  with  70  sail,  were  within  sight  of  North 
Fon»land  ; all  is  put  in  S|)eedy  preparation  to  receive  them  at  three 
hours’  warning,  should  they  be  so  mad  ns  to  attempt  anything. 
Some  vessels  from  the  westward  saw  1 8 French  fishermen,  but  no 
man-of-war  in  the  Channel ; eight  French  fishermen,  and  a privateer 
have  lain  near  the  North  Forehind,  in  sight  of  the  Downs.  Men-of 
war  are  scarce,  and  such  as  there  are  delight  in  an  open  road  or 
in  harbour,  rather  tlum  in  cruising ; yet  purchase  is  plenty,  if  there 
were  but  lookers  out. 

149.  [H.  Muddiman]  to  Sir  Edw.  Stradling.  News  letter.  The 
treaty  at  Breda  is  managed  in  rooms  allotted  to  the  ambassadors  of 
each  prince,  who  all  deliver  their  proposals  to  the  Swedish  ambassa- 
dors as  mediators.  There  is  a great  room  with  four  doors  of 
entrance,  and  a round  table,  arranged  to  avoid  disputes  about  pre- 
cedency, but  it  will  not  be  used  till  each  party's  demands  are 
brought  to  a narrower  compass. 

The  Commissioners  for  ertamining  public  accounts,  having  had 
conference  with  the  judges,  now  begm  to  act,  and  send  for  parties 
in  order  to  their  examination.  There  is  no  account  of  the  Dutch 
fleet  since  their  going  out,  except  that  40  sail  and  many  busses 
were  reported  to  be  seen  at  Ipswich  or  Southwold  There  has  been 
a great  report  oi  a fight  between  Sir  Jeremy  Smith  and  a squadron 
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of  Dutch  men-of-war,  hut  it  proves  false,  for  Sir  Jeremy  arrived  at 
Dunbar  on  the  29th,  and  saw  no  enemy. 

No  judgment  can  be  formed  of  the  issue  of  the  Breda  treaty ; 
many  papers  are  daily  interchanged,  and  tlie  Swedish  ambassadors 
are  very  busy.  Count  Dona  has  arrived,  and  has  interchanged 
visits  with  tlie  English  ambassadors.  The  French  are  said  to  have 
taken  Fuem,  and  the  garrison  of  200  to  have  marched  into 
Nieuport,  where  they  cut  the  banks  to  the  westward  for  security, 
and  laid  the  country  under  water  ; oOO  English  have  landed  at 
Osteml,  being  the  Earl  of  Castlehaven’s  regiment  for  the  Spanish 
service.  The  Dutch  fleet  has  been  discovei'ed  at  anchor  at  tliu 
Kentish  Knock.  The  result  of  the  late  storm  is  not  fully  known, 
but  vessels  have  been  damaged  at  Yarmouth  and  Harwich,  and 
several  fishing  boats  cast  away  at  Bridgewater.  The  deatlis  at 
Norwich  have  been  14,  of  the  plague  4. 

News  from  France  : The  ai'my  aie  fortifying  Charleroy.  Tlieir 
fleet  is  59  sail,  of  from  90  to  30  guns  each,  in  all  19,025  men,  and 
3.039  guns,  besides  9 frigates  and  20  fire-ships.  The  Spimiards  are 
nettled  at  the  attsick  on  the  Netherland.s,  and  havo  seized  all  the 
goods  of  Frenchmen  in  their  ports.  Holland  is  jealous  of  the 
Swedes,  and  is  marcliing  troops  to  Groningen.  The  elector  of 
Mentz  hesitates  to  allow  the  Emperor  to  pass  troops  through  his 
country,  from  fear  of  the  French.  Capt.  Brown  of  a fire-ship,  has 
received  .a  gold  medal  and  chain  for  good  services  |>erformed  at  ilio 
Vlie.  The  Duke  of  Cambridge  was  twice  carried  to  the  Park 
yesterday,  aud  it  is  hoped  that  he  is  better.  [3  puyes.]

The  Little  Victory,  which  was  to 
convoy  light  colliers  northward,  has  gone  into  the  Humber,  to  repair 
damage  done  by  the  storm ; all  the  rest  of  the  fleet  are  dis^icrsed, 
but  most  of  them  are  got  into  Bridlington  Bay. 
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4.  Clias.  Wliittin^ton  to  Williamson.  Damage  done  to  the  Little 
Victory.  There  are  four  men-of-war  in  the  Humber. 

5.  D.  Gfrosse]  to  Williamson.  The  Nonsuch  has  discovered  20 
sail  of  great  ships,  judged  to  be  part  of  the  French  fleet,  near 
Mount’s  Bay.  She  met  J^ar*Admiral  Keinpthome  and  throe  other 
frigates,  which  on  this  news  returned  to  Plymouth,  but  nothing  has 
since  l>een  heard  of  the  fleet.  The  Sorlings  has  brought  in  20  small 
ve.ssels  from  Tenby. 

0.  Ben.  Francis  to  Williamson.  On  Wednesday,  a terrible  storm 
broke  out,  lasting  from  2 a.m.  to  6 p.m.,  during  which  the  Little 
Victory  lost  her  masts ; out  of  a fleet  of  80  sail,  one  half  were  run 
ashore,  and  many  lost  between  Sunderland  and  Whitby.  There  are 
no  tidings  of  a f^tch  privateer  that  was  with  them. 

7.  Chaa.  Honeywood  to  Williamson.  Sir  Rob.  Holmes  has  sailed, 
with  .seven  or  eight  frigates  and  a few  fire-ships,  and  anchored 
at  night  on  the  back  of  the  Isle  of  Wight ; by  morning  he  expected 
his  scouts  to  discover  the  enemy's  ships,  wliich  lay  in  La  Hogue 
Bay,  intending  to  order  his  course  accordingly. 

8.  Ilugli  Salesbury  to  Williamson.  Sir  Rob.  Holmes  has  gone  to 
sea  w'ith  his  squadivn.  The  Paradox,  sent  out  to  spy,  reports  that 
under  the  cape  near  St.  Malo,  are  40  merchant  ships  outward  bound, 
and  16  men-of-war.  The  Cambridge  and  tliree  other  ships  are  to 
be  )>aid  off,  and  their  seamen  turned  to  such  ships  as  want  men. 

9.  Ki.  W'atts  to  Williamson.  A Flanders  packet  has  landed 
70  prisoners  from  Rotterdam,  who  speak  much  of  their  hard  usage  ; 
some  of  them  have  not  seen  the  sun  during  the  whole  year  they 
were  in  prison.  At  noon  single  guns  were  heard,  and  at  3 or  4 
whole  broadsides  discharged,  judged  to  be  at  Ostend  or  Nieuport. 
The  wind  is  E.S.E.,  but  very  little.

Lee, 
late  commander  of  the  Paul  fire-ship,  who  has  bought  a vessel  at 
Leith,  and  intends  shortly  for  London,  On  March  31,  the  Mil- 
ford and  Nightingale,  with  the  Sweepstakes  and  Elias,  met  GO  sail 
of  Hollanders  near  the  coast  of  Norway,  light  ships,  with  one  man- 
of-war  and  a ketch  of  eight  guns  for  their  convoy.  'J’he  Milford

Not  an  enemy  is  seen,  but  guns 
have  been  heard  for  several  days,  some  say  from  Nieuport  in 
Flanders  ; a Yarmouth  ship  has  brought  40  prisoners  from  Amster- 
dam ; a galliot  hoy  has  come  in,  preteiiding  to  l>e  from  Ostend ;

Several  Dutch  and  French 
privateers  much  annoy  the  coast  and  hinder  trade ; the  vessels 
which  trade  for  Bristol  with  corn  dare  not  venture  to  sea,  for 
want  of  one  or  two  frigates. 

81.  Thos.  Holden  to  Williamson.  Some  30  or  40  ships  seen  off 
Land's  End  are  supposed  to  be  the  French  fleet,  cruising  between 
there  and  Scilly ; their  intent  in  lying  about  is  not  known  ; the 
countrj'  people]  thereabout  are  in  much  fear  that  they  will  land, 
plunder,  and  go  off  again,  the  place  being  in  no  posture  of 
defence. 

82-  Ri.  Watts  to  Williamson.  Yesterday  letters  to  Governor 
Titu.s  from  the  Isle  ot  Sheppey  and  those  parts  speak  of  the  Dutch 
landing  in  that  island  ; reports  since  say  it  is  in  the  enemy's  pos- 
session, which  has  given  the  whole  country  an  alarm.  I'he  foot  ad- 
joining the  ports  are  marched  away  from  Deal,  so  that  if  any 
attempt  were  mode,  the  enemy  would  soon  obtain  their  desires. 
Col.  Titus*  company,  under  Capt.  Poole,  watch  30  a night.  Tlie 
day's  work  yesterday  was  to  put  the  handful  of  men  in  the  best 
posture  possible  Hopes  the  King  will  send  some  trained  merce- 
naries to  assi.st  them,  and  call  back  the  neighbouring  trained  bauds. 
Will  have  to  request  a piirdon  if  he  reports  the  opinions  of  the 
country  as  ho  is  ordered  to  do,  for  mouths  are  very  loose. 

S3.  Geo.  WilUamsoD  to  Williamson.  Has  seen  a sad  sight  that 
day,  and  fears  it  will  not  be  otherwise  to-mon*ow. 
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lo  Sihis  Taylor  to  Williamson.  Three  vessels  have  sailed  thence, 
it  is  said,  to  try  to  cut  the  buoys  at  the  Gunfleet,  &c.  Guns  were 
heard  with  great  fury  all  day  yesterday.  God  preserve  Chatham. 
The  Duke  of  Monmouth  rode  thence  last  night  with  those  that  attend 
him,  labouring  to  get  to  Gravesend.  Last  evening  30  of  the  Dutch 
fleet  were  seen  coming  down  to  the  Gunfleet,  but  none  appear  this 
morning.

G2.  Rich.  Forster  to  Williamson.  Four  of  Sir  Jeremy  Smith’s 
squadron,  meeting  50  or  60  great  Dutcli  vessels  going  to  Norway  to 
load,  took  13  and  sunk  2 ; of  those  taken,  2 of  400  toms  are  brought 
into  Newcastle  ; knows  not  where  the  rest  are  sent  A Dutch  priva- 
teer chased  a small  merchant  vessel  to  a bay  five  miles  from  Tyne- 
mouth, and  Sir  Ralph  Delavale  sent  two  boats,  who  towed  her 
under  command  of  some  guns  which  Sir  Ralph  planted  there  for  the 
security  of  his  harbour  and  pane;  the  man-of-war  pursued  tlie 
vessel  within  musket  shot,  but  being  fired  at,  stood  to  sea,  and 
hovered  there  all  day.  The  vessel  got  into  harbour.  The  magis- 
trates and  governor  of  Tynemouth  Castle  are  consulting  about 
building  a fort  U>  secure  the  harbour. 

63.  J.  Bentham  to  Williamson.  Heard  on  Wednesday  that  ' the 
Dutch  had  beaten  the  whole  of  Sir  Jeremy  Smith’s  fleet,  and  killed 
or  taken  him  ; landed  and  driven  away  500  or  600  oxen  and  GOO  or 
700  sheep,  burnt  several  towns,  and  blocked  up  the  rest  of  the  Navy 
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also  that  Harwich  was  in  danger.  It  was  replied  that  the  Blarl  of 
Oxford  was  tliere  with  the  militia,  and  able  to  oppose  any  attempt, 
but  a malcontent  said  that  most  of  the  people  ther^  were  against 
bishops,  and  for  the  Dutch.  Other  reports  are  that  the  Dutch  have 
burnt  all  the  King’s  great  ships  at  Chatham,  or  three  squadrons  in 
Harwich  Road,  the  men  being  without  ammunition  to  contend,  and 
have  taken  one  vessel  in  triumph  to  Holland.  When  the  news 
reached  London,  the  drums  beat,  the  militia  gathered,  and  there 
was  much  running  of  people.  The  beacons  are  on  fire,  and  some  say 
that  Harwich,  Colchester,  and  Dover  are  burnt,  and  the  King  gone 
out  of  town  or  out  of  the  world.  There  is  much  whispering  of  bad 
persons,  and  the  King  and  Council  are  blamed  that  the  ships  were 
left  without  defence,  and  that  there  was  no  intelligence  of  the  mis- 
chief nor  care  to  prevent  it  Is  raising  men  for  Loi^  Peterlx>rough  s 
troop,  but  some  are  discouraged  because  those  raised  last  year  were 
disbanded  before  they  got  anything  towards  the  expenses  of  their 
horses  and  arms. 

64.  J.  H[ickes]  to  [Williamson].  All  good  subjects  are  grieved 
to  see  the  enemies  thus  insult,  and  suggest  dtscontent  against  those 
that  counselled  the  King  to  sell  Dunkirk,  and  caused  the  strength 
of  Upnor  Castle  to  be  taken  away.  They  complain  grievously 
against  those  entrusted  for  payment  of  seamen,  and  those  who 
coxmBelle<l  the  King  to  send  most  of  his  men-of*war  into  various 
parts  of  the  world,  and  leave  himself  without  a fieet  to  look  his 
enemies  in  the  face,  and  thus  expose  his  ships  to  their  violence. 
They  say  this  ruin  transcends  the  ruin  of  the  city  by  fire,  as 
the  nation,  having  lost  its  honour  at  sea  for  ever,  must  bow  and 
truckle  to  the  enemies,  over  whom  they  before  had  dominion ; and 
they  fear  that,  without  special  care,  they  shall  have  their  throats  cut 
by  some  insurrection,  encouraged  by  the  power  of  an  enemy  at  sea. 
Such  discourses  are  frequent  in  yards,  gatcji,  and  streets.  Prays 
God  to  avert  his  judgments  and  assist  the  King. 

65.  [Ricli>  Bower]  to  Williamson.  Tlie  Truelove  has  brought  in  a 
vessel  laden  with  deals  from  Norway,  supposed  to  be  a prize.  The 
person  who  brought  the  express  has  ama^d  the  people  with  reports 
of  the  Dutch  having  fired  five  capital  ships,  the  Royal  Charles, 
Royal  James,  Monmouth,  and  two  others,  and  the  French  having 
taken  the  Isle  of  W'ight ; he  says  they  will  hear  woi'se  yet  Some 
Dutchmen  taken  running  away  with  a boat  are  put  into  gaol.  Finds 
another  gazette  in  town,  difierent  from  W^iUiamson's. 

66.  Rich.  Browne  to  Williamson.  Six  Dutch  men-of-war  are 
riding  in  the  Gunfieet ; a small  sloop,  supposed  to  be  French,  has 
been  plying  about ; two  Dutch  hoys  standing  for  the  Gunfieet  are 
within  a league  of  Aldborough ; there  is  only  one  company  of  foot 
in  the  town,  sent  by  Rich.

Trade  is  dead,  but  there  are  great  hopes  that  it  will 
mend ; much  is  expected  from  the  fleet  about  Harwich,  and  at 
Chatham  and  Gravesend.  The  drooping  brethren  begin  to  prick 
their  ears,  and  hope  this  bi*ave  adventure  will  make  a diversion.

June  14.  74.  John  Conny,  surgeon,  to  Williamson.  On  the  9th,  the  enemy 

Cbatbaro.  stood  up  toward.s  tlie  Hope  ; the  10th,  in  the  morning,  fired  several 
houses  on  Candia,  Canvey  Island,  Essex,  stole  a few  ships,  and  the 
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wind  being  easterly,  turned  towards  Sheemess,  which  they  assaulted 
and  mastered  in  two  hours.  Endeavours  were  made  to  block  up  the 
river  by  sinking  ships  in  the  narrowest  part,  but  all  was  ineffectual ; 
for  the  outward  guard,  being  worsted  at  Sheemess,  and  unahle  to 
resist  their  force,  could  keep  no  place  good  till  they  came  to  the  chain. 
On  the  12th  the  Dutch,  having  got  a considerable  number  of  fire- 
ships over  the  sunken  vessels,  assaulted  the  chain,  and  though  the 
guards  resisted  as  manfully  as  could  Iw,  yet  they  were  overpowered 
and  destroyed,  and  the  chain  broken  by  the  number  of  ships  press- 
ing at  it ; they  then  took  the  Royal  Charles,  which  is  now  going  for 
Holland.  Yesterday,  at  1 p.m.,  they  sailed  with  five'men-of-war 
before  Upnor  Castle,  where  they  were  as  warmly  handled  by  Major 
Scott  and  Capt.  Winter  as  could  be  desired,  hut  yet  they  lay  batter- 
ing till  their  fire-ships  came  up,  two  of  which  attempted  to  fire  the 
Royal  Oak  ; but  missing  their  design,  and  a third  arriving,  they  fired 
the  Royal  James  and  Loyal  London,  and  then  retired.  There  having 
l>een  a day’s  time  to  provide  for  them,  wishes  they  would  taste  the 
provision  to-morrow,  but  is  confident  their  bellies  are  full. 

75.  Thas.  Rawlins  to  Viscount  Conway.  Details  about  a law-suit. 
The  defendants  will  try  to  ]>lead  their  parliamentary  privilege  against 
arrest.  The  cause  should  be  tried,  not  in  Woles  where  they  are 
influential,  but  in  London.  The  Dutch  have  got  the  Charles,  some 
two  miles  down  the  river  from  Chatham,  and  six  or  seven  more 
ships  are  lost  or  spoiled,  but  it  is  hoped  something  will  be  done 
before  they  get  away.  Sir  Jer,  Smith  is  reported  to  have  taken  16 
of  their  ships  coming  home  well  laden. 

76.  John  Rushworth  to  Lady . Tlic  Royal  Cliarles,  Sta.  Maria, 

Royal  Oak,  Royal  James,  Loyal  London,  and  Unity,  all  groat  ships, 
are  burned  by  the  Dutch  in  Chatham  River,  besides  two  lesser  ships, 
wherein  were  500  men,  all  lost,  and  12  more  ships  sunk  in  the 
river’s  mouth,  to  prevent  the  enemy  coming  in  ; yet  they  got  over 
them  and  the  chain  ton,  and  did  this  mischief.  This  compelled  the 
sinking  of  all  the  other  great  ships  near  Chatham  dock,  not  leaving 
one  above  water,  but  it  is  hoped  these  will  be  recovered  in  time. 
The  merchiints  are  undone ; the  great  money  bankers  have  shut  up 
their  shops  ; people  are  ready  to  tear  their  hair  off  their  beads  ; 
great  importunity  has  been  used  at  Whitehall,  especially  by  Sir 
George  Saville,  for  a Parliament,  but  nothing  will  prevail  ; there  is 
one  great  gown  man  against  it,  also  all  the  bishops  and  papists, 
and  all  those  who  have  cozened  and  cheated  the  King.  News 
arrives  to-day  that  the  French  have  come  from  Brest,  and  appear 
before  the  Isle  of  Wight ; some  at  Court  give  out  that  they  are 
friends,  and  not  enemies.  The  Dutch  are  expected  as  far  os  Wool- 
wich ; people  are  fled  from  Greenwich  and  Blackwall  with  their 
wives  and  children.  “ We  are  betrayed,  let  it  light  where  it  will."

Charles  in  their  possession,  and  little  or  no  opposition  made,  almost 
all  cried  out  that  we  were  sold,  and  that  there  were  traitors  in  the 
Council.  The  loss  of  Dunkirk,  dividing  of  the  fleet,  disbanding  of 
the  army,  nonpayment  of  seamen,  permitting  so  many  merchant 
ships  to  go  out,  &c.,  were  called  in  question ; had  the  news  not 
suddenly  changed,  they  woiJd  have  risen  and  attempted  strange 
things.  The  IJavy  paymasters  are  much  blamed  for  keeping 
seamen  one  and  a half  or  two  years  without  pay,  though  they  offer 
8».  in  the  pound  for  their  ticket  money.  Col.  Titus  yesterday  com- 
manded both  young  and  old  of  Deal  to  work  at  Sandown  Castle, 
and  they  have  maile  breastworks  of  turf  on  the  stone  wall.  The 
mayor  and  jurats  of  Sandwich  have  commandeil  all  to  rise  and  man 
the  decayed  turf  walls  about  the  town,  themselves  and  the  chief 
men  assisting ; they  want  artillery  and  ammunition. 


June  15.  78. to  Viscount  Conway.  There  has  been  such  an 

Loadon.  alarm  that  the  fear  of  a press  of  horses  has  emboldened  him  to  send 
two  of  his  to  his  lordship's  stables  for  six  or  eight  days.  The  Dutch, 
after  easily  beating  off  Sir  Edw.  Spragg  from  Sheerness  Fort, 
which  was  not  in  a posture  of  defence  (fbr  which  Sir  Edward  is 
much  blamed),  forced  the  chain,  which  some  say  was  fastened  with 
cable  yarn,  and  c;ime  up.  Ten  frigates  anil  as  many  fire-ships 
burned  the  Amity  and  Matthias.  'The  Royal  Charles,  having  30 
guns  mounted,  fired  on  them,  but  her  ammunition  was  soon  spent, 
so  the  Dutch  took  her,  and  put  up  their  flag,  51eanwhile  the 
general  caused  the  next  ships,  viz.,  the  Royal  Jame.s,  Royal  Oak, 
London,  and  two  fire-ships,  to  be  sunk,  so  the  Dutch  went  away, 
carrying  the  Charles ; she  stuck,  and  they  could  not  get  her  away 
that  tide,  but  kept  men  aboard  ; they  returned  with  Thursday's 
tiJe,  but  being  unable  to  pass  the  sunken  ships,  stayed  till  the  tide 
was  half  spent,  and  then  burned  the  upper  part  of  the  Oak,  James, 
and  London.  They  mode  another  attempt  yesterday,  but  the  general 
had  BO  well  provided  that  they  were  beaten  off)  and  the  same  this 
morning;  so  they  have  left  the  river,  and  it  is  said  fired  the  Charles 
at  last. 

The  King  has  1 1 good  ships  remaining,  when  he  had  given  all  for 
lost  He  was  very  ongiy,  and  told  the  citizens  plainly  that  none 
but  the  Dnke  of  York,  Prince  Rupert,  the  Lord  General,  and  the 
Archbisliop  of  Canterbury  were  for  arming  the  fleet,  and  treating 
sword  in  hand,  and  so  the  greater  part  of  his  Council  overswayed, 
much  against  his  own  opinion.  A considerable  person  standing  by 
the  King  said  he  was  of  the  same  opinion,  but  HUM  ajesty  angrily 
rove  him  the  lie,  and  the  next  day  openly  reproached  his  Council. 
Some  unruly  people  have  cut  down  moat  of  the  young  trees  planted 
about  Clarendon  House,  and  broken  many  of  the  windows.  There 
U a rumour  of  a Parliament,  but  it  is  not  believed.  A commission 
Ls  issued  for  raising  10,000  foot  and  2,500  horse ; the  Earl  of  Man- 
chester to  be  general.  Sir  Wm.  Waller,  Sir  Rob.  Howard,  and  CoL 
Inglesby,  colonels,  and  the  Lord  General  to  be  created  high  con- 
st^le.  'The  Dutcli  are  still  at  the  buoy  of  the  Kore  ; some  say  they 
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are  fortifying  the  Island  of  Sheppey,  others  that  they  are  going  to 
Newcastle  to  destroy  the  coal  fleet ; whereon  coals  have  risen  to  6/. 
mr  chaldron.  All  is  quiet  to>night,  hut  people  are  still  in  arma 
Tlie  loss  at  Chatham  was  500  men.  Many  English  are  on  board 
the  Dutch  ships,  and  say  they  have  come  for  money  for  their  tickets.

June  15.  79.  “ Lord  Gerard  s instructions.*'  His  commission  authorizes  him 

to  command  all  the  trained  bands  of  the  militia  or  army  in  Ham{>‘ 
ftliire,  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  n4.ljacent  country  ; but  he  is  specially  to 
take  care  of  the  defence  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  and  Portsmouth,  in  case 
of  attack  ; to  strengthen  them  with  men  from  the  precincts  ; to  de- 
mand an  account  from  the  othcers  of  their  execution  of  the  late  orders 
of  Council,  or  to  change  them  as  he  tliinks  fit.

1.  I.  C.  Mavmll  to  Hugh  Pnrry,  merchant,  Bridlol  Castle,  The 
great  bwdnesemuet  lie  (lormant  till  the  retui'n  of  the  great 
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navy  from  our  coant  The  King  has  eenl  down  commis- 
trione,  to  some  of  the  old  officers,  which  displeases  many, 
viz.  to  Lord  Fairfax  in  Yoi'kshire,  to  CoL  Roseiter  in 
Lincolnshire;  and  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  with  many 
others,  is  raising  forces.  This  teas  His  Majesty's  vo- 
luntary act,  without  their  seeking.  Though  many  that 
formerly  served  His  Majesty  wait  for  commands,  they 
fail  because  men  do  not  come  in  to  them  according  to 
their  expectation.

A French  man-of-war  chased 
several  vessels  into  the  road,  and  would  have  taken  or  stranded  most 
of  them,  but  the  gunner  of  one  of  the  castles  fired,  and  struck  the 
man-of-war,  and  thug  the  others  were  saved.  In  retiring  they  fired 
on  a fisher  boat,  and  took  a Plymouth  vessel  in  sight  of  Dartmouth. 

9.  John  Man  to  WiHlamson.  No  sliips  pass  because  of  tlie 
French  privateers  which  cruise  between  the  English,  Welsh,  and 
Irish  coa.Hts,  and  by  coming  near  the  mouth  of  the  Severn,  fill  the 
country  with  fear.  The  militia  of  Glamoigansliire  is  ordered  to 
appear  in  a posture  of  defence,  to  be  ready  against  any  attempts. 

10.  Jo.  Carlisle  to  Williamson.  Sir  Thos.  Bond  and  his  servants 
sailed  in  the  Calai.s  ])acket-boat.  The  Royal  Charles  is  aground  ; 
hopes  the  enemy  will  not  be  able  to  get  her  off,  nor  seven  of  their 
own  ships,  till  Friday  or  Saturday.  The  west  wind  may  force  them 
to  retreat,  or  else  to  fire  the  shi|).s  as  tliey  lie.  As  Midsummer 
approaches,  asks  if  Mr.  Jemmet  is  to  continue  tlie  packet-boat. 

11.  John  Conny  to  Williamson.  The  Royal  Charles  is  got  away. 
The  Dutch  are  ^1  drawn  down  the  river ; there  are  not  many 
within  Sheerness,  yet  enough  to  secure  their  men,  wlio  are  said  to 
be  fortifying  the  Ness.  They  have  fired  what  they  can  of  the  ships 
sunk  to  prevent  their  approach,  and  cleared  the  river,  except  weigh- 
ing those  vessels.  The  St  George  is  got  afloat  Hopes  this  high 
water  to  recover  the  Monmouth,  Rainbow,  Triumph,  Unicorn,  and 
Henry. 

12.  Sir  Geoffry  Shakerley  to  Williamson.  Lord  Arran  has  ar- 
rived, having  fallen  from  his  horse  near  Nantwich,  and  sprained  his 
wrist  He  is  gone  to  Neston,  and  will  soon  be  in  Ireland.  He  gave 
an  account  of  the  dishonour  received  from  the  Dutch,  which  is  very 
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giuat,  yet  not  so  great  as  reported  in  several  letters,  which  stated 
that  Lord  Douglas  was  dead,  the  General  shut,  Chatham,  Gravesend, 
Harwich,  and  Queenlx)rough  all  burned.  Wi.shes  a share  in  the  regi- 
ments of  horse  and  foot  to  be  raised ; could  easily  raise  either  a 
regiment  of  foot  or  troop  of  horse.  The  wisest  fear  lest  the  French 
will  draw  their  forces  out  of  Flanders  to  Dunkirk,  and  so  land  them 
in  England. 

13.  Ri.  Brooks,  sheriff.  Lord  Cholinondeley,  and  five  other  [deputy 
lieutenants  i]  of  the  county  palatine  of  Cheater,  to  Lord  [Arlington.] 
Conceive  tha  this  oi-der  to  levy  the  3,000  marks  os  the  prince’s  uiise, 
os  also  that  to  deliver  out  part  of  the  militia  monies  towards  the 
repair  of  Chester  castle  is  grounded  on  expectation  that  the  money 
should  be  reimbursed  from  the  misc,  for  which  a commission  should 
be  issued.  Having  paid  several  sums,  wish  for  an  order  for  the 
same,  not  thinking  it  safe  to  deliver  moneys  at  this  juncture  of  time, 
without  express  order.  Send  a list  of  Col.  Leigh's  horse.  Have  ap- 
pointed Monday  for  the  militia  horse  to  meet  at  Tarporley,  and  tise 
foot  at  Tarvin  and  Knutsford,  and  apiminted  a general  meeting  of 
deputy  lieutenants  at  Northwich  on  Thursday  week.

14.  Jon.  Mascall  to  Williamson.  A Dutch  man-of-war  came  near 
Whitby,  and  would  have  destroyed  two  ships,  but  the  gunners,  being 
on  the  platforms,  aqd  the  trained  bands  prevented.  Has  a list  of 
foot  regiments  and  captains  of  horse  to  be  speedily  raised.  Wishes 
to  serve  ns  captain  in  that  of  which  Lord  Arlington  is  colonel ; 
would  put  in  good  officers,  and  in  a week  or  two  would  have  'a 
complete  comimny,  if  he  had  orders  to  receive  arms  at  Clifford’s 
Tower. 

1,5.  Rich.  Bower  to  Williamson.  The  northward  coast  is  clear  ; a 
caper  has  been  seen  off  Yarmouth.  On  an  idle  rumour  of  10  Dutch 
anil  at  the  back  of  the  sands,  the  jwople  took  the  alarm,  and  pre- 
pared with  a great  deal  of  cheerfulness.  Four  militia  comi)anle.s  of 
Sir  Wm.  Doyley’s  regiment  liavc  marched  into  the  town.  An  express 
came  for  Major  Wyndham  to  march  to  the  Isle  of  Ely,  leaving  his 
troop  behind,  and  for  Cnpt.  Bromwell  and  his  foot  company  to  march 
away. 

16.  Col.  AnL  Gilby  to  Williamson.  Last  mail’s  news  has  afflicted 
but  not  daimted  the  people.  All  care  will  be  taken  to  suppress  in- 
testine enemies,  and  repulse  invaders,  and  Lord  Belasyse  is  no  less 
industrious  in  his  lieutenancy.  Will  be  glad  to  be  thought  worthy 
of  any  employment. 

17.  Robt  Scrivener  to  Williamson.  The  city  trained  bands  are 
raised,  and  four  troops  are  now  in  it.  Lord  Townshend  is  in  town 
to  dispose  of  them  as  need  requires,  in  and  about  Yarmouth  and 
Norwich.  Two  French  men  and  a French  woman,  taken  by  North 
Walsham,  are  secured  on  suspicion.  People’s  discourse  differs,  and 
there  are  many  uncertain  stories.

42.  Capt.  John  Shaw  to  Lord  Arlington.  Can  only  see  three  of  the 
Holland  fleet,  anchored  off  the  Isle  of  Graino ; the  rest  arc  all  an- 
chored about  the  Buoy  of  the  Ower  ; none  above  SheemeaH.  Will  go 
to  Graine  to-nioiTOW,  and  give  a more  particular  account. 
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43.  John  Maurice  to  Williamson.  The  enemy's  success  dismays 
people  very[much.  The  moderate  say  there  was  great  negligence  and 
treachery  in  this  last  business.  Shoemtss  Fort  was  ill  manned, 
though  the  enemy's  attempt  on  the  river  the  day  before  gave  time 
enough  to  secure  the  fort,  or  send  the  shipping  up  the  river.  All  the 
Dutch  prep.'irations  showed  they  bad  desperate  designs  afoot,  which 
was  not  unknown  to  the  officers  concerned  in  securing  the  forts  and 
shipping  on  the  river.

Pray.s  for  the  King’s 
safety,  and  tho  discovery  of  those  who  violate  it  by  negligence  or 
treachery.  The  people  impute  much  to  Sir  Edw.  Spragg,  said  to  be 
an  Irish  papist  The  prize  Jacob,  bought  at  Plymouth  by  Sir  John 
Knight,  was  put  ashore  at  Minehcad  by  ill  weather,  sold,  and  is  now 
being  ripped.  Endorsed  with  a note  that  Scilly  is  said  to  be  taken 
by  the  French,  and  that  the  country  is  so  enraged  against  them  and 
tho  Dutcli,  that  if  armed  and  disciplined,  they  woiud  be  revenged 
on  them  one  way  or  the  other. 

44.  Sir  Jo.  Skelton  to  Williamson.  Four  English  shipmasters, 
brought  over  in  the  Peter  and  James  of  Morlaix,  which  has  come  in 
with  the  King's  pass,  report  that  the  Duke  of  Beaufort  is  at  Brest 
with  16  sail,  and  no  considerable  land  force,  but  that  there  are  2,000 
men  about  the  countiy,  who  are  to  be  sent  on  board  ; 16  more  ships, 
manned  witli  from  400  to  800  each,  are  plying  between  Land's  End 
and  Ushant,  with  four  fire-ships ; 36  ve.sscls  left  the  Straits  with  four 
convoys,  which  put  into  Cadiz.  Tlie  Earl  of  Bath  is  at  Exeter,  and 
will  be  at  Plymouth  to-morrow. 

45.  D.  G(rosse]  to  Williamson.  The  Drake  has  recovered  two 
English  ships  from  a French  caper,  and  would  have  taken  the  caper 
on  the  coast  of  France,  but  for  two  French  men-of-war ; she  has 
brought  in  a French  wine  prize.  An  Apsom  vessel  has  airived, 
secured  from  two  capers  by  30  sail  of  Ostenders,  who  are  gone  to 
Ostend.  Beaufort  is  victualling  16  men-of-war  at  Brest,  and  has 
left  20  men-of-war  and  fire-ships  in  the  Channel,  who  have  been 
about  the  Lizard,  but  did  not  attempt  to  land,  though  there  is 
little  resistance.  Plymouth  is  very  well  fortified  to  receive  any 
attack,  being  strengtliened  by  two  troops  of  horse,  and  a regiment 
of  foot  from  the  country,  b^ide  the  frigates  in  harbour. 

46.  Silas  Taylor  to  Williamson.  All  their  time  is  taken  up  with 
preparations  for  defence.  Reports  say  that  two  or  Uiree  Dutch  ships 
were  aground  about  St.  Os3fth’s,  and  that  Sir  Jeremy  Smith  is  upon 
the  coasts  of  Holland.  A ketch  or  two  has  sailed  for  Holland,  but 
none  of  their  men-of-war  have  appeared.  Has  received  an  express

47.  Rich.  Browne  to  Williamson.  Discoui*ses  arise  from  the 
burning  of  the  ships  by  the  Dutch,  that  some  great  persons  were 
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guilty  of  treachery,  and  have  fled,  amongst  them  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor ; also  tliat  places  of  trust  are  put  out  of  faithful  men's  hands 
into  Papists’,  as  Col.  Lcgg,  governor  of  the  Tower,  instead  of  Sir 
John  Bobinson.  Fanatics  broach  twenty  such  stories  to  amuse  the 

Ejople,  and  render  the  King's  service  odious.  Lowestoft,  Southwold, 
uQwich,  Jind  Aldborough  are  left  without  forces,  which  are  all 
drawn  towards  Landguai^  Fort.  Tbe  people  have  carried  almost  all 
their  goods’out  of  town,  and  think  themselves  ruined,  being  unable 
to  resist  any  attempt  of  the  Dutcii,  who  might  bum  the  town 
three  or  four  hours  before  help  could  come.  Vessels  cannot  be  seen 
in  the  Gunfleet  for  the  thick  weather,  but  a great  Dutch  man-of-war 
is  standing  southward. 

48.  Ric.  Watts  to  Williamson.  The  F rench  King’s  army  has  taken 
Dorinck,  near  Niouport.  There  are  reports  .striking  at  the  good 
ecclesiastical  'government,  and  others  of  an  army  landed  at  Rye  or 
Rumney  Marsh.  None  blaspheme  the  King,  but  there  are  desperate 
outcries  against  some  great  men.  Has  been  in  great  danger,  de- 
siring tliem  out  of  their  passion.”  Most  eminent  people  of  Deal  have 
sent  their  goods  to  Sandwich  or  Canterbury.  There  were  great 
hopes  that  three  regiments  of  horse  and  foot  would  have  come  to 
guard  the  ports,  but  the  adjacent  regiments  to  the  sea  are  not 
returned,  so  if  the  enemy  should  come  on  shore,  there  would  not 
be  300  men  fur  tlie  three  castles  and  the  coast ; 30  watcli  on  shore 
every  night  ; 12  ships  are  seen  near  Calais. 

49.  Col.  Titus  to  Lord  Arlington.  The  Francis,  chased  into  the 
Downs  by  seven  Dutch  mcn-of-war,  is  sent,  by  advice  of  the  pilots, 
into  Dover  pier.  Some  English  passengers  have  landed  from  the 
Nieuport  packet : one  reports  that  the  Hollanders  are  much  alarmed 
hy  the  Swedi.sh  army  at  Bremen.  Two  or  three  English  prisoners 
from  Holland  say  there  are  3,000  English  and  Scotch  seamen  in 
the  Dutch  fleet,  and  that  they  have  so  much  encouragement  there, 
and  so  little  at  home,  that  they  daily  take  service.  A German 
reports  that  the  French  army  are  set  down  before  Toumay,  but  use 
tbe  Flemings  so  civilly,  that  they  have  lost  much  of  the  apprehen- 
sion of  them.  One  passenger  is  Mr.  Pickering,  a merchant  of 
Crutebed  Friars,  bom  of  Dutch  parents.  Tlie  merchants  on  both 
sides  seem  to  go  and  return  as  they  please. 

50.  Sir  Jas.  Altham  and  John  Bramston,  deputy  lieutenants  of 
Easex,  to  Lord  [Arlington].  Forty  of  tbe  enemy’s  fleet  are  falling 
down  as  hist  »is  the  tide  allows,  the  wind  being  contrar3^  From 
Southminstcr  steeple,  a great  fleet  was  discerned  in  three  squadrons, 
which  the  seamen  think  to  be  from  the  coast  of  France.  Capt. 
Capel’s  company,  quartered  at  Soutbminster,  is  sent  by  the  lord 
lieutenant  to  Manningtree,  near  Harwich,  that  that  great  part  of 
the  country  may  not  be  left  without  horse.  Two  companies  of  foot 
are  at  Burnham,  and  two  at  BradwelL 

51.  Hugh  Salesbury  to  Williamson.  The  town  has  been  in  great 
alarm,  because  by  mistake  the  ketch  sent  out  by  Sir  Rob.  Holmas 
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gave  the  Kignal  of  the  discovery  of  an  enemy.  All  men  repaired  to 
arms,  and  expected  hourly  to  bo  engaged,  but  the  ships  proved  to  be 
the  Dragon  and  some  privateers  and  prizca  It  did  good,  for  many 
came,  and  n)ii>eared  very  forward,  who  never  intended  it  before.  A 
ketch  has  sent  in  a wine  prize  to  Southampton.  Sir  Rob.  Holmes 
sends  to  sea  six  vessels  with  fire  ships,  to  cruise  off  the  Isle  of 
Wight.  Three  companies  of  CoL  Sydney's  regiment  have  come  in  to 
supply  Portsmouth  garrison,  and  Sir  Phib  Honeywood  summoned 
the  inhabitants,  6UU  of  whom  enlisted  and  swore  to  defend  the 
place  with  their  lives  and  fortunes.

The  Presbyterians  and  other  sectaries  are  very  insolent,  talk  high, 
and  look  big. 

64.  Sir  Oeofirj^  Shakerley  to  Williamson.  The  late  dislionour 
received  from  the  Dutch  has  much  jK.*rplexed  all,  and  made  some 
say  w’e  were  asleep,  or  we  should  have  fortified  ourselves  against 
such  an  attempt,  knowing  the  enemy  near.

69.  C.  S[awtell]  to  Edm.  SawtelL  A fleet  of  1 5 great  ships  seen  to 
the  west  of  Portland  caused  much  alarm,  and  the  Paradox  went  out 
to  view  them  ; they  proved  to  be  Ostenders  and  Hamburgers  from 
Cadiz,  and  |>assed  on,  sending  jisliore  two  English  mcrehants,  who 
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say  that  the  convoys  of  the  fleet  coiu'a^cously  prevented  a Dutch 
man-of-war,  in  the  entrance  of  the  Channel,  from  taking:  a Plymouth 
ship  which  came  in  company  with  them.  They  left  80  English  mer- 
chant ships,  with  four  convoys,  near  Cadiz.  On  the  appearance  of 
these  ships,  the  town  company  was  in  arms,  and  the  four  trained 
companies  drawn  thither,  who  showed  a strong  re.sisting  courage ; but 
many  women  sent  away  their  valuables  and  children  into  the  inner 
part  of  the  country.  Yesterday  four  militia  companies  came  in,  and 
relieved  those  who  were  there  before,  and  who  returned  home,  but 
all  ai'e  ready  at  a call,  on  pain  of  death.  [1^  'pages.'] 

70.  John  Lysle  to  Williamson.  The  inhabitants  are  in  continual 
fear  of  the  French,  and  send  away  their  goods,  wives,  and  children 
to  the  best  fortified  places  in  the  mainland.  Forces  are  wanted  to 
encourage  the  people,  who  know  not  what  belongs  to  war.

as  concluded,  no  more  money  was  to  he  issued..  A Ibernarle 
foresav}  the  danger,  and  urged  the  King  to  set  forth  the

Two  ships  under  Sir  Jeremy 
Smith  have  brought  into  the  Fritli  in  Scotland  an  East  India  vessel 
of  Too  ton.s  and  02  brass  guns,  with  chests  of  coined  gold  and  silver 
on  board  ; she  is  valued  at  300,0001.  All  thing.s  are  in  a quiet  con- 
dition. 

130.  CoL  Edw.  ViUiers  to  Williamson.  Has  visited  the  300  volun- 
teer troo|>K  of  the  county,  who  might  make  good  dragoons  ; their 
affections  must  be  cherished,  and  they  may  do  good  service  in 
frightening  an  enemy  at  a distance.  Is  glad  Lord  Carlisle  is  coming 
down  to  witness  to  his  diligence.

NewcwUr.  Newcastle,  spent  some  time  with  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  went 
by  water  to  Shields,  attended  by  the  mayor  and  others.  Lord  Wid- 
drington*8  volunteer  troop  of  100  or  120  horse  has  come  in,  most  of 
them  the  best  gentry  in  the  country ; they  are  to  be  dismissed,  but 
he  will  raise  another.  An  alarm  of  200  Dutch  landed  ])roves  false. 
Yesterday  the  Earls  of  Ogle  and  Carlisle  and  Lord  Widdrington 
came,  but  will  return  to  secure  Shields  Haven  ; their  coming  has 
much  encouraged  the  people.

June  29.  94.  Archbishop  of  Glasgow  to  Williamson.  Will  not  complain, 

Edinburgh.  Jest  it  may  seem  like  reflecting  on  those  that  are  not  to  bo  touched, 
but  thinks  they  are  on  the  losing  rather  than  gaming  hand.  The 
country  is  not  put  in  a state  of  defence ; the  blame  is  shifted  from 
one  to  another.  The  country  complains  much  of  the  soldiers,  and 
the  soldiers  have  cause  to  complain  of  them.  Many  royalists  are 
alanned  at  the  late  cliaiige  of  officers,  as  likely  to  usher  in  other 
interests;  wishes  it  had  taken  place  at  a more  seasonable  time. 
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The  ordained  ministers  have  been  attacked  at  night,  plundered, 
beaten,  and  one  murdered  by  the  rebels  who  lurk  in  Galloway  ; the 
Council  is  providing  for  their  defence.  Is  obliged  to  bury  his  own 
fears.  Begs  to  have  the  weekly  intelligence,  so  as  to  contradict  the 
discouraging  news  spread  abroad  by  the  ordinary  newsmongers.

Should  they  do  so  and 
send  100  men  to  each  of  the  two  ferries,  as  there  are  16,000  or 
17,000  head  of  cattle  on  the  island,  not  100,000  men  could  recover 
it,  they  would  thus  master  both  rivers  at  once,  which  would  prove 
very  disadvantageous.  All  their  ships  are  now  afloat,  except  the 
Vanguard.

Ayloffe's  company  being  harassed  with  lying  on  the  ground 
without  the  town,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  hns  drawn  in  his  own 
militia  regiment  to  relieve  it,  saving  one  company,  which  muti- 
nied at  Chatham,  and  refused  to  march  ; the  deputy  lieutenants 
have  di.sposed  of  it  at  Tilbury  Fort,  where  men  were  wanting. 
The  Council’s  letter  of  the  21st  to  tlie  Lord  Lieutenant  will  not 
take  much  effect,  a.s  appears  from  the  reply  sent  by  the  deputy 
lieutenants  from  Chelmsford.

arc  better  settled,  though  still  in  the  same  uncertainty.  The  common 
people  in  Holland  are  so  satisfied,  since  the  late  never  to  be  forgotten 
disgrace,  that  they  only  talk  of  peace  on  such  terms  us  we  are  not 
yet  so  low  as  to  submit  to,  though  scarcely  knowing  how  to  help  it. 
The  calling  of  a Parliament  testifies  the  extremity.  The  King  hius, 
taken  off  some  of  the  difficulties  insisted  on  last  Parliament,  viz., 
the  government  of  Windsor  from  Lord  Mordaunt ; the  commission  of 
Sir  George  Carteret  removed  to  Lord  Anglesey,  some  say ; the  Canary 
Company's  charter  called  in.  The  Duke  of  Buckingham  surrendered 
himself  to  the  Tower  yesterday,  excusing  his  delay  by  saying  that 
the  proclamation  limited  no  time,  but  be  is  out,  and  to  be  received 
at  Council  to-day  ; and  some  say  Lord  Bristol  also.  It  is  said  the 
wish  of  Parliament  will  be  complied  wdth  about  Church  government ; 
for  supplies,  an  inland  excise  will  be  laid  on  all  that  is  used  for  back 
or  belly,  as  done  in  Holland,  which  will  soon  raise  a large  sum,  both 
for  defence  and  offence,  of  neither  of  which  are  wo  capable  for  the 
present ; the  more  the  pity.  The  Dutch  fleet  of  1 20  sail  still  roves 
between  the  Gxmfleet  and  the  Downs,  and  two  days  ago,  came  into 
the  river,  within  five  miles  of  Gravesend,  which  gave  a fright, 
Woolwich  and  Chatham  being  unprovided.  If  they  had  Lad  the

courage  to  come  on  shore  when  they  got  into  Chatham,  they  might 
have  spoiled  all  that  was  in  the  river,  up  to  the  Tower.

He  hid  in  the  pavilion  of  the  prison,  resisted 
orders  to  come  down,  threw  bricks  against  two  of  the  officers,  but 
at  length  came  down  on  their  oath  not  to  injure  him  ; in  spite  of 
which  they  murdered  him  cnielly  with  many  blows,  and  put  his 
corpse  in  the  same  prison  with  the  other  offender,  though  it  en- 
dangers infection.  The  gaoler  tried  in  vain  to  persuade  the  officers 
to  leave  Blondel  to  him,  but  in  their  rage  they  treated  him  like  the 
worst  offender.

July  2.  S6.  James  Hickes  to  V/illiamson.  Complains  that  Sir  John 

London.  Bonnet  trie.s  to  reduce  the  postmo-sters  to  20s.  a mile,  which  lowers 
them  from  401.  to  201.  a year,  and  that  he  makes  and  unmakes  con- 
tracts, so  tlmt  they  fear  they  may  be  removed  at  pleasure.  The  two 
porters  are  reduced  from  1 Os.  to  6s,  a week,  and  are  no  longer  to 
have  6(Z.  for  each  express  sent  to  Whitehall ; the  30  letter  carriers 
are  reduced  from  8s.  to  6s.  Has  been  labouring  all  week,  being  at 
work  five  nights,  to  put  the  Foreign  office  in  the  same  order  as  the 
Inland,  which  will  cause  a profit  of  many  hundreds  a year.  Will  do 
his  best,  though  told  he  is  designed  for  ruin  when  he  has  served  their 
turn.  Sir  John  puts  a boy,  recommended  by  Sir  PhiL  Frowde, 
before  the  writer,  or  Mr.  Parsons,  an  able  and  diligent  accountant. 
Has  100^.  a year  salary,  and  sends  15  dozen  Gazettes  on  Tuesdays, 
and  1 3 dozen  on  Thursdays,  for  which  some  pay  2d.  or  Zd.  each. 
Begs  support  under  discouragements.  [2  joagea\ 


July  -fj.  37.  Dr.  H.  Yerbury  to  Williamson.  In  April,  went  from  Geneva 

Breda.  to  Heildelberg ; dined  with  the  Prince  Elector,  who  spoke  of  the 
good  services  done  him  by  Mr.  Coventry  in  Sweden.  Went  down 
the  Rhine,  under  protection  of  an  envoy  whom  the  Elector  sent  to 
Breda,  taking  an  excursion  to  Antwerp  and  Brussels,  of  which 
Mr.  Allestree  has  given  an  account  Had  a pass  from  Van  Beveling, 
and  a letter  to  the  States  Comr.  at  the  Hague,  to  go  to  Leyden  and 
Amsterdam ; but  the  president  of  the  council  refus^  passage  to  any 
English,  and  said  that  they  all,  viz.,  Mr.  Packington,  Lord  Holies's 
chaplain,  Mr.  Allestree,  and  the  writer  were  prisoners  of  war,  for 
having  spoken  prejudicially  of  the  Holland  government,  but  in  con- 
sideration of  the  letter  tliey  brought,  they  should  be  sent,  not  to 
prison,  but  to  Breda.  Denied  having  so  s]x>ken,  and  challenged  proof ; 
this  was  refused,  and  they  were  sent  with  a messenger  to  Breda. 
Lord  Holies  was  much  displeased,  and  lord  [Ambassador]  Coventry 
sent  him  to  give  an  account  of  the  affairs  to  Van  Bevering.  He  said 
that  he  had  heard  from  the  States  that  the  affair  must  be  dismissed 
as  though  it  had  never  been,  and  tliat  any  process  thereon  might 
hinder  the  amicable  treaty  on  foot ; for  every  president  of  council 
is  not  so  obliging  as  could  be  wished,  not  being  the  same  as  in 
English  Parliaments,  where  the  speaker  is  constant  Kissed  hands, 
and  Van  Bevering  promised  to  be  yet  further  accountable  to  his 
Excellency.

Meanwhile,  300  or  400,  covered  by  the  smoke  from  the  ships, 
made  up  to  Landguard  Fort,  with  scaling  ladders  of  20  feet,  hand 
gr.inadoes,  drawn  cutlasses,  and  muskets,  and  came  close  up  to  tho 
fort ; their  reception  was  brisk  when  discoveretl,  and  they  were 
repulsed  after  half  an  hour  s assault.  Tliey  got  under  the  sand  banks, 
but  the  Lenox  and  Truelove  played  on  them  from  the  water.  An 
hour  after,  they  tried  again,  but  ran  away,  leaving  some  of  their 
ladders  and  arms.  By  9 p.m.  they  had  withdrawn  to  their  body 
about  Felixstow  Cliff ; they  stood  their  ground  the  longer  because 
their  boats  wore  aground,  but,  being  pressed  by  the  Earl  of  Suffolk, 
had  much  ado  to  keep  themselves  from  disorder.  This  lasted  from 
1 1 p.m,  to  2 a.m.,  when  the  water  floating  their  boats,  they  got  off 
to  their  ships,  which  at  6 a.in.  were  under  sail,  and  are  now  out 
of  sight,  Felixstow  Cliff  being  in  Ousley  Bay.  The  five  great 
Duten  siiips  still  ride  in  the  Sledway,  and  a Rear-Admiral  came 
yesterday  into  the  Rolling  Grounds.

Capt.  DareU,  Governor  of 
Landguord  Fort,  was  wounded,  but  not  dangerously.  Towards 
evening,  several  hundred  men  were  sent  to  the  other  side  of  the 
water,  under  command  of  Major  Legg ; they  were  very  welcome  to 
the  Earl  of  Suffolk,  but  the  enemy  were  drawn  off  before  they 
arrived.  Several  boats  laden  with  dead  men  put  off  from  the  shore. 
A Swede,  who  has  been  on  botird  De  Ruyter,  says  GO  or  80  are  slain 
by  their  own  confession,  some  being  commanders  of  quality.  A tall 
English  lieutenant-colonel  led  the  Dutch,  and  they  had  two  English 
pilots;  one  was  on  board  the  Vice-Admiral  that  ran  aground,  an 
accident  which  greatly  hindered  them.  There  were  three  squadrons  ; 
the  first  was  to  play  on  the  fort  from  the  Platters  side,  the  second 
from  the  Rolling  Ground  side,  and  the  third  to  come  straight  in. 
They  were  troubled  with  the  ships  lying  across  the  entrance,  not 
knowing  whether  they  were  men-of-war  or  firB.ships,  but  wondered 
more  to  see  some  of  them  sink.  They  expected  the  fort  to  yield  at 
first  sight,  thinking  there  were  but  30  gtms  and  150  men.  They 
sailed  yesterday  towards  Aldborough,  and  at  7 a.m.  the  Duke  of 
York  came  into  town,  where  he  stays  and  dines,  and  then  over  to 
Landguard.  [2  payea.^ 

73.  Rich.  Browne  to  Williamson.  Yesterday  the  Dutch  fleet 
was  spied  under  sail  from  Ousley  Bay  ; three  vessels  ran  aground  on 
Whiting  Sand,  which  caused  the  others  to  anchor  in  the  bay  two 
miles  off.  They  sent  10  men  to  land  and  pass  about  Orford  light- 
house, and  return;  they  have  not  attempted  to  land,  ns  was  ex- 
pected, but  stand  to  the  south,  two  leagues  off.  The  country  has 
come  down  in  gi-eat  companies,  both  horse  and  foot,  with  halberds, 
scythes  and  what  weapons  they  could  get ; also  there  are  four  com- 
l>anies  of  foot  and  two  troops  of  horse,  under  Sir  Rob.  Brooke, 
who  has  Ijeen  very  diligent.  Complains  that  a;i  express  sent  by 
him  was  stopped  as  usual  by  the  postmaster,  who  palled  off  the 
labels,  and  sent  it  five  or  six  lionrs  afterwards  with  the  maiL 

74.  Sir  Jo.  Bennet  to  Williamson.  The  Marlborough  carrier  was 
committed  by  a justice  of  peace,  indicted  for  breadi  of  an  Act  of  Par- 
liament ; he  cannot  be  released  till  that  procedure  p&ss  on  him,  and 
then  there  is  an  arrest  out  for  him.  Hopes  his  brother  [Lord 
Arlington]  will  consider  the  office,  and  not  pass  the  man  without 
security. 
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75.  J.  Knight  to  Williamson.  At  request  of  Sir  Arthur  Bassett, 
has  appointed  Rich.  Flaw  surgeon  to  his  regiment ; he  will  go  to 
Cornwall,  where  the  regiment  is  raising,  and  wants  his  commission. 

76.  Jo.  Lyndsey  to  Williamson.  A fleet  of  50  or  60  sail,  sup- 
posed to  be  the  Strait-s’  fleet,  has  passed  the  bay. 

77.  Thoa.  Waade  to  Williamson.  It  is  uncertain  whether  seven 
ships  that  passed  are  Hamburgers  or  Sir  Jeremy  Smith’s  squadron. 
A small  fleet  of  laden  colliers  has  passed  southward,  dogged  by  two 
pickeroons,  but  none  are  taken  as  yet. 

78.  Willm.  Freeman  to  Williamson.  A squadron  of  the  Dutch 
fleet,  appearing  ofT  the  North  Foreland,  causes  all  to  be  in  arms, 
lest  they  should  have  some  design  on  the  Island  [of  Thanet], 
Sandwich,  or  some  place  near. 

79.  Ri.  Watts  to  Williamson.  The  guns  have  been  beard  three 
days,  and  the  Dutch  are  supposed  to  bo  about  Harwich.  It  is 
reported  that  part  of  Bristol  is  fired  by  Ronush  treachery,  at  which 
people's  hearts  are  much  cast  down,  but  their  tongues  as  high  and 
loud  as  ever.  Three  ships  laden  with  deals,  which  have  lain  20  days, 
have  gone  up  the  river. 

80.  Col.  S.  Titus  to  Williamson.  At  8 a.m.  part  of  the  Dutch  fleet 
was  discovered,  standing  in  the  North  Foreland ; 14  ships  beside 
galliots,  &c. ; the  flags  of  one  vice-admiral  and  two  rear-admirals 
were  discerned ; expected  they  would  have  visited  the  Downs,  as 
they  had  wind  and  tide,  but  they  anchored  before  the  Foreland. 
Either  Margate  or  Deal  are  ready  for  them,  if  they  come  not  too 
many. 

81.  Rich.  Bower  to  Williamson.  Arrival  of  100  colliers  without 
convoy,  having  escaped  three  capers,  which  they  fell  in  witli. 
Sir  John  Hollwd  and  Sir  Wm.  Doyley’s  regiments  march  out  to- 
morrow, and  Lord  Townshend’s  new-raised  regiment,  with  Sir  Ralph 
Hare’s  of  the  county  militia,  come  in  ; the  constables  are  providing 
their  quarters.  The  reports  of  the  attempt  on  Landguard  Fort  are 
very  various. 

82.  Silas  Taylor  to  Williamson.  The  Duke  of  York  has  been  and 
confirmed  all  that  the  writer  bad  done  to  secure  the  town  and 
harbour ; was  laughed  at  then,  and  is  despised  now,  because  inherent 
modesty  prevents  his  putting  himself  forward  as  others.  The  country 
militia  have  knocked  out  the  brains  of  a Frenchman  found  in  a field. 
Several  carca.ses  have  been  driven  on  shore.  Has  written  by  every 
express  but  one.  The  Dutch  fleet  appears  now  the  same  as  seen  by 
the  Duke  of  York  through  a glass  on  Thursday.  The  Duke’s  pre- 
sence much  comforts  the  iieople.  The  fleet  has  three  admirals, 
and  is  in  the  Sledway  and  the  Gunfleet.  [2  pages.] 

83.  John  Clarke  to  Williamson.  There  have  sailed  10  or  12 
vessels  bound  to  Lyme,  Weymouth,  and  Portsmouth,  but  none  have 
arrived. 
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84.  John  Clarke  to  James  Hickes.  To  the  same  effect  as  the 
preceding. 

85.  Sir  Thos.  Allin  to  Williamson.  The  Drake  coming  from  Scilly 
reports  the  const  clear ; she  only  saw  Sir  Rob.  Holmes’s  squadron, 
&a  The  Drake  and  Nonsuch  are'gone  to  the  French  coast,  to  dis- 
cover what  they  can  of  the  enemy. 

8(i.  Edw.  Bodham  to  Williamson.  Arrival  of  60  sail  of  colliers ; 
they  sailed,  without  convoy,  with  200  more,  some  of  which  have  gone 
for  Boston,  the  Humber,  &c. ; 100  wished  to  secure  themselves  in 
Yarmouth  till  they  can  6nd  an  opportunity  to  get  for  London,  hut 
are  coming  into  Lynn,  being  unable  to  get  to  Yarmouth.  Thinks  the 
coals  will  be  carried  from  Lynn  to  London ; the  price  is  30s.  per 
chaldron  ; the  water  carriage  to  Cambridge  will  be  is.,  land  carriage 
thence  to  Ware  20a.  or  2.5s.,  and  water  carriage  from  Ware  to 
London  6s.  or  7s.  per  chaldron.

They  have  ^\uce  and  provision  yachts  coming  to  them 
daily ; they  make  false  fires  every  night.  Complains  that  the  labels 
are  taken  off  the  expresses,  and  that  they  ai*o  sent  by  the  common 
mail  ; also  that  twice  a week,  the  mail  for  London  is  kept  four  or 
five  hours  at  Ipswich.  The  postmasters  send  away  as  they  list,  and 
will  never  mind  unless  well  punished. 

106.  Ricli.  Browne  to  Williamson,  The  Butch  are  under  sail 
southward ; a further  attempt  up  the  river  is  feared.  Last  night 
an  alarm  was  raised,  and  home  and  foot  ran  to  arms,  because  four 
boats  were  spied,  and  would  not  discover  themselves  when  cbal* 
lengetl ; but  it  was  only  a Yarmouth  boat  sent  to  Harwich  for 
news.

108.  CoL  Ant.  Gilby  to  Williamson.  Wonders  to  hear  nothing 
of  Sir  Jeremy  Smith.  Two  prizes  laden  with  Norway  wood  have 
lately  come  into  Newcastle ; 200  laden  colliers  have  passed  south* 
ward.s.  Heare  the  Butch  are  coming  northwards;  is  in  better 
condition  to  receive  them,  the  works  to  the  river  being  well 
rej>aired. 

109.  CUaa.  Whittington  to  Williamson.  A laden  fleet  of  200  col- 
liers was  mistaken  for  Sir  J.  Smith's  fleet.  They  are  mostly  for 
Lynn,  and  have  come  without  convoy  ; many  of  timru  having  guns, 
they  kept  off  two  privateers. 

110.  J.  Hay  sham,  jun.,  to  James  Hickes.  On  appearance  of  40 
sail  in  the  West  Bay,  the  town  company  and  those  companies  that 
were  in  the  town  were  presently  in  a posture  of  defence.  The  Dept- 
ford went  to  see  what  they  were,  and  found  them  to  be  the  Straits' 
fleet  aud  some  coasters  from  Plymouth.

The  Duke  [of  Richmond], 
having  seen  60  sail  from  tlie  top  of  Kidgway,  hastened  down,  made 
no  stay  in  Weymouth,  but  spewed  to  Portland  to  have  a full  view 
of  them.  Meanwhile  the  country  militia  came  together  in  a sudden 
and  wonderful  manner,  showing  “*much  magnanimity,  and  reiwlved 
courage  against  French  and  Papists,  which  is  indeed  generally  the 
country's  great  obstacle but  the  fleet  proved  to  be  victuallers 
from  Plymouth  and  other  ports.

July  G.  112.  Anth.  Tliorold  to  [Williamson].  A gentleman  living  near 
I'T”''.  has  reported  to  Council  that  June  15,  being  the  day  on  which,  28 
or  23  years  since,  Prince  Maurice  raised  the  siege  of  Lyme,  was  kept 
as  a day  of  rejoicing,  private  meetings  held,  and  much  feasting  and 
shooting  of  small  guns.  Sir  John  Strode  and  Col.  Bishop,  deputy 
lieutenants,  were  sent  to  make  enquiries,  but  the  informer  coiild  not 
prove  any  point  of  his  charge,  whioli  was  mainly  false.  Has  lived 
seven  years  in  the  town,  and  known  the  day  kept  by  some  incon- 
siderable persons  putting  on  their  best  clothes,  and  eating  roast 
meat,  but  nut  countenanced  by  the  magistrates.  Forty  sail  have 
pa.ssed  eastward  from  Plj’mouth. 

July  6.  113.  Silas  Taylor  to  Williamson.  Several  Dutchmen  slain  ate 

Uaraicli.  ca.st  Up  by  the  sea  on  the  shore,  and  two  washed  bare  that  were 
buried  in  the  sand.  The  Roebuck  came  from  London  over  the 
Spitts,  and  found  all  clear  from  the  river.  The  Dutch  move  be- 
tween the  Gunfleet  and  Sledway.  When  they  assaulted  the  fort, 
they  dcridingly  cried  “ Peace,  peace.”  Has  little  faith  in  a peace ; 
the  humour  of  that  people  is  insolent,  and  the  little  they  have  got 
puffs  them  too  high  to  eom])ly  with  reason.  Guns  are  said  to  be 
heard  about  Aldborough.  The  Duke  of  York  is  still  at  Harwich, 
and  is  gone  to  Landguard  Fort;  he  will  return  if  he  finds  the 
Dutch  have  landed  al)Out  Aldborough.  The  chief  surgeon  has  dis- 
tributed the  31.  ordered  last  by  Williamson  for  the  wounded  seamen, 
and  it  was  received  with  many  thanks  and  prayers.  [1^  pagea^ 

July  6.  114.  Ma.  Anderton  to  Williamson.  The  Earls  of  Osaory  and  Cork 

Cbciter.  have  landed  at  Beaumaris  from  the  Dartmouth.  Lord  Ossory  has 
gone  for  Whitehall,  but  intended  to  stay  some  time  at  Bre.sby,  if 
the  Earl  of  Chesterfield  lie  at  home.  The  coasts  are  free  from 
pirates.

07.  John  Chirko  to  Williamson.  The  Dufr^h  fleet  is  gone  east- 
ward, and  burned  two  small  vessels  at  Torquay,  which  is  all  the 
mischief  they  did.  The  Earl  of  Bath  and  Sir  Thos.  Allin  are  still  at 
Dai  tmouth,  with  a body  of  militia,  and  fear  no  attempt  that  can  be 
inaile.

The  Blackamoor  pink 
arriverl  as  convoy  to  five  merchantmen  from  Dover,  bound  for  Ply- 
mouth. Three  are  waiting  for  orders,  not  knowing  the  enemy’s 
motion  in  those  parts;  the  other  two  have  come  in,  laden  with 
beef  and  pork ; they  only  met  with  the  Paradox  coming  from 
Harwich.

7+.  Thoa  Melmoth  to  Thos.  Hayter.  Shall  send  the  books  of 
shiiia  named,  on  return  of  the  carrier.  Asks  for  a supply  of  books 
by  Mr.  Matthews,  the  Exeter  carrier,  who  lodges  at  the  Red  Lion 
in  Red  Cross  Street,  those  sent  being  nearly  spent.  The  greatest 
part  of  the  third-rates  that  are  abroad  are  in  those  parts  and  on 
the  coast  of  Ireland ; supposes  they  will  return  there.  The  Drake 
and  Nonsuch  ketches  have  been  on  the  coast  of  France,  and  saw 
many  french  and  Dutch  privateers.  The  Sorlings  carried  in  a 
prize  to  Scilly  of  300  tons,  laden  with  wines  and  brandy.  The 
Dutch  are  gone  from  Dartmouth  to  the  eastward  ; they  fired  two 
smalt  barl«  in  Torquay,  but  made  no  other  attempt.

76.  Edw.  Gregory,  clerk  of  the  Cheque,  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  Has 
given  Mr.  Barton,  chief  mate  of  the  Unicorn  fire-ship,  a perfect  book. 
Cannot  comply  with  their  commands  about  the  watermen,  they  never 
having  been  mustered  by  him.  Saw  some  of  them  in  the  Henrietta 
yacht,  that  were  afterwards  sent  to  the  Unity,  where  they  have 
little  reason  to  challenge  a reward  for  good  service.  They  could  with 
dithculty  be  kept  aboard  the  Wednesday  morning  before  the  enemy 
came  up,  and  when  she  was  boarded,  they  were  the  first  that  forsook 
her.

77.  Thos.  Pointer  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  There  was  a mutiny  on 
board  the  Swallow,  the  commander  ordering  his  lieutenant  to  cause 
water  to  be  fetched  aboard,  and  the  compauy  refusing.  When  the 
lieutenant,  in  endeavouring  to  force  some  of  them  into  the  long 
boat,  wounded  two  or  three  of  them,  they  secured  him,  and  would 
not  go,  and  none  of  the  officers  appeared  much  on  his  behalf  The 
letter  drawn  up  by  them  was  sent  before  they  came  into  the  Humber, 
and  was  known  to  the  officers  of  the  ship.  The  Si)eedwell  brought  in 
two  small  prizes,  and  is  gone  to  lie  off  Newcastle.  The  Swallow 
and  four  others  named  Ue  in  the  road.

78.  WnL  Blaydes  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  Is  a great  deal  of  money 
out  of  ]>urse,  and  has  his  ground  taken  away,  which  all  goes  hard ; 
shall  be  forced  to  fill  short  of  his  winter  provision,  if  it  is  required 
for  the  ships  Five  ships  are  in  the  Humber,  lias  stopp^  the 
leak  in  the  Swallow,  to  ease  the  men  pumping,  but  not  so  as  to 
make  her  fit  for  sea,  the  leak  being  in  the  powder  room  and  under 
water.  Capts  Coleman  and  Buss  require  stores,  which  he  is 
not  able  to  supply  without  money.  The  40  deals  and  dozen  spars 
sent  on  shore  by  Capt.  Coleman  have  been  seized  by  the  Custom- 
house men.

81.  Hugh  Acland  to  Williamson.  The  Dutch  being  on  the  coast 
have  put  them  to  much  trouble,  although  they  attempted  nothing. 
The  country  is  in  a very  good  posture,  and  ready  to  venture  all  for 
defence  of  King  and  country. 

82.  Rich.  Bower  to  Williamson.  Thos.  Ravens  and  John  Paine 
are  the  men  to  be  put  into  the  warrant  as  masters  for  the  hoy 
Capt.  Ward’.s  troop  has  left ; Sir  Wm.  Doyley’s  regiment  has  arrived, 
as  also  Sir  Ralph  Knight’s  troop,  which  was  rai.sed  upon  the  edge 
of  Nottinghamshire  and  Yorkshire,  and  has  travelled  seven  score 
miles  since  Tuesday.  Twenty  sail  of  colliers  are  gone  for  London. 
Four  Hamburgers  from  the  Thames  report  that  45  sail  of  the  Dutch 
ride  at  anchor  at  the  Gunfleet 
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S3.  Anth.  Thorold  to  James  Hickes.  The  Dutch  fleet  was  seen 
oAT  Weymouth,  and  two  small  vessels  were  burnt  by  them  at  Torquay, 
because  they  were  not  allowed  to  come  ashore  for  water. 

84.  John  Pocock  to  Williamson.  The  fleet,  believed  to  be  Dutch, 
that  laid  at  anchor  off  Portland,  has  weighed  and  stood  away  towards 
the  Isle  of  Wight. 

85.  John  Lysle  to  William-son.  The  Dutch  fleet  of  45  sail,  an- 
choring about  three  leagues  from  the  island,  gave  a general  alarm  ; if 
they  make  any  attempt,  shall  be  able  to  deal  with  them,  the  prin- 
cipal landing  place  being  well  fortified  with  batteries  and  men,  both 
horse  and  foot.  Supposes  they  only  lie  upon  those  jiarts  in  a bravado. 

8G.  Jo.  Carlisle  to  Williamson.  The  nine  Dutch  vessels  which 
laid  off  the  Goodwin  have  stopped  18  billanders  from  Ostend,  bound 
for  London.  Capt.  Kenton,  who  took  the  Dutch  r^ket  and  packet 
boat,  has  taken  another  pink  going  express  to  the  Dutch  fleet,  which 
is  to  the  westward.  The  pink  was  plundered  by  a French  privateer, 
and  then  Capt.  Kenton  took  and  sent  her  into  Dover.  The  Dutch 
threw  the  packet  overboard,  but  some  letters  are  saved,  and  some 
libels  and  ballads,  which  arc  sent  to  Court  Capt  Canning,  another 
privateer,  has  taken  a Swede,  laden  with  wine  and  brandy,  bound 
for  Sweden,  as  he  says,  but  it  is  supposed  that  a packet  found 
aboard  from  the  Dutch  will  condemn  him.  Hopes  Williamson  will 
have  no  ill  opinion  of  him  (the  writer)  through  Mr.  Carr’s  leaving 
Dover  for  Calais  by  a counterfeit  pass  &om  Lord  Gerard ; knew 
nothing  of  it,  yet  is  much  blamed  at  the  Castle. 

87.  Col.AntGilby  to  Williamson.  Several  Parliament  men  decline 
coming  to  the  meeting  of  the  House.  Knows  not  the  reason.  Dares 
not  leave  that  place  without  leave,  and  is  ashamed  to  ask  it  whilst 
the  enemy  is  upon  the  coast ; but  if  his  service  in  the  House  of  Par- 
liament might  be  more  \iseful  to  His  Majesty,  shall  be  very  ready  to 
attend. 

88.  Chas.  Whittington  to  WUliamson.  The  captain  of  the 
Speedwell  has  taken  two  hoys  laden  with  timber,  hemp,  flax,  &c 
The  Hampshire  is  victualling,  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  sea.  The 
two  prizes  of  the  Panther  and  Fanfan  are  in  Whitebooth  Road. 

89.  G.  Blount  to  Williamson.  Thanks  for  his  care  in  his  wife’s 
business  before  the  Comptroller.  The  favour  which  the  latter  pos- 
sesses will  dispel  whatever  trouble  arises  in  it.  His  wife  desires  to 
know  whether  the  Duke  of  Bnckingham  is  restored  to  his  places  as 
well  as  liberty. 

90.  Wm.  Battle  to  Lord  Arlington.  Particulars  of  the  move- 
ments of  the  Dutch  fleet.  It  has  gone  to  the  southward,  the  foreroost 
being  now  off  the  Ounfleet,  and  the  course  was  judged  tobe  towards 
the  river.  The  whole  number,  so  far  as  he  can  judge,  is  but  46, 
nearly  half  of  which  are  ketches  and  hoys. 

91.  Wm.  Battle  to  Lord  Arlington.  Saw  from  the  Beacon 
House  the  whole  fleet  weigh  anchor,  and  40  stul  are  plying  it  with 
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all  the  sail  they  can  behind  the  Gunlleet  for  the  river,  but  as  the 
wind  is  south,  they  cannot  make  much  way;  17  sail  stood  off  from 
the  fleet  towards  the  Downs,  and  may  be  gone  upon  some  mis- 
chievous design  upon  some  other  coa-st,  while  the  main  body  may 
draw  down  the  forces  towards  the  Thames  mouth  ; has  therefore 
ventured  u]X>n  sending  him  a second  e.vpress,  but  the  postmaster  of 
Ipswich  will  not  send  it  un'eas  he  is  paid  for  the  first.  Sends  his 
man  1 3 miles  on  his  own  horse,  and  would  do  so  throughout,  at  his 
own  cliargc,  rather  than  necessary  information  should  suffer  such 
halts. 

92.  Col.  £dw.  Qrey  to  Williamson.  Lord  Arlington,  commanded 
him  to  leave  a memorial  with  Williamson,  to  remind  his  lordship  of 
two  ensigns’  commissions  in  Berwick ; desires  that  he  will  do  so. 

93.  Edw.  Bodham  to  Williamson.  A Dantzic  ship  from  Norway, 
laden  with  deals,  with  30  sail  bound  for  Hamburg  and  Holland, 
most  of  which  came  out  of  the  Sound,  reports  that  Norway  hoped 
for  pence,  as  they  suffered  more  by  the  war  than  either  England  or 
Holland ; most  of  the  ships  in  Norway  lie  ready  laden  for  London, 
upon  the  first  news  of  peace.  She  met  with  no  inen-of-war  in  the 
passage,  but  was  boarded  by  a Dutch  ship  of  two  guns,  which,  after 
a short  dispute,  set  her  free.  Capt.  Robinson,  commander  of  a ketch 
belonging  to  Sir  Jeremiah  Smith’s  squadron,  chased  the  sloop,  and 
is  supposed  to  have  taken  her. 

94.  Nath,  Herne  to  Williamson.  The  oflice  of  consul  at  Majorca 
was  promised  to  Sir  And  King  for  a person  not  named  ; sent  the 
latent  accordingly,  but  the  ambassador  at  Madrid  objects  to  it  in 
favour  of  another.  Will  suffer  in  reputation  unless  the  promise  is 
kept.  Endorsed,  “ Sir  John  Frederick,  the  consul  of  Majorca." 

The  King  to  the  Wardens  and  Electors  of  New  College  and 
Winchester  College.  Understands  that  inter-elections  are  allowed  by 
the  College,  and  frequently  granted  by  them,  for  speeding  .scholars 
from  Winchester  School  to  New  College.  Requests  one  for  election 
of  a son  of  John  Dingley,  one  of  the  band  of  pensioners  for  whom 
a resignation  has  been  freely  obtained  at  Winchester  School,  and 
who  is  capable  of  removal  to  New  College.  [J?nt.  Book  27, 
/.  1236.] 

95.  Petition  of  Capt.  Robert  Chaloner,  Bluemantle  pursuivant- 
at-arms,  to  the  King,  for  the  place  of  Lancaster  herald,  void  by 
death  of  W in.  Ryley ; served  the  late  King  in  the  wars,  and  only 
foiled  to  be  made  a herald  at  the  Restoration  because  there  was 
no  place  vacant. 

Grant  to  Robert  Chaloner,  Bluemantle  pursuivant,  of  the  office  of 
Ijancaster  herald,  void  by  the  death  of  Wm.  Ryley,  fee,  40  marks 
a year.  Minute.  [J?n<.  Boo6  23,  p.  525.]

90.  Chas.  Honey  wood  to  Williamson.  The  Isle  of  Wight,  de.scry- 
ing  50  soil  of  the  Dutch  fleet,  took  an  alarm  by  firing  guns  and  beating 
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drums.  Has  sent  out  a scout  for  intelligence,  and  to  watch  their 
motions,  and  he  has  not  yet  come  in. 

97.  Chas.  Honeywood  to  Williamson.  The  scout  sent  out  dis- 
covered the  lights  of  the  Dutch  fleet,  but  could  not  tell  their  num- 
ber ; they  all  Bto*>d  eastward.  She  met  with  a galliot  hoy,  but 
dared  not  attempt  anything. 

98.  Hugh  Salesbury  to  Williamson.  The  Dutch  fleet  that  was 
before  Plymouth  and  Dartmouth  came  by  the  Isle  of  Wight,  where 
the  people  took  alarm  ; and  by  firing  signals,  those  at  Portsmouth 
took  it,  but  the  Dutch  went  eastward.  All  things  are  in  a good 
condition  there. 

99.  John  Conny  to  Williamson,  The  enemy  have  appeared,  and 
are  now  at  anchor.  It  was  a providence  they  did  not  come  directly 
into  Sheemess,  os  there  was  only  one  gun  mounted  this  morning, 
and  not  any  powder  nor  shot ; but  20  barrels  and  some  shot  have 
gone  down,  and  hopes  to  have  12  or  14  gims  mounted  before  night, 
by  which  time  the  soldiers  may  possibly  be  fitted  with  match  and 
bullets,  of  which  they  arc  destitute.  The  Heivcrsome,  a Dutch  man- 
of-war  of  64  guns,  taken  in  the  last  war,  being  ordered  to  Sheemess 
to  lodge  men  working  at  the  fort,  ran  ujion  one  of  the  fly-lwats  sunk 
at  the  chain  for  the  security  of  the  river,  the  stump  of  whose  main- 
mast is  gone  through  her  bilge  ns  high  as  her  gun  deck,  which  will 
inevitably  be  her  loss.  Is  out  of  fear  there  of  tlie  enemy,  except  as 
to  his  landing  at  Gillingham,  ami  coming  on  the  back  of  the 
fortifications. 

100.  Job.  Smith  to  WiUiamson.  The  Dutch  have  weighed  anchor, 
gone  further  off  from  tlie  shore,  and  were  seen  at  Uio  bock  of  the 
Goodwin  Sands,  as  if  they  intended  for  Dover  or  further.  They  met 
the  Ostend  fleet,  and  carried  them  all  witli  them  except  one,  >rhich 
had  horses  in  it 

101.  Jo.  Carlisle  to  Williamson.  Forty  of  the  Dutch  fleet  have 
sailed  westward,  nine  of  which  are  supposed  to  Vkj  the  ships  that 
lay  by  the  North  Foreland,  the  rest  merchant  and  fire  ships.  The 
Handers  packet  has  brought  news  of  peace.  Our  French  jwcket  w 
taken  either  by  the  French  or  Dutch. 

102.  Kich.  Browne  to  Williamson.  The  nine  Dutch  men-of-war 
that  have  been  in  the  bay  for  three  weeks  set  sail  on  Sunday,  and 
stood  to  the  southward ; the  next  day  a small  vessel  stood  in  close 
to  the  shore,  expecting  some  colliers,  1 1 of  which  have  sailed  south- 
ward. Some  difference  has  arisen  amongst  the  militia  officers  of 
that  county  upon  some  alterations ; it  is  reported  that  Sir  Robert 
Brooke,  lieut.-colonel  to  Sir  John  Rous,  is  committed  to  the  Tower 
for  speaking  against  Papists.  Conceives  these  reports  to  be  from 
seditious  spirits. 

103.  Wm.  Wcarden  to  Williamson.  Desires  he  will  ask  Sir  John 
Bonnet  to  respite  the  time  of  his  coming  up.  Is  in  ill  health,  and 
on  the  eve  of  receiving  the  royal  aid  money,  as  head  collector  for 
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that  hundred.  Supposes  the  summons  to  be  grounded  on  some 
mistake.  Doubts  not  but  to  be  able  to  clear  himself. 

lot.  W.  Battie  to  William-son.  Wishes,  when  ho  appointed  him  to 
send  expresses,  he  had  appointed  the  Ipswich  postmaster  to  take 
them.  Unles.'.  the  same  information  comes  by  other  hands,  the 
ser\'ice  is  prejudiced,  as  also  his  own  reputation,  which  he  must 
stand  upon,  being  newly  in  office.  The  17  ships  parting  from  the 
fleet  for  the  Downs  looks  like  a desire  for  mischief  upon  some  otljer 
coast,  while  the  fleet  is  towards  the  river.  Three  more  considerable 
ships  came  back  when  the  1 7 were  out  of  sight,  and  are  gone  in  the 
same  course.  Desires  that  his  letters  may  be  directed  to  Alderton, 
to  be  left  at  Woodbridge,  Suffolk. 

1U5.  John  Lysle  to  Williamson.  Apologizes  for  misdating  his  letter 
of  the  22nd  for  the  29th,  as  the  alarm  was  sounding  in  his  ears,  and 
he  in  attendance  on  a liattery  of  .six  guna  The  Dutch  fleet  of  SO 
sail  has  weighed  anchor  and  sailed  towards  the  East.  Their  inten- 
tions are  unknown ; aU  are  upon  their  guard  there  to  receive  any 
enemy  that  may  invade. 

IOC.  Rich.  Forster  to  Williamson.  Hears  from  Scotland  that 
they  have  taken  20  more  prizes.  Tlie  Speedwell  and  Nightingale 
are  come  to  the  Bar  with  two  other  ships,  supposed  to  be  prizea 
Lord  Ogle  has  gone  to  Lord  Widdriugton’s,  and  intends  to  see  Ber- 
wick before  he  comes  back.  Lord  Carlisle  came  to  town  last  night. 

107.  John  Clarke  to  James  Hickea  The  Earl  of  Bath  and  Sir 
Thos.  Allin  have  returned,  leaving  Dartmouth  well  fortified,  having 
planted  ICO  guns  upon  the  quays,  &c.  The  Dutch  fleet  are  sup- 
posed to  have  tmitt^  the  coast.  Tlie  Drake  frigate  and  Nonsuch 
ketch  arc  the  only  ships  at  Plymouth,  but  four  French  frigates  are 
plying  up  and  down  the  coast. 

108.  John  Clarke  to  Williamson.  To  the  same  effect. 

109.  James  Welsh  to  Williamson.  About  30  sail  of  Hollanders 
have  jiassed  the  Bay  westward,  supposed  to  be  merchant  ships  and 
convoys,  together  with  four  great  hoys.  Tliere  is  a flying  report  of 
a Dutch  packet  taken  off  Farley,  going  after  the  Holland  fleet, 
which  passed  by  ten  days  since. 

110.  Capt.  Silos  Taylor  to  Williamson.  Some  ships  came  to  the 
Dutch  fleet  lying  there,  supposed  to  be  victuallers,  and  Sir  Joseph 
Jordan  believes  they  have  taken  in  two  or  three  months’  victuals. 
They  have  since  weighed  and  stood  for  the  Gunfleet,  where  they 
saw  several  small  colliers  from  Yarmouth  under  convoy;  they 
pursued  the  Spy  returning  from  convoy  of  colliers,  and  she  came  in 
there.  Very  much  shooting  was  heard  from  the  buoy  of  the  Nore, 
where  they  are  gone  ; wishes  Sheemess  may  be  in  a state  of 
defence.

&c.,  to  Hull,  be.sides  a light  ketch,  which  she  sent  into  Whitby. 

130.  Sir  John  llonson  to  Williamson.  Sent  to  the  deputy  lieu- 
tenants near  the  place  where  Mr.  Rolph  is  a prisoner,  when  three  of 
them  sent  for  Mr.  Rolph,  who  would  give  no  other  security  than 
his  bare  parole  for  his  return  to  the  Isle  of  Wight  Conceiving  this 
not  to  be  suitable  to  Lord  Arlington’s  intentions,  they  have  detained 
him  until  further  orders.

143.  Capt.  John  Shaw  to  Lord  Arlington.  Found  our  squadron 
anchored  this  morning  a little  below  Lm,  and  the  Dutch  almut  the 
Buoy  of  the  Ower,  at  which  distance  they  remained  till  high  water, 
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when  the  most  p.n-t  weighed  anclior,  and  laid  driving  with  topsails 
to  the  mast.  Our  squadron  weighed,  so  that  in  a short  time  our  fire- 
shii>a  got  within  shot  of  their  greatest  ships,  and  kept  themselves 
in  very  good  order,  to  make  use  of  any  advantage  for  boarding ; but 
the  Dutch,  being  in  the  weather,  drove  away  as  fast  as  the  fire- 
ships ; does  not  conceive  it  probable  anything  was  effected  against 
so  many  disadvantages.  Everything  was  acted  with  prudence  and 
gallantry,  the  fire-ships  keeping  ns  close  as  they  possibly  could ; 
the  Dutch,  during  most  part  of  the  ebb,  laid  battering  off  most 
of  them,  as  fast  ns  they  could  fire,  and  spent  abundance  of  shot,  but 
did  little  damage,  ns  no  vessels  were  sunk  nor  burnt.  Sir  Edward 
Sprngg  and  the  frigates  laid  in  very  good  order,  and  had  enough  of 
the  enemy's  shot ; ho  was  obliged  to  expose  the  frigates  to  more 
than  ordinary  danger,  ns  the  Dutch  bore  on  them,  and  to  keep  his 
fire-ships  ne.ar,  the  frigates  endured  their  battery  a long  time,  and 
bravely  kept  a little  distance  a head  till  the  sun  set,  when  the 
Dutch  came  to  anchor  a little  below  the  Buoy  of  the  Ower,  and  our 
squadron  a little  above  it,  about  one  and  half  miles  distant  from 
each  other.  Has  no  account  of  the  good  or  ill  success  in  this  dis- 
pute, but  intends  to  go  aboard  to-morrow.  The  Dutch  squadron  are 
20  sail,  six  of  which  are  fire-ships  ; at  the  latter  part  of  the  ebb, 
three  or  four  fire-ships  and  five  hoys  c.ame  out  of  the  Medway, 
which  likewise  fell  on  part  of  the  Dutch  squadron  that  did  not 
weigh  anchor,  and  shot  at  them  several  broad.sides,  so  that  they 
retired  out  of  their  reach,  and  are  anchored  about  a mile  distant- 
Has  sent  the  Prince  and  Earl  of  Middleton  a copy  of  this  letter, 
but  cannot  procure  homes  at  a convenient  warning.  Begs  he  will 
desire  the  Earl  either  to  furnish  him  with  one,  or  give  him  more 
ample  powers  to  press  what  may  be  required.  [2  payee.] 


July  25.  144.  Ri.  Watts  to  Williamson.  As  Terry,  whom  he  settled

Two  or 
three  were  at  anchor  about  two  leagues  from  that  bay,  and  are  gone 
cruLsing  to  the  northward ; three  came  close  into  the  shore  with 
several  boats,  but  the  fishermen  discovering  them  raised  an  alarm, 
BO  that  they  stood  olT  again  to  sea,  and  have  not  since  been 
seen.  There  are  no  forces  in  the  town  to  make  any  considerable 
resistance. 

148.  Capt.  James  Welsh  to  Williamson.  Two  privateers  arrived  ; 
also  a small  shallop  of  Dieppe,  to  attend  a vessel  from  which  she  is 
to  re-ship  merchant  goods  for  Flanders.  A privateer  having  infor- 
mation went  out  at  night,  'took  the  French  shallop,  and  kept  her 
at  the  harbour’s  mouth  upon  ransom,  but  the  goods  were  not  on 
board ; 40  Holland  men-of-war  are  plying  to  and  fro  in  the  bay, 
some  of  which  chased  a privateer  into  Rye. 

149.  Hugh  Salesbuiy  to  Williamson,  lord  Gerard  is  returned  to 
the  town.  Has  heard  nothing  of  the  Dutch  fleet  since  it  passed 
by  on  Sunday  night.  Of  two  carvels  arrived  from  the  Thames,  one 
that  hod  goods  aboard  escaped  the  Dutch  fleet,  but  the  other  fell  in 
amongst  tnera,  and  brings  word  that  those  that  went  to  the  cai-t- 
ward  were  30  sail,  and  that  they  saw  60  sail  more  off  the  Goodwin 
Sands. 

1 50.  Rich.  Bower  to  Williamson.  Two  small  laden  colliers  going 
to  London  have  been  taken,  and  the  three  Swedes  that  were  in  the 
road  stayed  by  the  Dutch.  Two  capers  have  been  seen  off  the 
coa.st.  A master  from  Harwich  reports  that  10  fire-ships  set  sail 
for  the  Buoy  of  the  Nore,  understanding  there  was  some  engage- 
ment between  the  Dutch  and  us.  Sir  Wm.  Doyley’s  regiment  h.as 
left  the  town,  and  port  of  Sir  Ralph  Knight's  troop  is  drawn  off  to 
convey  some  money  to  London, 
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151.  Win.  Levi ng  to  Lord  Arlington.  This  day  Capt.  Lockier, 
Major  Blood,  Timothy  Butler,  and  others  fell  upon  CJorporal  Darcy 
and  his  party  in  a narrow  lane  near  Darrington,  and  fidler  a long 
fight,  rescued  Capt.  Mason,  and  took  him  away  with  them.  Bode 
into  the  town  for  assistance,  but  the  people,  being  sore  afraid  at  the 
desperate  fight,  ran  into  their  houses,  and  not  one  appeared.  As 
soon  ns  Justice  Stringer  lind  notice,  lie  came  in  person  to  encourage 
the  party,  and  provided  a surgeon  to  dress  Corporal  Darcy  and 
three  others’  wounds.  Has  given  the  Justice  directions  as  to  the 
country  known  by  Capt.  Mason,  and  he  has  sent  the  Hue  and  Cry 
after  them.  Some  who  know  them  should  be  about  the  outsides 
of  the  city,  as  they  will  ])robably  make  for  London.  A gentleman 
was  slain,  who  was  accidentally  in  the  company.  Only  escaped 
himself  by  taking  a house,  and  after  they  were  gone,  surrendering 
himself  prisoner  to  the  corporal. 

152.  Jonas  Shish  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  Asks  a warrant  to  the 
Master  of  Attendance,  to  fit  and  dock  the  Franakin.  The  timber 
bought  by  Sir  Wm.  Batten  of  Sir  Robt  Brooke  lies  on  the  ground, 
and  no  care  is  taken  to  send  it  into  Barking  Wharf.  Judges  the 
neglect  lies  with  the  purveyor  there ; Mr.  Mayors  is  in  great  want 
of  it  l^Ad/ni,  Paper.'\ 

153.  Sir  Thoa.  Allin  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  The  surgeon  of  the 
Drake  having  roisdemeaned  himself  towards  the  commander,  Capt. 
Herwood,  on  shore,  the  Mayor  committed  him  to  prison,  from 
whence  he  has  since  been  discharged,  but  has  fled  from  the  justice 
of  a oourtr-martial.  Has  put  Win.  Thomas  in  his  place.  Wants  his 
impress  money,  and  other  customary  privileges,  and  that  the  wages 
due  to  the  late  surgeon  may  be  stopped  for  future  satisfaction.

154.  Sir  Wm.  Coventry  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  Does  not  under- 
stand how  low  the  Lewis  has  fallen  down.  If  Sir  Wm.  Warren  is 
assured  of  the  safety  of  the  mast  ship  at  Londonderry,  it  will  be  best 
for  her  to  stay  there  till  they  hear  further  of  the  peace  j but  if  he 
doubts,  some  of  the  Kings  ships  plying  off  there  are  to  convoy  her 
into  Kiusale,  for  greater  security.  [Adm.  Paper.] 

155.  John  Robinson,  master  of  the  Hopewell  and  Margaret  ketch, 
to  the  Navy  Comrs.  Was  ordered  by  Sir  Jer.  Smith  and  Sir  Wm. 
Coventry  to  cruise  in  Lynn  and  Boston  Deeps.  Chased  many  pri- 
vateers, but  could  not  get  at  them.  Shall  I'emain  at  his  station  till 
the  30th  insl,  and  then  go  to  the  Humber  for  orders.  Has  not 
received  any  pay  nor  imprest  money ; spent  50i.  in  sails  and  cord- 
age, and  on  coming  into  Hull,  must  have  the  ketch  fitted  again. 
Desires  that  Mr.  Pointer  at  Hull  may  pay  him  60/.  [Adm,  Paper.] 

156.  Capt.  Hen.  Millett  to  Sir  Wm.  Penn.  The  ship  is  ready,  and 
only  wants  men.  Shall  come  up  with  the  pinnace  for  some,  and 
will  then  wait  upon  him.  [Aditi,  Paper.] 
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157.  Comr.  John  Taylor  to  the  Navy  Conns.  Wrote  to  the 
deputy  victualler  at  Ipswich,  to  deliver  harbour  victuals  on  petty 
warrant.  He  wrote  to  Squire  Gauden,  who  says  he  is  not  obliged  to 
deliver  harbour  victuals  in  that  port,  and  the  deputy  victuallers  will 
not  grant  them  except  on  condition  of  the  writer’s  paying  for  them  if 
not  allowed;  700  or  800  men  sometimes  come  in  one  evening, |who 
have  marched  many  miles  that  day,  and  71.  or  81.  worth  of  lieer,  oread, 
and  cheese  are  demanded  by  Lord  Oxford’s  motion  ; and  his  lordship 
himself  has  several  times  sent  in  writing  for  three  butts  of  beer  and 
some  charcoal,  which  have  been  delivered.  Soldiers  are  made  use  of, 
day  and  night,  in  mooring  ships  and  landing  ordnance,  for  whom 
beer,  biscuit,  and  cheese  must  bo  allowed.  Money  is  required  to 
begin  with  the  sunk  shi}»,  else  no  man  will  stir  out  without  force ; 
and  then  they  threaten  and  some  do  run  away,  so  dares  not  hazard  it. 
The  undertakers  will  spend  no  more  in  securing  the  ships.  Sir 
Joseph  Jordan  went  out  yesterdivy,  with  16  fire-ships  and  6 small 
vessels  of  war.  Wishes  he  had  half-a-dozen  fourth-rates  in  his 
company,  as  there  would  be  good  account  of  something  done  with 
the  enemy  ere  they  returned.  The  stoi-ekeeper  has  sent  the  account 
of  receipts  since  23rd  Feb.  Watkins,  the  smith,  is  quite  dis- 
heartened, and  cannot  hold  up  Ids  hearl  any  longer  without  1 OOl. 
Asks  for  orders  as^  to  the  demands  of  the  Swedes’  ships,  for  which 
111.  is  due.  [A dm.  Paper,  2 pages.]  Encloses, 


157.  I.  Denis\Oauden  to  Comr.  Taylor.  Observes  there  is  a com- 
plaint that  the  ships  lying  at  Ipswich  are  in  want  of 
necessaries,  which  is  not  unlikely,  as  they  are  hi  harbour 
victuals,  which  does  not  admit  the  same  allowance  or  eiMs 
as  sea  victuals.  Is  not  obliged  to  deliver  any  luirbour 
victuals  in  that  poH,  and  it  is  not  for  the  service  that  it 
shcnild  be  so  at  this  time  ; but  if  sea  victuals  be  appointed, 
they  shall  be  supplied  [Copy.]

July  26.  2.  Daniel  Furzer  to  the  Navy  Comra.  The  ])romise  of  cflectual 

BristoL  payment  of  0001.  was  some  satisfaction,  as  Sir  'I’hos.  Langton’s 
agent  had  the  same  intelligence  ; but  the  failing  of  it  has  put  him  to 
the  more  trouble,  by  reason  of  his  confident  engaging  his  word  there- 
upon. Sir  Tho.s.  Langton  is  also  much  unsatisfied,  and  his  agent  is 
put  to  much  trouble  in  going  to  and  fro  from  day  to  day,  not 
knowing  when  he  shah  receive  the  money.  [Adm.  Paper.] 
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3,  John  Smith  to  Williamson.  The  Dutcli  liave  not  come  again, 
Vmt  much  tears  them  at  their  ixjturn  out  of  the  river,  if  there  be  not 
peace.  Some  of  their  tenders  have  taken  another  com  hoy,  making 
three  altogether ; shall  loss  00^  by  it.  Is  persuaded  the  fishermen 
belonging  to  Chatham  river,  and  others  about  Barking,  give  the 
Dutch  notice  how  passages  ai*e,  by  reason  the  Dutch  let  them  fish 
near  if  not  amongst  them.  There  were  500  quarters  of  corn  in  the 
three  hoys,  beside  the  loss  of  the  vessels.  Doubts  not  but  he  has 
minded  Esquire  Evelyn  of  ln.s  busiue.s.s.  Has  his  accounts  with 
Mr.  Fillingham  Clarke  and  Mr.  King.

July  2G.  4.  Jos.  Carlisle  to  Williamson.  Arrival  of  Sir  Jo.  Coventry  from 

Pow.  Breda,  with  a report  that  the  peace  is  (M>neluded.  The  Nieuport 
packet  brings  news  that  there  was  great  rioting  in  Holland  and 
Zealand  for  joy  of  the  peace.  It  was  the  Dutch  who  plundered 
Mr.  Garrat  and  others,  and  afterwards  let  them  go,  and  who  took  tho 
Calais  packet  boat.  Thanks  for  his  letter  concerning  Mr.  Carr ; if 
blamed  in  that  busines.s,  it  will  be  without  cause,  as  none,  can  be 
more  cautious  or  strict  than  himself  in  the.se  cross  times.  Never  lets 
any  one  go  over  without  a pass  from  Court,  or  from  the  Commis- 
sioners aj>pointed  at  Dover  by  the  Lord  Warden  to  examine  all  that 
come  or  go.  No  ships  are  there  but  the  one  tlmt  brought  over 
Sir  Jo.  Coventry,  and  which  wears  the  white  flag. 


July  26.  5.  Marquis  of  Worcester  to  Lord  Arlington.  Acquainted  his 

4 A.M.  Highne.ss  with  Capt.  Shaw  being  sent  to  Allhallows.  The  captain 
SheerncM.  pleased  to  show  him  the  Colonel's  letter  ; has  left  him  writing 

an  account  of  what  j)ussed  yesterday  in  their  sight.  Believes  the 
enemy  spent  near  1,000  great  shot,  but  wdth  little  or  no  execution. 
Sir  Edw.  Spragg,  who  followed  them  out  of  the  river,  hardly 
vouchsafed  them  one.  they  not  being  within  the  distance,  and  left 
them  with  the  turn  of  the  tide,  and  fell  a little  back,  but  the  enemy 
did  not  care  to  follow  him,  though  they  had  both  wind  and  tide. 
Hopes  Sir  Joseph  Jordan  might,  with  this  wind,  do  great  execution 
witli  his  fire-ships.  Is  sorry  the  Hou.se  of  Commons  is  too  ready 
to  di.scourage  those  that  he  is  sure  are  not  found  unnecessary  there  ; 
shall,  however,  keep  his  own  men. 


July  2C.  G.  Capt.  John  Shaw*  to  Lord  Arlington.  The  Dutch  came  there 
8 p.m.  this  morning  early.  Saw  some  ships  coming  towards  them  ; the 

Ifle  of  Qraioe.  at  them,  and  immetliately  after  several  were  on  fire,  and 

their  whole  squadron  clouded  with  smoke  of  their  own  ordnance  and 
that  of  the  fire-ships,  which  conGnned  his  judgment  Uiat  they  were 
a sqxiadron  of  fire-ships  sent  from  Harwich,  and  put  him  in  great 
hopes  of  the  total  destruction  of  the  Dutch  squadron.  They  appeared 
to  be  about  21  sail.  Hoj)ed  that  everyone  would  have  boarded  a 
Dutch  ship,  and  burnt  together;  but  when  the  smoke  vanished, 
saw  the  Dutch  still  riding  in  their  bertlis,  and  five  of  our  fire- 
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shifB  bumuig  without  grappling  with  any,  so  could  not  observe 
that  they  burnt  any  of  the  Dutch.  The  rest  of  the  21  sail  stood 
away  to  the  southward,  and  two  or  three  Dutch  men-of-war  stood 
in  amongst  them,  one  of  which,  coming  on  ground  near  Sheppey, 
they  having  no  hopes  of  getting  her  ofl',  set  fire  to  her  them- 
selves, and  she  afterwards  drove  ashore  about  four  miles  below 
Sheerness.  Prince  Rupert  was  nearer  to  her  than  himself,  and, 
without  doubt,  he  will  he.ar  of  it  from  him.  Our  ships  afterwards 
tacked  and  stood  about,  out  of  shot  of  the  Dutch,  who  did  not  weigh 
anchor  to  pursue  them,  so  that  1 5 sail  anchored  safe  by  Sir  Edw. 
Spragg’s  squadron.  Wishes  they  could  have  had  better  success,  ns 
.such  an  opportunity  might  have  produced  more  honourable  effects. 
Has  sent  three  expresses  to  Earl  Middleton;  could  not  send  Lord 
Craven  duplicates  for  want  of  horses,  hut  doubts  not  Sir  Edw.  Spragg 
has  given  him  an  account  of  this  engagement.  The  Dutch  have 
weighed,  and  arc  driven  down  seven  miles  below  the  Buoy  of  the 
Ower,  but  Sir  Etlw.  Spragg  is  still  at  anchor.  [2 

7.  John  Clarke  to  Williamson.  Sir  Thos.  Allin  sent  out  the 
Drake  frigate  upon  the  scout,  which  reports  the  Dutch  fleet  to  have 
been  seen  off  the  Isle  of  Wight  Only  two  or  three  colliers  have 
arrived  The  train  bands  are  still  guarding  the  coast ; it  is  lie- 
lieved  the  Dutch  fleet  will  not  visit  those  parts  again,  knowing 
how  well  they  are  jirovided  to  receive  them.  Two  vessels,  driven 
in  by  stress  of  weather,  report  De  Beaufort  to  be  in  Brest,  with  29 
menmf-war,  and  seven  more  cruising  at  sea. 

8.  John  Clarke  to  James  Hickes.  To  the  same  effect. 

9.  Sir  Than.  Allin  to  Williamson.  The  St.  Andrew  hoy,  of 
Ostend,  reports  that  she  saw  the  Dutch  fleet  homeward  bound ; they 
were  so  very  much  straitened  for  provisions  that  they  could  not 
supply  her  with  any.  The  privateer  which  plundered  her  took  a 
Dutch  dogger  with  letters  for  the  fleet,  and  carried  it  to  Dover. 
There  were  28  French  men-of-war,  ready  rigged  and  manned,  at 
Brest,  on  the  22nd  ; seven  or  eight  are  cruising  before  Scilly, 
and  several  pickeroons  on  the  coast.  There  are  not  above  300 
soldiers  there,  and  those  come  from  on  board  the  ships.  One  Inglish, 
a Scotchman,  lays  claim  to  a prize  taken  by  the  Drake  ; he  is  a very 
insolent  and  impatient  coxcomb ; was  so  much  abused  by  him 
that,  but  for  the  order  from  his  Majesty  for  clearing  off  the  prize, 
should  have  paid  him  accordiug  to  his  deserts. 

10.  Rich.  Forster  to  Williamson.  The  governor,  the  Elarl  of  Ogle, 
has  not  yet  returned,  and  his  soldiers  have  been  so  civil  that  there 
has  not  been  a complaint  since  they  came.  Tlio  Earl  of  Carlisle  is 
at  Tynemouth  Castle,  where  he  is  careful  and  vigilant. 

11.  Edw.  Bodham  to  WiUiamson.  Seven  colliers  arrived  from 
Tynemouth,  who  met  with  no  opposition ; only  saw  a small  privateer 
off  Flamborough  Head,  and  another  off  the  Spurn ; but  they,  dis- 
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oovering  our  vessela  to  keep  together,  aud  to  have  guns,  would  not 
venture  to  come  in  with  them.  The  bay  is  clear  of  the  enemy,  and 
the  liord  Lieutenant  has  discharged  the  train  banda 

1 2.  John  Maurice  to  William.soiL  A dozen  small  vessels  arrived 
from  Waterford,  under  convoy  of  the  Dartmouth ; they  met  with 
three  or  four  small  capers,  which  dared  not  make  any  attempt  upon 
them.  Sir  Jeremiah  Smith  has  arrived  at  Kinsale,  with  several 
prizes.

A vessel  has  been  taken  by  a 
small  sloop. 

17.  Jon.  Mascall  to  Williamson.  The  guard  api)ointed  to  conduct 
Mason  and  Leving  to  York  were  assaultkl  by  12  horsemen,  armed 
with  back,  breast,  aud  head  pieces,  ^outlets,  pistols,  &a  At  the  first 
action,  they  fired  upon  the  soldiers  backs,  without  saying  a word,  or 
making  any  show  of  forca  Most  of  the  guar  d were  wounded,  and 
Mason  made  his  escape.  They  had  resolved  to  kill  Xieving,  who  is 
come  in,  along  with  the  gentlemen  that  were  able  to  travel,  three 
or  four  of  whom  ore  believed  to  be  mortally  wounded.  Scott,  a 
citizen  of  York,  being  in  the  soldiers’  company,  was  outright  slain  ; 
the  rogues  had  taken  such  care  that  they  secured  all  the  passes  to  the 
field  by  several  footmen,  their  accompUcea  The  action  was  fought 
between  Wentbridge  and  Barrington.  Has  the  report  from  the 
under  sheriff,  who  came  by  desire  of  the  head  sheriff  to  stay  the 
mail,  so  as  to  give  Lord  Arlington  full  information. 

18.  James  Thruston  to  Viscount  Conway.  If  the  Butch  are  so 
obstinate  as  to  refuse  articles  of  peace,  so  that  Capt.  Amyer  cannot 
return,  he  will  rummage  out  of  his  ship  the  things  required.  The 
King  has  returned  the  articles  brought  yesterday,  signed.  A full  Par- 
liament has  assembled,  but,  though  adjourned  after  a short  time  till 
Monday,  they  petitioned  the  King  to  di.sband  the  new-raised  forces, 
in  case  of  a peace,  wliich  was  a bold  beginning.  Thinks,  as  3ir  Wm. 
Coventry  proposed  it,  it  may  be  a ground  to  ask  money  to  defray 
the  charge.

19.  Earl  of  Craven  to  Lord  Arlington.  Finding  the  paper  sent 
to  be  only  a conjecture  of  what  was  written  more  fparticuiarly  by 
Prince  Kupert  and  Sir  Edw.  Spragg,  of  the  late  engagement,  did 
not  forward  it  by  express.  To  clear  the  Prince  and  himself  must 
beg  to  remind  him  that  it  blew  too  hard  for  such  small  fireships 
as  those  of  Sir  Joseph  Jordan,  which  were  easily  put  off,  and  only 
served  to  encourage  the  enemy,  instead  of  destroying  them,  and 
there  was  a great  want  of  small  boats,  both  of  which  the  Butch 
abound  in.  It  has  blown  bard  ever  since  last  night,  and  there  is  a 
storm  at  present  from  the  north-east. 

20.  Capt.  Jolm  Shaw  to  Lord  Arlington.  Neither  squadrons 
moved  from  where  they  anchored  Until  the  afternoon,  having  had 
rain  and  a hard  gale  of  wind,  but  about  i,  the  Butch  weighed 
and  made  sail,  and  are  as  fur  off  as  he  can  discern  them.  Sir  Edw. 
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Sprag^;,  with  his  squadron,  also  weighed  and  plied  to  the  eastward, 
ns  far  as  they  could  with  the  ebb  tide,  and  is  now  four  milee  below 
the  Buoy  of  the  Ower.  Has  no  men  nor  horse  from  the  Earl  of 
Middleton,  although  he  has  received  a letter  &om  his  lordship  that 
ho  will  send  them.  Is  in  great  want  of  fuller  power  to  press  when 
necessary. 

21.  Capt.  Silas  Taylor  to  'Williamson.  Sir  Joseph  Jordan's 
armada  was  outof  sight  yesterday  and  the  day  before.  The  firing 
of  many  guns  was  heard  from  the  Tbamea  The  wind  continues  so 
directly  in  the  teeth  of  the  Dutch  that  they  dare  not  weigh  anchor, 
through  fear  of  coming  on  shore,  insomuch  that  Sir  Joseph  has 
given  them  his  salute  after  Sir  \Vm.  Jennings. 

22.  Kich.  Browne  to  Williamson.  No  Dutch  men-of-war  are  on 
the  coast.  Two  laden  Swedes  sailed  to  the  southward.  Sir  .Toseph 
Jordan,  with  6 frigates  and  18  fire  ships,  has  also  sailed  that  way, 
fiill  of  resolution,  in  pursuit  of  ^the  Dutch.  Hears  Sir  Edw.  Spragg 
with  his  small  squadron  has  destroyed  11  fire-sl^s  of  the  enemy, 
and  taken  two  or  three  of  their  men-of-war.  Hopes  by  this  they 
may  repent  their  bold  attempts  upon  us. 

23.  Wm.  Bowles  to  Williamson.  Was  ordered  to  present  him 
with  a piece  of  venison.  Regrets  it  was  so  badly  killed,  but  wrill 
take  care  during  the  season  to  send  him  something  better. 

The  King  to  Lord  Gerard.  The  three  companies  of  trained 
bands  and  troop  of  horse,  sent  from  Berkshire  to  the  Isle  of  Wight 
on  invasion  of  the  Dutch,  have  done  duty  more  than  a month.  The 
apprehensions  of  further  attempts  being  over,  consents,  at  instance  of 
Lord  Lovelace,  the  lord  lieutenant,  to  their  return,  and  authorizes 
him  to  dismiss  them,  to  examine  what  pay  is  due  to  them  for  serving 
beyond  the  month,  and  answer  for  their  debts,  or  borrow  money  in 
the  island  to  pay  them,  which  shall  be  repaid  without  delay.  'With 
minute  of  a like  letter  to  Lord  Gerard  to  send  home  the  militia  of 
Wiltshire.  \Ent.  Book  20,  p.  176.] 

24.  Draft  of  the  above,  with  query  whether  the  Lord  Chancellor 
is  to  have  the  same  letter  for  Wiltshire. 

25.  Jo.  Cook  to  Williamson.  Desires  he  will  set  his  clerks  upon 
engrossing  two  treaties  upon  vellum  for  the  great  seal.  They  are  to 
be  transcribed  word  for  word  os  they  lie ; will  send  the  form  of 
ratiheation  os  it  came  from  Breda,  in  due  time.  All  possible 
despatch  is  to  be  used. 

26.  Warliam  Jemmett,  sen.,  to  Mr.  Ellis.  States  the  time  of  arrival 
of  letters  from  Nieuport,  Antwerp,  and  Handers. 

27.  Jo.  Eitzherbert  to  Williamson.  The  Dolphin  and  a small 
Londoner  arrived  from  Calais,  laden  with  frait  and  wine.  They 
bad  40  sail  of  merchantmen  in  company,  and  were  convoyed  by  some 
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men-of-war,  coiumaiided  by  Capt.  Morley  or  Monly,  of  London,  ■who 
brought  them  to  the  Southward  Cape,  and  there  left  them,  and  then 
returned  to  their  station.  Two  of  the  enemy's  men-of-war  waited 
upon  them  seven  or  eight  days,  but,  finding  there  was  no  good  to  be 
done,  left,  not  daring  to  make  any  new  approach.  Arrivi  of  other 
vessels. 

28.  J.  Cooper  to  Williamson.  Slater,  an  ill-affected  jierson  at 
Nottingham,  pretends  to  have  weekly  news  from  the  office,  and  all 
of  -the  like  temper  resort  to  bis  hou.se.  Ho  makes  the  worst  use  of 
what  is  communicated  to  him,  and  is  zealous  in  publishing  the  ill  news. 
The  meetings  at  his  house  resemble  London  coffee-houses,  for  liberty 
of  speech  and  descanting  upon  their  intelligence.  The  markets  rise 
and  fall,  but  rather  the  latter,  and  both  town  and  country  are  greatly 
influenced  by  the  deliberations  of  that  place.  Thinks  it  were  better 
they  were  left  to  the  gazette  and  their  private  correspondents,  than 
to  have  anything  communicated  from  such  an  authority  as  his 
office. 

29.  Particulars  of  money  due  from  the  King  to  Sir  John  Shaw, 
as  principal  or  interest  for  sums  lent  to  Lords  Arlington  and  Car- 
lingford.  Sir  Walter  Vane,  Sir  Thos.  Clifford,  Don  Bernardo  Salinas, 
and  Don  Patricio  Muledy,  also  as  charges  for  striking  tallies, 
amounting  together  to  1,93-tf.  6«.  3d. 

30.  John  Bower  to  James  II  ickes.  The  Kent  and  another  fri- 
gate, coming  from  Flamborough  Head,  espied  a sloop  to  the  south- 
■ward,  and  gave  chase,  but  could  not  get  him,  so  sailed  for  the 
Humber,  "rhe  Speedwell  arrived,  having  delivered  her  two  prizes 
at  Hull,  and  is  gone  northward,  in  hopes  of  getting  more.  There  is 
no  appearance  of  any  of  the  Dutch  fleet,  except  some  small  pri- 
vateers. Six  or  seven  of  His  Majesty’s  ships  still  remain  in  the 
Humber. 

31.  Hugh  Salesbury  to  Williamson.  All  is  quiet  in  those  parts, 
but  Lord  Gerard  is  very  urgent  in  carrying  on  the  works  for  per- 
fecting the  fortifications. 

32.  Rich.  Forster  to  Williamson.  A report  that  30  or  40  ships 
were  in  sight  alarmed  the  country  people ; but  they  proved  to  be 
some  smalt  vessels  from  the  Humber,  and  other  places,  whereof  only 
eight  or  nine  came  in ; the  rest  are  gone  for  Sunderland. 

33.  S.  Pepys  to  W'illiamson.  The  East  India  prize  papci-s  are  in 
Sir  John  Mennes’s  hands,  though  Sir  John  does  not  know  that 
Pepys  knows  this;  Williamson  must  therefore  Like  his  own  method 
to  satisfy  himself  concerning  them. 

34.  Fras.  Malory  to  James  Hickes.  The  Tiger  and  Elias  are  in 
the  harbour  tallowing;  the  Pearl  frigate  is  gone  to  Bristol  for 
provisions  for  Sir  Jeremiah  Smith,  and  the  Mcnnaid  has  set  sail  to 
cruise  about  the  coast 
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35.  Fra.s.  Malory  to  Williamson.  To  the  same  effect  as  the 
preceding. 

.86.  Andrew  Crawley  to  Sam.  Pepya  Victualling  of  ships.  The 
commanders  of  the  fire-ships  have  indented  for  21  days,  and  taken 
credit  for  what  provisions  they  did  not  take  in.  By  warrants  from 
Comr.  Taylor,  sea  victuals  have  Ijecn  issued  out  to  Landguard 
Fort  for  780  men,  in  case  it  should  be  besieged.  Asks  whether 
to  grant  a certificate  for  the  extra  necessary  money  to  Seijeant 
Thos.  Price,  he  complaining  that  he  cannot  find  necessaries  for  6<i.  a 
man  per  month,  but  mast  be  a great  loser  by  it.  [Adm.  Paper.] 

37.  Account  by  Thos,  Edmundson  of  the  dimensions  of  the  sails 
belonging  to  the  Edward  and  Eve,  Capt.  John  Langley,  commander. 
[AUvi~  Palter.] 

38.  Thos.  Pointer  to  the  Navy  Conus.  The  Swallow  waa  hauled 
on  shore  at  the  haven’s  mouth,  her  leaks  stopped,  and  hauled  off 
a^in.  Her  company,  lieing  on  shore,  were  troublesome  to  the 
victuallers  and  brewers,  who  were  forced  to  give  them  money  and 
strong  beer  to  pacify  them.  Copt  Finney  of  tlie  Sjiecdwcll  is  gone 
to  his  station  at  Newcastle,  without  giving  any  account  of  the 
prisoners  that  were  in  the  priiies  he  toot  Cannot  meet  with  the 
master  of  the  Fanfan,  the  commander  being  dead,  so  as  to  muster 
the  men,  if  she  be  still  on  His  Majesty’s  account.  'The  Nightingale 
and  Milford  have  arrived,  and  the  Kent  is  expected.  [Adm.  Paper.] 

39.  Sir  John  Denham  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  Grants  permission 
for  the  two  stone  hoys  to  attend  the  weighing  of  ships  at  Woolwich. 
Recommends  the  men  to  their  care  for  victuals,  whereof  they  have 
great  need,  being  so  long  unpaid.  Takes  them  to  be  very  honest 
men,  because  they  suffer  so  patiently,  and  as  able  as  willing  to  do 
His  Majesty’s  service.  [Adm.  Paper.] 

40.  Sir  Win.  Coventry  to  Navy  Comrs.  Asks  them  to  get  ship- 
ping and  victuals  for  100  soldiers,  whom  His  Majesty  has  resolved 
to  send  to  Sir  Edw.  Spmgg’s  squadnin,  to  which  Sir  Joseph  Jordan 
is  now  joined.  The  Lord  General  will  order  the  soldiers  to  be  at 
Tower  Hill  before  high  water.  The  fire-ships  from  Harwich  are  ill 
fitted.  Doubts  Mr.  Deane’s  new  way  will  not  prove  good,  as  two 
were  laid  on  board,  and  put  off  without  effect.  Wants  some  stuff 
ready  tempered.  [A  dm.  i’ajier.] 

41.  Sir  Wm.  Coventry  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  Asks  that  eight  or 
ten  days’  victualling  may  be  sent  down  to  each  of  Sir  Joseph 
Jordan’s  ships,  he  having  arrived  in  the  Thames  and  joined  Sir 
Edw.  Spragg’s  squadron.  [Adm.  Paper.] 

42.  Sir  Wm.  Coventry  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  Believes  it  is  a 
mistake  in  Mr.  Eastwood  as  to  a stop  of  timber  in  the  New  Fore.st. 
Desires  they  will  send  to  him  to  know  if  he  or  any  other  for  the 
Navy  have  been  forbidden  carrying  any,  and  if  so,  he  must  send  the 
name  of  the  officer,  and  by  what  order  he  did  it  Will  enquire  into 
the  matter  there,  and  get  it  set  at  liberty.  [A  dm.  Paper.] 
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Warrant  to  Sir  John  Kelynge,  chief  justice  of  King’s  Bench,  and 
Sir  John  Archer,  justice  of  Common  Plena,  to  reprieve  William 
Richards,  of  Oulscombe,  co.  Devon,  should  he  be  found  guilty,  at  the 
county  assizes,  of  rape.  [Ent.  Book  23,  p.  26.] 

43.  Note  that  William  Botelcr  is  to  bo  made  a deputy  lieutenant 
for  Bedfordshire,  if  His  Majesty  please. 

44.  Representation  to  Lord  Arlington  of  the  importance  of 
Harwicli,  on  account  of  its  workyard,  stores  and  shipping.  The 
enemy  still  have  an  eye  to  it,  as  commodious  to  attempt  from  their 
ordinary  station,  the  Guntleet.  The  fire-ships,  now  wanting,  were 
its  liest  defence ; before  their  removal,  ou  dismis-sal  of  the  trained 
bands,  the  Earl  of  O.xford  represented  that  he  had  not  men  enough 
to  defend  the  lines.  Suggests  the  necessity  of  a supply  of  gunners, 
and  an  addition  of  horse  and  foot. 

45.  Chas.  Honey  wood  to  Williamson.  Six  men-of-war  with  Frencli 
colours  came  to  anchor  in  Satidham  B.ay,  and  soon  after  a fleet  of 
50  or  60  sail  appeared  from  the  westward.  Tlie  Isle  of  Wight  took 
the  alarm,  and  sent  it  to  Portsmouth  without  firing  guns;  on 
Friday  morning  they  all  weigheil  anchor,  and  stood  to  the  eastward. 
Imagines  them  to  have  been  a convoy  of  French  merchantmen. 

46.  Wm.  CowiUey  to  Williamson.  Desires  him  to  deliver  his 
commission  to  the  bearer,  his  lieutenant. 

47.  Charles  Bennet  to  his  brother  Lord  Arlington.  A Vice- 
Admiral  of  the  Dutch  accidentally  stranded  at  tiie  Qraine,  and  was 
fired  by  themselves.  The  country  people  were  running  down  to  see 
what  they  could  save  of  her,  but  she  presently  blew  up.  A report 
has  arrived  that  some  of  the  Dutch  fleet  are  at  Blackness,  but  they 
cannot  be  discerne<l  from  the  bills.  Mr.  Clifford  and  himself  wUl 
proceed  with  the  unlading  of  the  Scotch  prize. 

48.  Warham  jemmett,  jun.,  to  Williamson.  Asks  protection 
from  arrest,  about  a simple  promise  made  to  serve  for  another  ns 
collector  for  the  poor. 

49.  At.  Brooker  to  Williamson.  Sent  the  labels  of  the  French 
and  Flanders  mails  demanded  by  Mr.  Ellis,  as  also  a letter  from  the 
postmaster  at  Dartford  of  his  receipt  of  them.  Takes  all  care 
possible  in  dispatching  anything  of  the  kind,  though  too  often 
blamed  when  the  fault  lies  not  with  him. 

50.  Jo.  Lyndsey  to  Williamson.  A French  vessel  arrived  with 
English  passengers  from  Morlaix,  having  met  SO  sail  of  Dutch  five 
leagues  off,  standing  to  the  west. 

51.  Jo.  Lyndsey  to  James  Hickes.  To  the  same  effect. 

52.  .lohn  Clarke  to  Williamson.  The  Earl  of  Bath  had  an  express 
from  Dartmouth,  that  50  or  60  sail  were  seen  to  the  eastward ; hut 
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iM  only  three  nppenred  in  eight  of  Plymouth,  thinks  it  is  only  a 
report ; 20  or  30  great  shijis  were  .seen  off  Looe  and  afterwards  seen 
from  Plymouth  island. 

53.  John  Clarke  to  Williamson.  To  the  same  effect. 

61.  Sir  Tlios.  AUin  to  Williamson.  Is  glad  to  hear  of  Sir  Edward 
Spragg’s  good  success  in  the  river.  There  was  an  alarm  that  the 
Dutch  fleet  was  before  Dartmouth.  They  might  bo  forced  there  by 
the  easterly  winds,  but  thinks  they  are  hastening  home,  being  in 
great  want  of  provisions,  and  the  wind  having  changed. 

55.  Rich.  Bower  to  Williamson.  Sir  John  Holland's  regiment 
arrived.  Ghent  is  surrendered  upon  articles,  and  the  French  army 
is  set  down  before  Fpres.  There  is  great  discourse  there  of  a bill 
to  be  brought  into  the  House  for  granting  liberty  of  conscience  to 
Nonconformists,  but  others  say  the  House  is  to  be  prorogued  imtil 
October. 

56.  M.  Scott  to  Williamson.  Hears  that  prizes  are  sent  to  Leith 
or  the  maritime  towns  almost  daily.  The  Earl  of  Ogle  and  Ijord 
Widdrington  came  there  yesterday ; the  former  merely  to  see  the 
place.  'There  is  plenty  of  flesh,  fish,  and  bread  in  those  parts,  and 
at  very  cheap  rates  ; they  onl3'  want  money  and  trade. 

57.  William  Lord  Widdrington  to  Williamson.  Deferred  sending 
the  muster  rolls  of  the  three  new  companies,  in  hoj)e8  of  receiving  the 
ensigns’  commissions,  but  want  of  money  for  the  soldiers  has  forced 
him  to  return  them.  Two  of  the  old  ensigns  are  present,  and  the 
other  trails  a pike  in  Sir  Edward  Charlton's  companj’  at  Guernsey, 
Knows  not  whether  His  Majesty  will  restore  him  again,  or  give  it 
to  Ralph  Grey  ; Capt.  Cooine's  company  is  the  only  one  wanting  an 
ensign  ; desires  he  will  hasten  down  the  commissions  before  the 
nexi  muster,  on  the  3rd  of  August. 

58.  Thos.  Holden  to  James  Hickes.  The  Panther  privateer  arrived 
with  a Dutch  prize,  laden  witli  wine  and  brandy.  The  skipper 
had  letters  from  bis  merchants  that  there  was  a peace,  and  that  be 
might  safely  pass  the  Channel.  A Dutchman,  passenger  in  her,  has 
been  a master  shipbuilder  in  France.  The  Katherine,  laden  with 
oil,  tobacco,  kc,,  has  come  in  from  Brest.  The  goods  he  has  aboard 
are  prize  goods,  brought  there  by  the  merchant^  The  French  fleet 
of  40  or  60  sail  is  in  Brest,  five  or  six  being  hauled  ashore  to  bo 
cleaned  ; eight  or  nine  others,  besides  pickeroons  and  Dutch  capers, 
are  cruising  about,  which  bring  in  many  prizes,  and  make  a great 
dearth  of  all  sorts  of  victuals,  so  that  an  egg  is  sold  there  for 
a stiver. 

59.  Note  of  the  dis|)ateh  of  the  last  foreign  mails,  which  left 
Nieuport  at  midnight  on  July  25,  reached  Dover  at  11  a.m.  on  the 
36th,  and  Southwark  at  3 p.m.  on  the  27th.

60.  Corporal  Wm.  Darcy  to  Sir  Chas.  Wheeler,  Bart.,  Old  Palace 
Yard,  Westminster.  On  Thursday  last,  at  7 p.m.,  was  set  upon  in  a 
narrow  lane  at  Darrington,  in  Yorkshire,  by  half  a score  of  well 
armed  men,  who,  after  firing  some  pistols  ufK>n  him  and  those  with 
him,  demanded  them  to  deliver,  or  they  were  dead  tnen.  Faced  about, 
and  fought  for  half  an  hour,  until  so  disabhtl  that  they  could  engage 
no  longer,  Proctor  being  shot  through  the  body,  Knifton  through 
the  arm,  Lobley  through  the  thigh,  Hewet  in  the  back,  and  himself 
wounded  in  the  hand  and  head,  and  his  horse  shot  in  the  1^.  Lobley, 
Proctor,  and  Jackson’s  horses  were  carried  away.  Shot  one  and 
got  another  of  their  horses.  One  had  mounted  Singleton's  horse, 
but  Lobley  dismounted  him,  and  recovered  it  »igain.  They  rescued 
Mason ; sent  the  Hue  and  Cry  after  them.  Three  of  them  are 
known  by  Leving,  the  prisoner  who  is  sent  to  York  Castle,  and  he 
has  discovered  them  to  Justice  Stringer  to  be  Lockyer,  Butler,  and 
Blood.  A gentleman  of  York,  being  behind,  w*w  slain.  Was 
forced  to  have  the  assistiince  of  the*  country,  none  being  left  with 
him  but  Singleton  and  Jackson  ; the  other  four  were  left  behind, 
but  alive ; took  all  possible  care  of  them ; they  will  want  money, 
as  it  will  V>e  three  months  before  they  are  able  to  stir  j desires 
he  will  direct  his  letters  to  the  Black  Swan,  in  Coney  Street,  York. 
[2  poyas.] 

61.  Ri.  Watte  to  Williamson.  The  country  is  very  joyful  at  the 
nows  of  peace.  The  Dutch  ship  still  rides  in  the  Downs,  but  a 
strong  watch  is  kept.  The  fires  in  Southwark  and  the  City  much 
dishearten  and  startle  the  people. 

62.  John  Pocock  to  Williamson.  The  Deptford  ketch  reports 
that  the  Lsles  of  Guernsey  and  Jersey  are  in  a very  good  posture  of 
defence,  and  that  no  enemy  has  lately  been  seen  on  their  coast. 
The  Dutch  fleet  of  50  sail  are  in  the  Channel. 

63.  Chas.  Whittington  to  William.son.  The  two  prizes  taken  by 
the  Panther  and  Fanfan  still  ride  in  the  Huml>er.  The  Swallow  has 
been  tallowed,  and  gone  off  the  ground.  Hopes  the  next  paper  will 
bring  the  news  of  (>eace  between  England  and  Holland ; many 
letters  come  to  merchants  in  the  town,  stating  that  it  will  be  sign^ 
in  1 k days. 

64.  AntlL  Thorold  to  James  Hickes.  The  Judges  for  the  Western 
Circuit,  Lord  Chief  Justice  Kelynge  and  Judge  Archer,  arrived  on 
Saturday,  and  were  met  two  or  three  miles  distant  by  several  gen- 
tlemen of  the  town,  and  by  the  mayor  and  his  brethren,  and  after- 
wards treated  at  the  mayor's  very  liandsomely  and  nobly,  prior  to 
going  on  their  way. 

65.  Examination  of  Margaret  Compton  of  Tumliom  Street,  before 
Lord  Arlington.  Her  master,  Mr.  Bollard,  Ids  wife,  Mr.  Wells,  and 
a tallow  chandler,  and  40  others,  intend  to  fire  all  the  houses 
between  Temple  Bar  and  Westminster  before  Friday  next;  beard 
it  spoken  of  by  the  parties  in  her  master’s  house.  Mr.  Wells  said 
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it  at  a meeting  in  Moorfields,  where  ho  is  a teacher,  and  where 
hills  were  given  of  the  whole  design,  one  of  which  slie  h.ad,  but 
her  master  took  it  from  her. 

66.  Hen.  Stubbs  to  Viscount  Conway.  The  young  lady  will  not 
spare  Mr.  Cooke,  therefore  advises  him  to  be  bled  by  some  one  else. 
Lord  Brooke  is  going  to  London.  Pe.ace  is  ratified  with  the 
Dutch.  The  fire  in  Southwark  was  effected  by  throe  Frenchmen 
who  are  fled.  Parliament  has  voted  the  discharge  of  the  newly 
raised  forces ; the  King  will  make  a speech  to  them  on  Monday, 
showing  the  reasons  of  his  caUing  them  so  soon. 

67.  Oi-der  in  Council,  appointing  the  Treasury  Comrs.,  Lord 
Chamberlain,  Earls  of  Bridgewater  and  Anglesey,  Lord  Arlington, 
and  Sec.  Morice,  a committee  to  take  into  consideration  all  the 
several  branches  of  the  King’s  expenses,  and  report  what  profKirtions 
thereof  may  be  retrenched.  His  Majesty  being  resolved  to  practise  the 
rules  of  thrift  and  good  husbandry. 

68.  John  Lysle  to  Williamson.  The  Paradox  has  taken  two  prizes ; 
one,  a pretended  Swede  from  Bordeaux,  laden  with  wine  and  brandy, 
believed  to  be  bound  for  Rotterdam  ; and  the  other  a ketch  belong- 
ing to  Holland,  coining  from  the  West  Indies  with  an  express,  but  she 
left  the  packet  at  Rochelle  to  be  sent  overland  to  Holland.  Hears 
there  are  many  letters  aboard,  which,  if  he  had  seen,  he  might  have 
given  an  account  of,  as  he  understands  the  language.  Both  prizes 
met  with  the  Dutch  fleet  of  60  or  70  .sail;  supposes  it  is  the  same 
as  gave  the  alarm  there.  The  Blackamoor  pink  has  brought  in 
another  ]irize.  The  drums  were  beating  for  the  Berkshire  soldiers 
under  the  command  of  Lieut -Cob  Saunders  and  Capt  Kenrick,  but 
upon  a letter  from  Lord  Colepepcr  that  the  foreign  plenipotentiaries 
have  signed  the  articles  of  peace,  and  His  Majesty  the  like,  they  are 
ordered  to  be  at  Yarmouth  to-morrow,  for  their  transportation  home.

serve  the  public.  Is  well  satisfied  with  the  dismissal. 

The  Tiger  and  KHas  frigates 
remain  iu  harlwur.  Some  Iiish  vessels  have  arrived,  which  report  the 
coast  clear  of  pickeroons.

99.  Owen  Lindsey  to  James  Hicke.s.  Ninety  sail  of  the  Dutch 
anchored  in  Bigbury  Bay,  and  the  next  day  sailed  westward.

The  Dutch  fleet  of  70  sail, 
whereof  40  or  50  were  inen*of-war,  and  the  rest  fire-ships,  vic- 
tuallers, &C.,  have  anchored  in  the  Sound,  when'  they  still  ride.  They 
have  not  made  any  attempt,  hut,  if  they  do,  all  are  so  "well  jirepared 
to  receive  them,  that  they  are  sure  to  carry  bock  some  marks  of 
western  valour. 

102.  Sir  Tlios.  Allin  to  Williamson.  About  72  sail  of  Dutch,  many 
being  pinks,  boys,  and  doggers,  have  anchored  in  the  Sound,  and 
are  careening  and  wiisbing  their  slnps.  Think-stbey  are  victualling 
for  three  months,  to  go  abroad  with  their  fleet,  to  seek  greater  o<l- 
vantage,  seeing  they  am  do  nothing  at  home,  iu  their  10  weeks  of 
hostilities  after  publication  [of  peace]. 

103.  John  Clarke  to  Williamson.  Tlie  Dutch  fleet  of  70  sail 
have  a])|)eared  in  sight,  and  anchored  in  the  Sound.  If  they  at- 
tempt to  land,  they  will  liave  a sharp  repulse,  all  the  trained  bands 
being  in  arms,  three  or  four  companies  of  foot  drawn  in  from 
the  country,  with  the  Earl  of  Bath’s  troops,  and  a troop  of  volun- 
teers employed  to  guard  the  coast,  as  well  as  all  the  trained  bands  of 
the  adjacent  parts.  A fellow  living  near  the  town  conveyed  in  a 
small  lx>at  a DuU;h  man  or  spy,  but  being  discovered  by  some  of 
our  musketeers,  they  shot  at  the  boat^  when  the  fellow  took  to  the 
sea,  and  was  taken  iu  by  one  of  the  enemy's  boats.

To^  the  same  effect  as  the 
preceding. 

105.  Rich.  Forster  to  Williamson.  Lord  Ogle,  the  governor,  is 
expected  from  Berwick  to-night,  and  Lord  Carlisle  keeps  at  Tyne- 
mouth. The  .Speedwell  is  there,  Imt  the  Kent  1ms  sailed. 

106.  Chas,  Whittington  to  William.son.  The  Hampshire  intends 
for  sea  to-morrow,  and  the  Guernsey  and  four  others  ride  in  the 
road,  the  latter  having  taken  in  all  her  guns,  anchors,  and  cahles. 
The  seamen  are  not  at  all  pleased  that  peace  is  concluded  with 
Holland,  and  rather  than  wo  should  have  it  on  dishonourable  terms, 
would  venture  their  lives  and  fortunes. 

107.  CoL  Anth.  Gilby  to  Williamson.  The  Hampshire  and 
Oxford  are  gone  to  sea,  in  hopes  of  some  booty  before  the  cessation, 
and  four  more  intend  the  same  thing.  The  peace  is  generally  very 
acceptable,  yet  some  begin  already  to  deelare  their  suspicion  that  it 
is  not  an  honourable  one ; it  is  impossible  to  satisfy  disaffected 
people,  of  whom  there  are  too  many. 

108.  Thos.  Holden  to  James  Hickes.  News  having  arrived  that 
60  or  70  Dutch  men-of-war  appeared  before  Plymouth,  Lord 
Arundel  sent  an  express  to  call  out  several  companies  in  Falmouth 
and  Penzance,  but  by  letters  this  post,  they  have  been  stopped  till 
further  orders. 

109.  Thos.  Holden  to  WilliamsoiL  To  the  same  effect  as  the 
preceding,  and  his  letter  to  Hickes  of  the  28th  instant  [l^  po^es.] 

110.  Rich.  Bower  to  WUUamson,  Sir  John  Holland’s  regiment 
has  left  Yarmouth,  and  only  Lord  Townshend’s  volunteers  remain. 
Desires  to  have  the  hoy  for  the  amount  she  slmll  be  appraised  at. 
Liud  out  some  money  in  fitting  her  with  things  wanted,  which  must 
lie  by  him  if  he  do  not  have  her. 

111.  Examination  of  Bollard  and  his  wife.  Sometimes 

goes  to  his  ovm  parish  church,  but  neither  of  them  have  receive<l 
the  sacrament  of  late.  Never  had  meetings  at  their  house,  nor 
heard  of  any  at  Mr.  Wells’,  nor  of  any  intended  fire ; but  that  since 
the  great  fire,  a certain  person  repeated  that  one  in  the  country  said 
they  would  like  F renchmen  better,  when  there  was  never  a house 
standing  between  London  Bridge  and  AYestminster.

Sir  [Jolm]  Coventry  went  onboard, 
saluted  with  11  guns  by  Governor  Titus  from  Deal  Castle,  and 
answered  by  the  llutch  ship.  All  tnie  hearts  rejoice  at  peace,  and 
letters  from  London  say  His  M.ajesty  told  the  Parliament  an  honour- 
able peace  was  signed,  and  that  the  articles  should  suddenly  lie  in 
print. 
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113.  Ri.  Elloworth  to  WUliiuuson.  Ib  able  to  verify  his  former 
hints  about  Sir  John  Knight ; for  us  the  stiitute  forbids  any  officer  of 
Customs  to  be  a merchant,  as  lying  under  temptation  to  deceive  the 
King  of  his  Customs,  so  if  Sir  Joliti  holds  shares  with  the  buyers  of 
His  M.ajesty’s  prizes,  which  he  will  not  deny  that  he  does,  there  is 
great  suspicion  that  the  appraisements  will  be  too  low.

Abstract  of  a petition  by  some  Merchants,  as  to]  the  re- 
lease of  madders  brought  in  the  Fisher,  from  Holland.  Passes 
from  the  Duke  of  York  have  usually  freeii  the  goods  as  well  as 
ships,  until  questioned  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Customs,  and 
no  intimation  was  given  to  the  undertakers  that  they  should  not 
im|)ort  goods  from  Holland,  and  that  it  was  not  intended  to  surprise 
the  laders.  This  was  no  maintenance  of  trade  with  Holland,  as 
the  goods  laden  in  the  Fisher  were  brought  there  by  bilanders 
from  Ostend,  and  belonged  to  English  merchants.  Their  import  is 
an  advantage  to  the  Customs,  and  the  merchant  has  reason  to  import 
goods,  in  respect  of  the  charge  in  procuring  and  sending  prisoners 
thither,  which  otherwise  would  have  been  a great  charge  to  the 
King,  who  gave  liberty  by  proclamation  for  exporting  goods.  It  is 
a mistake  that  nothing  but  deals  and  pantiles  were  to  be  brought 
over : the  pass  was  general,  and  Sir  Geo,  Downing  said  that  they 
might  import  anything  but  linen  cloth.  The  ship  was  first  laden 
with  deals  and  pantiles,  but  an  embargo  being  made,  they  were 
not  suffered  to  be  brought ; notwithstanding  this,  the  prisoners  were 
sent  overland,  at  their  request  and  the  petitioners’  charge.  The 
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King  has  discharged  several  goods  of  French  and  Dutch  merchants 
who  had  similar  paascs,  and  were  employed  in  the  same  service, 
although  none  have  sustained  so  great  a charge,  nor  performed  their 
duty  more  faithfully  than  tlie  petitioners,  and  it  will  be  very  hard 
if  His  Majesty  will  not  extend  his  favour  ns  well  to  his  natives  as 
foreigners.  When  these  few  madders  are  discharged,  the  under- 
takers will  lose  1 ,5001.  by  having  the  misfortune  to  be  detained 
l)oth  in  Holland  and  England  ; they  waited  two  months,  at  a charge 
of  6h  a day,  for  more  prisoners,  but  none  came.  Endorsed,  *'  The 
madders.”  [1 J poz/cs.]

Harwich,  of  Sir  Joa  Jordan’s  squadron  met  the  enemy  with  as  much  re.so- 
lution  as  could  be  desired;  the  rear-admiral  of  the  Dutch  fired  with 
all  the  force  he  could,  and  ran  his  guns  on  the  contraiy  side  of  the 
ship,  which,  with  the  wind,  made  her  careen  so  much,  that  it  was  a 
hazard  whether  ours  could  have  fastened  or  come  within  touch  of  her 
shrouds  or  rigging.  One  Ward  of  Harwich  fired  the  fire-ship,  but 
from  the  condition  of  the  fireworks,  it  was  a long  time  before  she 
burnt,  and  the  Dutch  had  leisure  to  get  somewhat  out  of  her 
before  they  turned  her  adrift ; but  on  her  firing,  80  Dutch  leaped 
overboard,  anil  were  drowned.  Mr.  Deane  lays  about  with  his  tongue 
in  praise  of  his  fire-ships,  notwithstanding  their  ill  success,  but  Sir 
Joseph  has  ordered  tlieir  better  fitting.  The  Dutch  are  in  the  Gun- 
fleet,  but  both  sides  are  quiet.

She 
met  an  Ostender  at  sea,  which  saw  a Holland  pink,  having  two 
letters  for  calling  back  De  Ruyter,  and  both  merchant  and  master 
have  signed  to  that  effect  before  Sir  John  Skelton.  A nnexing, 

60.  I.  Examination  of  Paul  Dubois,  merchant,  and  Nicholas 

Labie,  master  of  the  St.  Clara  of  Nieuport,  taken  before 
Sir  John  Skelton,  Lieut.

Sup- 
poses they  have  manned  and  made  a man-of-war  of  her,  to  lie 
skulking  for  any  vessels  that  should  come.  Besides  those  three  in 
the  bay,  can  discover  30  to  the  south-east.

68.  Ri.  Watts  to  Williamson.  It  is  a great  satisfaction  to  the 
country  that  the  army  will  be  disbanded.  If  the  report  be  true  that 
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one  of  our  flagmen  with  his  small  squadron  has  taken  10  Dutch  ships 
homeward  l)ound,  it  will  treble  repay  our  losses.  Some  broadsides 
and  single  guns  have  been  heard  to*day,  supposed  off  Flanders. 

09.  John  Smith  to  Williamson.  A vice-admiral,  three  men-of- 
war,  and  a tender  of  the  Dutch  ride  about  a league  from  the  sliore, 
but  do  not  attempt  anything.

During  his  comjiUance  with  the  fanatics,  was  always  faithful  to 
them ; after  his  eyes  were  oj>ened  that  he  knew  lietter,  and  His 
Majesty  was  pleased  to  pardon  an<l  employ  him,  was  excused  from 
reflection  upon  anything  that  was  past,  to  the  accusation  of  any 
]>crsou,  but  was  to  Ixs  as  instrumental  as  he  could  in  future,  which 
lie  has  ever  since  been.

75.  John  Lysle  to  Williamson.  The  master  of  the  St  Katherine 
of  Fredericstadt  reports  that  on  18th  July  there  were  at  Brest 
44  French  men-of-war  and  11  fire-ships,  one  of  the  latter  being  an 
Kast  Indiaman,  lately  taken  from  the  English ; and  that  Monsieur 
Beaufort  was  also  there  with  his  ship,  and  four  moi'e,  to  wash  and 
tallow  ; also  that  seven  Frenuh  meii-oi-war  lie  cruising  between 
Ushing  and  Sorlings.

The  ad- 
miral told  him  of  the  peace,  and  that  the  Flundrians  have  already 
set  out  eight  privateers  against  the  French.

Gregory  and  three  other  Officers  of  the  Dockyard  to 
the  Navy  Comrs.  Tlie  money  left  by  Lord  Brouncker  is  well  nigh 
exhaust^.  Desire  orders  for  the  future.  Have  sufficient  to  satisfy 
the  people  this  week,  but  if  they  are  continued,  shall  need  a supply. 
Have  put  off  as  many  of  the  new  listed  seamen  at  3».  a day  os 
were  negligent  or  insufficient,  so  that  the  whole  charge  of  the  yard 
will  amount  to  little  more  than  300Z.  a week.

87.  I.  Narrati  ve  of  the  case  of  Rich.  Plowman  and  several  others, 
as  to  an  assault  commiteed  on  them,  in  Oct.  1665,  by  three 
servants  of  Sir  Sam.  Jones,  who  also  caused  them  to  he 
confined  in  prison  at  Oxford  17  days,  and  then  left  them 
to  their  remedy  at  law.  After  several  trials,  in  which 
the  verdict  was  given  against  Sir  Samuel,  he  has  had 
them  taken  into  custody  of  a messenger,  for  contempt  of 
tlic  King's  authority.

Never  came  to  a more  factious 
place ; though  he  and  his  men  are  there  to  preserve  the  town,  the

The  Bay  is  very 
clear  of  the  enemy. 

2.  Joh.  Smith  to  Williamson.  The  Dutch  still  continue  on  the 
coast,  but  have  not  made  any  attempt  ashore.  Some  are  very 
jealous  by  reason  the  peace  is  not  proclaimed. 
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Order  for  a warrant  to  pay  to  Lady  Villiers  600/.  a year  in  lieu 
of  a grant  of  2d.  in  the  pound  on  silver  coinage.  Similar  to  that  of 
May  14.  [^nt.  Book  23,  pp.  537-9.] 

3.  Jo.  Fitzherbert  to  Williamson.  A small  vessel,  arrived  from 
S]min,  saw  two  ships,  men-of-war,  off  the  Lund's  End  and  the 
Channel,  and  heard  100  cannon  towards  the  Eastward  Cape.  The 
merchants,  being  jealous  for  their  own  concerns,  suspect  that  some 
of  the  Dutch  fleet  have  met  their  Virginia  and  West  India  ships. 
It  has  blown  a rank  storm  at  west  all  day,  which  may  send  some  of 
theni  upon  a lee  shore. 

4.  Rich.  Forster  to  Williamson.  Fifteen  or  sixteen  colliers  came 
in  yesterday,  and  100  small  vessels  at  Sunderland.  Two  small 
doggers  have  been  sent  into  Newcastle,  and  one  had  a packet  for 
Van  Ghent. 

5.  Chas.  Lord  Gerard  to  Lord  Arlington.  Last  night  the  Isle  of 
Wight  had  the  alarm  of  40  Dutch  ships  standing  eastward  from 
Portland,  and  a little  before,  the  Parad<»x  frigate  cliasetl  the  Merlin, 
formerly  in  the  English  sendee,  into  the  body  of  their  fleet  of  44 
ships  and  hoys,  but  the  wind  has  blown  so  high  that  he  believes 
they  are  past  Dover  by  this.  Endeavoured  to  get  intelligence 
from  the  Isle  of  Wight,  which  shot  great  guns  all  night,  but  the 
tempest  is  too  high  ; had  like  to  have  lost  his  boat  Does  not 
niucli  apprehend  them,  the  wind  being  thus  high,  and  l^esides  is 
informea  that  these  very  ship.s  helped  another  party  that  went  west- 
ward with  all  their  provisions.  [2 

6.  Jo.  Lyndsey  to  Williamson.  Is  informed  that  the  Dutch  are 
possessed  of  most  of  the  Islands  of  Scilly,  and  that  most  of  the 
soldiers  there  are  disabled  by  reason  of  a great  contagion. 

7.  John  Clarke  to  Williamson.  The  Drake  frigate  carried  into 
Scilly  a Dutch  caper  of  0 guns  and  48  men,  and  proceeded  on  her 
voyage  to  inform  Sir  Jer.  Smith  that  the  Dutch  fleet  was  sailing 
to  the  westward,  which  fleet,  numbering  50  sail,  appeared  before  the 
island,  and  landed  some  men  on  an  outer  island.  An  Ostender  saw 
14  sail  off  the  Land’s  End-  A Jerscyman  from  Cork  reports  that 
the  Virginia  fleet  is  arrived  at  Kinsalc.  The  Vine  of  Yarmouth, 
laden  with  oil,  has  arrived. 

8.  Jolm  Clarke  to  James  Hickes.  To  the  same  effect. 

9.  Sir  Allin  to  Williamson.  On  the  2d  inst.  the  Drake 

took  a small  privateer  of  Flashing,  with  6 guns  and  48  men,  and 
left  her  at  Scilly,  he  j^roceeding  to  Kinsale.  to  advise  Sir  Jer.  Smith 
of  the  Dutch  fleet  coming  westward.  Fifty-four  of  the  Dutcdi  fleet 
are  before  Scilly,  and  have  sent  in  20  l>oats  to  sound  the  Imrlxmr,  to 
land  men  at  Agnes,  whore  they  were  ashore  with  a party.  Tlic 
island  is  well  fortifiwl,  having  110  guns  mounted;  makes  no 
question  but  they  wdll  defend  themselves  against  all  oppo-sition. 
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Capt.  Akerman  of  tlie  Sorlinga,  from  Falmouth,  met  with  a Jersey- 
man  with  provisions,  who  was  chased  ashore  by  two  ]>rivateers  the 
day  before,  but  received  no  damage.  Slie  saw  1 4 great  ships  within 
three  leagues  of  the  Land’s  End,  standing  to  the  northward  ; she 
reports  that  40  odd  sail  of  Virginia  ships  are  arrived  at  Kinsale. 

Aug,  9.  10.  Sir  Hen.  Jones  to  Williamson.  Received  an  order  in  Council 

l«le  of  Wight  for  victualling  Carisbrook  and  Sandham  Castles  with  a month’s 
provisions,  and  laid  in  30,000  weight  of  biscuit  and  50  quarters  of 
salt,  for  which  he  stands  indebted.  Desires  that  the  Navy  victuallci's 
may  be  obliged  to  take  it,  as  expressed  in  the  order  of  Council,  so 
that  the  owners  may  receive  satisfaction.  If  the  King  sends  any 
forces  into  Flanders,  begs  he  will  solicit  Lord  Arlington  to  allow 
him  to  go  with  them. 

Aug.  9.  11.  J.  Carlisle  to  Williamson.  Forty  sail  passed  by  to-day  to  the

Aug.  9.  12.  Edw.  Gregory  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  According  to  their  letter 

Cbstham.  of  the  6th,  has  su.spended  the  pump  maker  ; troubled  them  for 
fear  of  extending  his  authority  beyond  its  limits,  finding  nothing 
in  his  own  or  the  master  shipwright’s  instruction-s  leading  them  to 
susjiend  a warrant  officer  without  complaint  first  made.  Supppses 
their  confirmation  implies  a liberty  to  practise  the  like  for  the 
future.

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32.  J.  Trelawny  to  Williamson.  Several  ships  liave  been  seen  off 
that  port,  which  make  no  stay.  A privateer  of  Lord  Arundel’s  brought 
in  a prize  taken  off  the  French  coast,  laden  with  hemp,  flax,  and 
cloth.  She  saw  IG  great  French  ships  off  the  Isle  of  Bayes,  with  small 
vessels  attending  them,  and  was  chased  by  several.  Supposes  they 
are  the  same  that  appeared  before  Dartmouth.  Hears  the  Dutch 
have  been  before  Scilly  these  four  or  live  days,  and  landed  upon 
Agnes  Island,  where  there  were  not  above  three  inhabitants.  The 
soldiers  and  seamen  are  now  very  quiet. 

33.  Kalph  Hope  to  Williamson.  Some  prodigious  thunder  and 
lightning  shattered  several  trees,  and  killed  a woman  in  the  Geld, 
cleaving  her  head  as  if  it  had  been  with  a sword.  Some  conventicles 
have  been  discovered,  and  care  taken  to  suppress  them.  The  gene- 
rality have  been  much  dissatisfied  with  a brisk  report  that  the 
peace  is  still  very  dubioms,  and  that  the  Londoners  are  all  in  a mutiny, 
hut  sober  men  do  not  adhere  to  it.  Enquiry  has  been  made  after 
the  reporters,  and  some  of  them  will  answer  it  Dr.  Brj’an,  the

39.  M.  Scott  to  Williamson.  The  Scotch  capers  have  retaken  the 
Convertine  frigate,  and  brought  up  four  prizes. 

40.  Lord  [Arlington]  to  WilliamsotL  Desires  he  will  speak  to  the 
victualler  as  to  taking  the  provisions  put  into  the  Castles  at  the 
Isle  of  Wight  by  Sir  H.  Jones.  Sends  notes  for  Lord  St  Albans 
and  Lord  Crofts.  Will  be  at  home  on  Tuesday.

Holden  to  James  Hickea  The  Dutch  fleet  appeared 
before  iScilly,  and  landed  some  men  upon  the  outer  islands,  who  did 
no  hurt  but  the  taking  away  of  some  sheep ; they  also  sent  boats 
into  the  mouth  of  the  harbour  to  sound.  The  Castle  shot  at  them, 
and  disabled  two,  and  four  great  ships  came  so  near  that  they  could 
hardly  get  oflT  again,  but  made  no  attempt  to  land.  The  governor 
and  soldiers  express  much  cheerfulness  and  courage  to  defend  the 
place,  if  any  further  attempt  is  made.

Thinks  the  office  should  consist  of  a treasurer  or 
paymaster,  two  comptrollers,  two  surveyors,  one  of  each  to  be  always 
in  London  and  one  at  a remote  yard,  and  a clerk  of  the  Acts,  with 

Krbape  one  commissioner,  to  supply  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence. 

itails  their  several  proposed  duties.  This  will  save  the  keeping 
up  of  a house  for  receiving  the  commissioners  when  they  go  to 
Chatham.  Also  most  of  the  clerks  of  survey  might  be  spai^,  who 
have,  by  growth  of  business  and  negligence  of  surveyors,  almost 
become  like  Navy  Officers.  Thinks  pursers  in  harbour  might  be 
spared,  except  on  ships  of  first  and  second  rates,  which  cany  400  or 
500  men ; tffis  would  encourage  pursers  to  good  conduct,  in  hopes 
of  appointments  on  the  larger  ships.

72.  D.  G[rosse]  to  Williamson.  Arrival  of  the  Virginia  fleet,  &c. 
The  ships  have  strangely  escaped  the  Dutch  fleet  lying  in  the 
Channel  expecting  them.  The  Drake,  from  Kinsale,  reports  that  Sir 
Jeremiah  Smith  is  there,  with  13  frigates  and  three  fire-ships,  and 
the  place  put  in  a very  good  posture  of  defence.  She  fell  in  with 
18  of  the  Dutch  fleet,  who  chased  her  all  day  and  night,  but  by 
good  sailing  she  esca|>ed.  Fears  for  the  Virginia  ships  bound  for 
Bristol,  as  the  gi-eater  part  of  the  Dutch  fleet  lies  in  the  Severn.

146.  Andrew  Crawley  to  Sam.  Pepys,  No  ships  have  been  victualled 
since  his  last  Squire  Gauden  has  bought  a quantity  of  brushwood 
for  baking  biscuit,  but  they  have  not  begun  as  yet.  [Adm.  Paper.] 

147.  Thos.  Blackman  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  Can  sail  in  two  or 
■ three  days’  warning,  with  present  provisions ; but  if  the  ship’s 

foremast,  &c.  is  set,  it  will  be  a week.  She  is  so  fitted  that  her 
mainmast  is  a foremast  When  she  lost  her  masts,  she  lost  all 
that  belonged  to  them,  the  foreyard  excepted,  and  also  tlie  boat ; 
has  since  spared  the  Oxford  a cable,  by  order  of  Sir  Wm.  Batten.

148.  John  Huntington,  master  of  the  Adam  and  Eve  galliot,  to 
the  Navy  Comrs.  Is  at  Woolwich  weighing  the  sunken  ships,  and 
wants  provisions.

140.  Giles  Bond,  master  of  the  Hope  galliot,  to  the  Navy  Comrs. 
Is  at  Deptford  ready  to  sail.  Asks  for  a month’s  provisions.  [Adm 
i^oper.] 

150.  Ja.  Hayes  to  the  Navy  Comrs.  The  reward  bestowed  in 
last  summer’s  expedition,  upon  such  as  spent  their  fire-ships  in 
effectual  executions,  was  601.  to  the  captain,  and  lOl.  a piece  to  the 
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crew,  when  a mennif-war  was  destroyed  by  a fire-ship.  Only  in  one 
instance,  Captain  Brown,  commander  of  the  Richard,  for  making  tho 
first  impression  of  the  action,  and  firing  two  men-of-war  which  rode 
with  the  fleet  of  merchants,  was  rewarded  with  1001.  There  was 
no  occasion  to  make  a distinction  between  the  reward  of  one  burn- 
ing a fire-ship  and  a man-of-war  in  the  whole  expedition,  except 
the  J une  engagement,  when  two  of  our  fire-ships  took  off  two  of  the 
enemy’s  fire-ships  from  the  Royal  James,  where  his  Royal  Highness 
then  fought,  and  fired  them.  This  was  thought  a piece  of  service 
that  deserved  a reward  ecpial  with  tlie  burning  of  a man-of-war, 
and  it  was  bestowed  accordingly.

5.  Hugh  Salesbury  to  Williamson.  The  Yarmouth  is  gone  out  of 
liarbour  and  rides  at  Spithead,  being  newly  fitted,  manned,  and 
victimlled. 

6.  Jo.  Lindsey  to  James  Hickes.  Fifty  sail  of  the  Dutch  arrived 
from  tho  westward,  some  of  which  are  put  into  Torbay  and  the  rest 
are  following.  Six  of  the  Virginia  fleet  Iiave  come  into  Plymouth, 
and  brought  the  ill  news  of  the  burning  of  17  sail  of  their  fleet  in 
Virginia  by  the  Dutch ; all  the  rest  have  arrived  at  Fowey  and 
Falmouth.

Lord  jVrundel  and  the  Deputy 
Lieuts.  met  for  taking  order  with  persons  who  did  not  send  in  their 
arms,  and  have  not  paid  the  money  to  their  bearers,  according  to 
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Act  of  Parliament ; as  also  for  raising  money  for  paWng  the  militia. 
Hears  the  Dutch  are  before  Fowey,  where  25  of  the  Virginia  fleet 
have  put  in,  and  that  they  made  several  shots  ashore,  but  did  little 
hurt  beyond  killing  a woman  or  two  at  random.

10.  Sir  Thos.  Allin  to  Williamson.  The  Dutch  fleet  sailed  from 
Fowey  without  any  further  attempt  and  stood  off  to  sea.  The  body 
of  the  fleet  was  seen  at  Falmouth,  with  three  ships  lingering  astern 
to  cut  the  Drake  off  the  shore,  but  she  tacked  in  and  lost  sight  of 
them  ; they  number  38  in  all. 

The  Marquis  of  Worcester’s 
regiment  is  disbanded.  Though  raised  on  a sudden,— the  emergency 
of  the  occfision  requiring  such  haste,  and  my  Lord  complying  so  with 
the  necessity,  that  he  mustered  the  whole  regiment  complete,  and 
marched  it  in  less  than  ten  days  after  he  received  his  commissions, — 
yet  it  was  so  well  officered  that  Prince  Rupert  was  highly  satisfied, 
and  chose  tliat  regiment  to  stand  by  him  in  Sheemess  all  the  time 
he  remained  there.  When  there  was  a likelihood  of  an  attack,  the 
men  showed  such  cheerfulness  that  they  seemed  overjoyed  at  the 
approach  of  the  Dutch  fleet,  and  their  colonel  led  them  to  the  post 
a-ssigned,  which  was  the  nakedest  place  of  the  fort,  where  there  had 
been  no  breastworks  thrown  up.  In  a march  of  200  miles  and 
more,  which  they  began  the  dsiy  after  they  first  mustered,  there  was 
not  one  complaint  of  them  on  the  road  they  went,  and  every  Sunday 
wliilst  in  arms,  both  officers  and  men  were  present  at  Divine  service. 
Had  this  relation  from  my  Lord  Marquis's  own  mouth,  and  finds  it 
would  be  some  further  gratification  to  their  fortnight’s  pay  to  let 
the  world  know  how  well  the  officers  and  soldiers  behaved  them- 
selves in  this  adventure.  Met  120  horse  of  the  King’s  and  Duke 
of  York’s  guards  at  Leicester,  mnkiug  to  W inscomb  in  Gloucester- 
shire, to  cut  down  the  tobacco  planted  there  in  contempt  of  the  law ; 
they  were  in  veiy  good  equipage  and  order. 

12.  Sam.  Tucker  to  Lord  Arlington.  Judith  Singleton,  an  Eng- 
lishwoman of  that  place,  fears  that  her  husband,  wTio  was  in  the 
fleet  with  Lord  Willoughby,  jwrished  in  the  hurricane,  having  had 
no  news  of  him  since ; she  went  over  to  England,  to  obtain  his  goods 
and  the  pay  of  her  brother.  Hen.  Hurd,  slain  in  the  last  engagement 
with  the  Dutch,  but  being  in  drink,  she  spoke  against  the  King, 
and  was  carried  to  Newgate  where  she  remains.  Her.  family,  who 
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are  of  Scarborough,  were  on  the  King's  side  in  the  civil  war,  and 
being  in  the  castle  during  the  siege,  were  plundered  of  all  they 
luul,  and  her  mother  obliged  to  go  to  Rotte^am.  Begs  his  lord- 
ship  to  interfere  for  her  release ; she  has  reUeved  and  helped  out 
of  Holland  many  an  English  prisoner  during  the  wars,  and  wishes 
the  King’s  prosperity.  Her  cltargea  in  prison  will  soon  outrun  her 
late  brother’s  pay. 

1 3.  Col.  Ant.  Buller  to  Lord  Arlington.  Asks  an  ensign’s  oom- 
mi.ssion  in  Capt  Arundel’s  company  of  foot  there,  for  Francis  Hawes. 
Has  the  Duke  of  Albemarle’s  consent. 

li.  John  Bower  to  James  Hickes..  The  Speedwell  and  Orange 
remain  in  the  Bay.  A bark  htden  with  oil  and  whale-fin,  and  two 
fly-boats  laden  with  ballast  and  meal,  taken  by  the  Scotch  men-of- 
war,  are  brought  in.  Has  no  confirmation  of  the  peace  as  yet,  but 
ho{)es  it  will  come  shortly. 

15.  Chr.  Sawtell  to  Edm.  SawtcU.  The  Deptford  ketch  has  taken  a 
Dutch  vessel  going  to  their  fleet,  laden  with  water  and  billet,  and 
carried  her  into  Guem.sey.  Country  and  town  harken  earnestly  for 
the  glad  tidings  of  a proclaimed  peace. 

16.  Chas.  Whittington  to  Williamson.  The  Greenland  vessel 
taken  by  the  O.\ford  is  the  SL  Peter  of  Bayonne,  a new  ship,  and 
not  fully  finished.

The  merchant  ship  is  called  the  St.  .lohn,  of  200  tons, 
laden  with  brown  sugjir,  and  going  from  Amsterdam,  but  pretends 
to  be  a Swede.  All  seamen  say  tlie  Humber  is  the  fittest  place  in 
England  for  men-of-war  to  annoy  the  Hollanders,  as  in  12  hours' 
sail  with  a fair  wind,  they  are  on  the  coast  of  Holland  ; but  they 
lie  in  harbour  as  long  to  victual  as  they  are  at  sea.  Hears 
there  arc  many  Hollanders  at  sea,  but  wc  have  now  done  catching 
prizes.

Chancellor  and  given  to  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  under  the  name  of 
Keeper,  and  the  title  of  Chancellor  is  to  be  no  more.

in  Parliament,  and  some  have  recourse  to  the  Presbyterian  party 
in  their  extremity.  The  treasury  is  in  ill  condition,  by  reason  of 
the  great  anticipations  on  it  It  was  reported  falsely  that  Lord 
Arlington  was  thrown  out,  but  he  has  had  high  wor<fc  in  Council 
with  Prince  Rupert.  The  French  progress  has  excited  compas- 
sion, and  many  come  over  from  France  to  raise  men,  but  the  King 
will  be  forced  to  forbid  public  assistance,  by  the  treaty  lately 
made  with  Spain.  The  Queen  is  ex)iecting  an  envoy  from  Portugal, 
on  the  Infanta’s  resolving  to  marry,  her  brother  being  with- 
out hopes  of  issue.  Comr.  Pett  has  been  strictly  examined.  With 
imstscript,  September  that  the  charge  against  the  Chancellor  is 
his  wishing  to  marry  his  daughter  to  a very  great  person,  and 
receiving  large  sums  from  the  farmers  of  customs.  Thinks  it  is 
only  done  to  please  Parliament,  which  will  meet  October  ] 0th,  and 
the  King  wants  money.  His  debts  are  above  a million,  and  ho  dares 
not  let  his  ships  come  in  till  he  can  pay  them  off.  The  Duke 
[of  York]  has  dismissed  Sir  Wm.  Coventry,  on  charges  to  be 
brought  against  him  by  the  Chancellor.  A great  deal  of  gold  and 
some  aims  have  been  seized  in  a ship  going  to  Holland.  [2  pages.] 

20.  Sam.  Tucker  to  Lord  Arlington.  Repeats  the  circumstances 
of  Judith  Singleton’s  imprisonment,  and  begs  favour  for  her. 
Thinks  she  may  have  been  falsely  accused,  or  bad  cause  to  complain 
from  not  getting  her  brother’s  pay,  or  has  spoken  at  random,  from 
having  lived  so  long  in  Holland,  “ where  people  have  the  liberty  to 
use  their  tongues  as  they  will.”  Her  family  are  brought  to  poverty 
in  the  King’s  interest.

25.  Ant  Thorold  to  James  Hickea  A vessel  has  just  come 
ashore  from  Jersey  or  Guernsey,  without  master  or  company. 
Mr.  Ary,  mentioned  lately  in  the  paper,  has  come  into  that  country, 
to  the  house  of  bis  brother,  a neighbouring  gentleman. 

26.  Ant  Thorold  to  James  Hickes.  A Jersey  privateer  took 
two  French  prizes,  and  an  Ostender  another,  whi^  he  sunk.

Sent  to  Bailiff  Edmund  Thaxter 
to  take  the  affidavit,  as  ordered  by  Lord  Arlington,  of  the  master  and 
company,  os  to  the  abuse  committed  by  Capk  Freeman,  commander 
of  the  Orange  ; but  the  bailiff  refused  to  receive  them,  saying  he  had 
already  got  one  done,  and  sent  to  Sir  Wm.  Coventry,  where  his 
lordship  could  see  it ; would  have  gone  to  another  justice,  but  the 
men  are  all  sailed  for  Newcastle.  Arrival  and  departure  of  vessels 
A Scotch  privateer  has  chased  in  two  bua<<e.s,  and  taken  four  more.

Several  threaten  to 
seize  their  fish  if  they  bring  it  in  to  Yarmouth.  Those  mostly 
adverse  to  it  are  the  owners  of  fishing  boats,  prejudiced  by  the 
plenty,  who  allege  iti  is  destructive  to  the  navigation,  and  in  time 
will  eat  out  the  fisher^'.  The  generality  of  the  town  are  for  their 
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coming  in,  l«causo  it  brings  a Iwncfit  by  tho  profit  made  on  the 
herrings,  the  Dutch  being  forced  to  take  the  town  price,  and  makes 
the  fishery  more  industrious,  which  is  apparent  by  the  late  improve- 
ment made  ; also  because  it  makes  for  navigation,  ns  the  greater  tho 
quantity  brought  in,  the  more  shipping  is  employed  to  transiwrt  it. 
The  French  and  Dutch  also  pay  a great  duty  towards  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  pier,  and  not  only  spend  their  money  when  ashore, 
but  lay  out  considerable  sums  on  going  away.  Two  frigates  have 
come  into  the  road  to  wait  upon  the  fi.shery,  and  about  12  ships 
more  are  at  anchor.

the  stage  three  time.s  a week,  in  all  weathers  and  hours,  and  to  sit 
up  and  receive  letters,  burning  fire  and  candle.

his  life,  followed  the  instructions  delivered  to  him  by  Lord  Arlington, 
and  went  to  Holland  ; he  could  never  gain  a syllable  nor  a supply 
of  money,  as  promised,  and  lm\nng  neither  instructions  nor  money, 
was  for(^  to  return  to  England,  leaving  her  behind,  when  he  was 
apprehended  upon  the  Exchange,  by  the  Duke  of  Albemarle's  war- 
rant, for  having  been  in  the  enemies'  quarters,  and  designing  to  go 
again,  and  committed  close  prisoner  to  the  Tower,  where  he  was  kept 
three  months  before  she  could  hear  of  him,  and  she  wa^  not  per- 
mitted to  see  him,  although  she  had  the  l>ukes  order. 

Petitioned  the  Council,  who  granted  an  order  to  the  Duke  and  Lord 
Arlington  to  examine  her  husband,  and  report ; could  never  get 
I>ord  Arlington  to  hear  him,  tlmugh  the  Duke  was  always  ready,  and 
professed  he  committed  him  through  a mwtxike.  After  the  Duke  was 
gone  to  sea,  petitioned  the  King  again  that  she  could  not  get  Lord 
Arlington  to  hear  him,  upon  w'hich  his  lordship  sent  for  him,  and  dis- 
owned the  receij)t  of  any  letters  from  him,  except  one  from  Bruges, 
and  sent  him  back  to  the  Tower.  If  they  came  not  to  his  hand,  they 
were  smothered  in  England,  xis  she  «iu  prove  their  Conveyance- 
Waited  his  lordship’s  report  to  the  Council,  but  none  coming, 
resolved  to  bring  it  to  public  trial,  and  gave  order  to  her  solicitor  to 
proceed.  In  the  interim,  the  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower  told  her  hus- 
liand  that  if  he  w’ould  petition  for  his  release  and  employment  in  His 
Majesty’s  service,  and  name  nothing  of  bis  sufferings  nor  the  business, 
be  would  bring  tlie  petition  to  Lord  Arlington,  and  move  for  his  re- 
lease; this  he  did  after  the  lieutenant’s  dictation,  with  which  Lord 
Arlington  was  pleased,  and  an  order  was  granted  for  hU  release  upon 
bail,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  Tower.  This  order  Sir  John 
was  served  with,  and  bail  given,  but  he  would  not  release  him  until 
a pretended  debt  was  satisfied,  in  which  a friend  of  his  Avas  engaged. 
Aasured  him  the  debt  was  paid,  but  could  not  persuade  him  to  let 
her  have  the  order  without  money,  so  proffered  10  pieces,  which  he 
refu-sed ; but  remembering  what  the  gaxder  Gent  W1  told  in  her 
huslMind  s chamber,  concerning  bi.s  keeping  Colonel  Rotherburn’s 
,]»ardon  whiUt  he  was  hanged,  saw  there  was  no  working  ujx)ii  him, 
but  got  to  the  Tower  to  her  husUmd  ; intended  to  present  the 
lieutenant  with  what  he  demanded,  and  liad  it  in  her  pocket, 
but  understanding  that  the  King’s  allowance  was  detained,  de- 
manded it,  which  he  denied,  so  that  be  not  only  w ronged  the 
prisoners  but  abused  His  Majesty.  After  this  he  was  moi-e  en- 
raged than  liefore,  and  her  hu.sliand  was  kept  seven  months  a 
prisoner,  after  the  signing  of  his  release. 

Tliey  have  vdliGed  her  husband  with  all  the  falsehootis  they  could, 
having  a.sserted  that  he  W’as  no  gentleman,  w hen  he  wjis  neither  bom 
nor  bred  below  them,  his  first  employment  being  that  of  a captain.

The  dispute  between 
CapL  Cownley  and  the  lieutenant  who  commands  the  other  company, 
about  quarters,  is  settled.  All  the  officios  meet  in  the  evening 
constantly  at  orderly,  and  drink  a cup  of  ale,  and  the  guards  and 
duty  are  observed  as  formerly,  until  further  orders.  Hears  the 
fanatics  in  Galloway  have  their  public  conventicles,  and  more  with 
them  than  with  the  ministeis  in  the  church  on  Sundays.  The  rabble 
were  tumulting  and  imsoleiit  with  the  bishops  and  clergy  at  an 
assembly  in  Edinburgh,  but  all  was  quickly  apiieased.  The  King 
has  set  out  his  proclamation  of  indemnity  to  all  those  that  rose  in 
relrellion  this  time  12  months,  provided  they  give  bond  for  the 
peace,  except  such  as  are  forfeited.  The  great  ones  of  the  nobility  of 
.Scotland  are  in  lyondon,  and  .some  of  the  covenanting  lords,  such 
as  Cassalis,  Lowthian,  and  Kerr,  are  now  admitted  to  the  Scions 
of  Parliament.  The  interest  of  the  Covenant,  it  is  supposed,  will  be 
strongly  supjiortcd;  they  exjiect  the  discussions  at  the  sitting  of 
our  Parliament  will  produce  great  alterations  and  gain  more  freedom 
to  trade  with  other  nations.  The  King’s  rents  are  improved  in 
Scotland  more  than  a third  part,  by  the  new  IVeasury  Comrs.  It 
is  reported  that  the  Presbyterians  and  Independents  in  Yorkshire 
have  joined  in  a petition  to  the  King  for  a toleration  of  rebgion,  and 
thought  much  of  being  denied,  but  seeing  that  neither  his  nor  his 
son’s  letters  take  cognizance  of  it,  does  not  believe  it.

The 
men  have  their  pay  weekly,  and  the  officers  wish  that  Sir  Stephen 
For  may  take  caie  of  paying  the  whole  three  companies ; presumes 
be  will  provide  for  his  own.  Used  to  fire  some  great  guns  on  the 
5th  of  November,  but  the  mayor  says  that  solemnity  is  very  much 
laid  aside,  and  that  they  in  the  town  should  not  use  any  acrimony  ;
